warranted, and 

WHEREAS, Such practical identity in 
rates Indicates a virtual conspiracy by

Mr. President :—It you will go back 
into the records of Council you will 
see that since 1937 the rates charged 
the citizens of Pittsburgh by the three 
gas companies—The Equitable Gas 
Company, the Peoples Natural Gas Com¬ 
pany, and the Manufacturers Light and 
Heat Ccmpany—are exorbitant. Not¬ 
withstanding the protests made in reso¬ 
lutions and by actions of this Council, 
these three gas companies, serving the 
people of Pittsburgh, have taken an 
undue advantage of the citizens, and 
in several instances their rates, when 
they wei’e adjusted, affected the small 
consumer of gas. 

At the present time the case of the 
Peoples Natural Gas Company is pend¬ 
ing in the courts. Our City Solicitor 
has put up a very valiant fight against 
its proposed increase; and I predicted 
in 1939, when we protested about the 
Peoples Natural Gas Company going 
to raise its rates, that the Manufac¬ 
turers Light and Heat Company and 
the Equitable Gas Company would fol¬ 
low suit and ask for an increase in 
their gas rates. 

I am very happy to note that at this 
meeting today there was presented a 
letter from the City Solicitor, Miss 
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Alpern, advising Council that the Of¬ 
fice of Price Administration and as a 
representative of Fred S. Vinson, Eco¬ 
nomic Stabilitation Director has filed 
a petition with the Public Utility Com¬ 
mission for leave to intervene and to 
be heard at public hearings in the pro¬ 
ceeding involving the recent Increased 
rates filed by the Equitable Gas Com¬ 
pany. I am very happy that this paper 
came in today. 

In reading over the letter submitted 
to Council by the Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, I noticed that the Pittsburgh 
Chamber of Commerce, which is .so 
interested in having economy in City 
Government, and advising us what to 
do in an economy move, proposes that 
the appropriation for preparing and 
prosecuting litigation against public 
utility companies should be reduced. 
Now how do the members of the 
Chamber of Commerce feel that 'the 
City Solicitor can fight these public 
utilities in the interest of the citizens 
of Pittsburgh if we do not have funds 
to supply the wherewithal to make the 


investigations? I believe if the Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce would get back of this 
fight we would get better results. They 
do not seem to be interested in sav¬ 
ing the people of Pittsburgh money 
when it comes down to public utilities, 
They advise us to cut out certain city 
functions in order to economize. I 
say if the Chamber of Commerce want¬ 
ed to protect the Interests of the peo¬ 
ple of Pittsburgh they would get bacK 
of this fight. This resolution has the 
approval of thei Law Department, and I 
hope that it receives the unanimous 
approval of this Council.

Mr. Demmler arose and said 

Mr. President:—In voting Aye 

on Bill No. 1824, File No. 846, I wish 
to make the following statement: 

I am in full accord with the appoint¬ 
ment of a committee to visit the Gov¬ 
ernor and the leaders of the Legislature 
regarding the broadening of the Pitts¬ 
burgh tax base. I am opposed to any 
statement, request or endorsement of 
any specific taxes to be levied. 

I am convinced Pittsburgh should 
have granted to it by the Legislature 
a greater amount of home rule in mat¬ 
ters regarding its own affairs. Should 
any relief be granted to what is gen¬ 
erally known as “real estate,” I would 
want that relief to be granted on the 
improvement. Building owners should 
be granted relief from taxes on their 
building or improvement. The home 
owner especially should have this bene¬ 
fit. Home building construction and 
improvement would be encouraged and 
stimulated. 










I quote from my statement printed in 
the Municipal Record of the Proceedings 
of Ckjuncil of the City of Pittsburgh for 
December 11, 1944: 

“As an Individual I shall oppose the 
levying of any tax until the community 
has taken for its revenue the entire 
value created by the services which it 
renders. 

“As a Councilman of the City of 
Pittsburgh, I shall advocate legislation 
which will give to the local community 
a greater power to enable it better to 
rule Its own home affairs. I will not 
advocate the placing of more taxes on 
Industry or the imposition of nuisance 
taxes. 

“I wish to state! that I am convinced 
Pittsburgh has a sound tax system and 
if fair and honestly administered and 
extended to County and School Board 
revenue it will prove to be the best 
example of raising municipal revenue in 
the Country.” 

Mr. Evans arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I am not going 
to vote against this bill, but I want to 
make some comments. There has been 
a lot of talk as to what we want to 
tax. In broadening the: tax base, “What 
are we going to tax?”, has been asked. 
Last session of the Legislature they re¬ 
fused to pass a bill allowing the City 
of Pittsburgh to broaden its tax base, 
because it was presumed that the City 
was going to put in effect a wage tax. 
We ought here and now to state that 
such la not the intent and purpose of 
this Council. 

However, there is a source from which 
the City ought to get some revenue, and 
that is on the franchises issued to pub¬ 
lic utility companies. I read in the 
morning paper that the sum of $2,500,000 
was paid to the owners of the underliers 
of the Pittsburgh Railways Company. 
On these franchises, the companies pay 
no tax. 

The streets of Pittsburgh are, in fact, 
the same as real estate, and these com- • 
panles should be assessed for the land 
they occupy for their tracks. 

Another thing, the City ought to be 
allowed to levy bn the capital stock; of 
these companies: that is, these taxes 
would be levied on this stock. I am 


not exaggerating when I say these fran¬ 
chises are worth $300,000,000. That sum 
capitalized at 5 per cent would give a. 
capitalized value of $50,000,000. And if 
a 25 mill land tax were levied, the City 
would receive $1,250,000 in taxes. At 
the present time the public utilities pay 
no tax whatever. 

It is well known that these corpora¬ 
tions have been exploited and their 
stock is owned by peopie who do not 
live in Pittsburgh but all over the 
world, and they take these unpaid taxes 
and capitalize on them and sell them 
all over the' world. 

It seems to me there ought to be 
some way of getting around that. 

I read in the papers of the efforts 
being made by Miss Alpern, our City 
Solicitor, with respect to these under¬ 
liers of the Pittsburgh Railways Com¬ 
pany. I think she is going after this 
in the right way, and I am confident 
something tangible will be accomplished 
through the SEC. 

I believe the City should receive an 
income from these utilities. We do not 
want peanut taxes. We have been talk¬ 
ing about new taxes. We want the right 
to collect millions of dollars in taxes 
from those people who can afford to 
pay. I am not going to favor in Harris¬ 
burg any legislation to levy new taxes 
that will fall on the working man. I 
want to see a tax levy that will not add 
to the price of goods; a tax that will not 
fall on the backs of our workers and 
especially the small property ownen|. 

A tax on these utility franchises will 
bring down the market value of their 
securities, and will not hurt anyone. 
They, of course, will reply that they 
pay a State Tax. What if they do, they 
still can afford to pay something into 
the City for t.he use of our streets. 
Under the Earl administration, they paid 
a tax of 20 mills; 12 mills during the 
James administration, and now they 
propose to reduce it to 8 mills. 

I reiterate that the City should tax 
the gross receipts of the public utilities. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said 

Mr. President :—1 am going to 
vote for this bill with the thought in 
mind that the committee when it goes 
down to Harrisbiu’g will be able to ac¬ 
complish something in the way of 






















broadening the tax base of Pittsburgh. 

I concur in the remarks of Mr. Evans. 
I think his idea is wonderful if such 
a thing could be made to come true. 

As to the question of levying a tax 
on the underliers of the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company, we have been trying 
for years to remove the exemption of 
taxes from their real estate. These corh- 
panies are favored by an exemption of 
taxes on their real estate. W.hat chance 
have we to tax the franchises of these 
underliers, which in some cases run for 
999 years, when we are unable to even 
tax the real estate owned by public 
utilities? I hope it is more than 
a dream. Let us force the utilities to 
pay taxes on their real estate. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said 


Mr. President:—As the sponsor 
of this resolution, I make it perfectly 
clear that I do not think we ought to 
talk about what we are going to tax. 
After all is said and done, maybe next 
year there will be five other councllmen 
sitting here, and it will be up to them 
to decide what they want to tax. The 
important) thing is to get the Legisla¬ 
ture to give us power to broaden our 
tax base, and to let the people express 
themselves as to what taxes they favor 
and oppose. This is Just a proposition 
to have the State Legislature enact a 
law or laws to let the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh operate its own business.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 


Mr. Leonard arose and said; 

MTj President:—I wish to sub¬ 
mit, for Council’s consideration, the 
question of the employment of painters 
in the Bureau of Bridges, Departmenl 
of Public Works. 

The Council set up in the 1945 budget 
the number of days these painters are 
to be employed during the year, and the 
number of days was fixed at 236. Other 
mechanics in the employ of the City 
are allowed 256 or 260 days a year. 

The point I want to get before this 
Council is that the painters work 4 or 
5 days a week, and do not work Fridays 
and Saturdays. I think the sensible 
thing for Council to do is to request 
the Department of Public Works to allot 
these men to work 5 days a week. By 
depriving these men of the extra wort 
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day a week hurts the manpower situa¬ 
tion. These men could put in the num¬ 
ber of days up until September or Oc¬ 
tober, after which time they could se¬ 
cure employment with private contrac¬ 
tors for the balance of the year. They 
lose the time and the manpower situa¬ 
tion Is hurt. Nobody wants to hire these 
men for one or two days a week. The 
number of days these men are to work 
during the year is set up in the budget. 
I think the Department of Public Works 
should be stopped from laying these 
painters off on Fridays and Saturdays. 

The Chair said: 

Are you raising t.he point that 
possibly these men will not get the 236 
days’ work provided for them in the 
budget? 

Mr. Leonard said: 

They will get the number of 
days provided for in the budget, but 
they should have at least 256 days, the 
same as other mechanics. The men, as 
I said, work four days a week, and are 
laid off on Fridays and Saturdays. A 
man cannot get a job for one day. 

The Chair said: 

You want them to get the 236 
days as quickly as possible. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. Deinniler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Along the lines 
of Mr. Leonard's remarks, I suggest that 
he (Mr. Leonard) make a motion ask¬ 
ing the Department of Public Works to 
furnish a written report on the question 
so that we may know exactly what 
remedy to apply. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—I was going to 
ipake a motion on the subject. 

The Chair said; 

Is there any further comment 
by the members of Council? 

.Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I merely want 
to say that the men spoke to me about 
It a week ago. There were so many days 
set up In the budget for the painters. 
These men object to working four days 
a week and being laid off Fridays and 
Saturdays. 


Mr. Leonard said: 

Mm President:—Here is the way 
it iq set up—the way the Department 
of Public Works, Bureau of Bridges, has 
set it up—^22 days in this month, 20 
days in that month: April 21 days, and 
September, which is a good month, they 
get 19 days. They also lose holidays. 

Mr. Leonard moved 

That the Department of Public 
Works be instructed to give full time 
to the painters in the Bureau of Bridges 
up until the time the appropriation la 
exhausted. 

Mr. Deniinler said: 

Mr. President:—I am not quite 
ready to vote on the motion. I would 
like to have the information first. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—I have the in¬ 
formation, and I would like to show it 
to Mr. Demmler. 

Mr. Demmlei'i said: 

Mr. President:—The information 
I would like is the comment from the 
Department of Public Works. This is 
merely a schedule of work. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—^Every time you 
pick up a newspaper you will read where 
there Is a scarcity of labor, especially 
among the mechanics. Here is a situa¬ 
tion where manpower is wasted. We 
can work the bridge painters in warm 
or cold weather. If a man works four 
days a week for the City, no private 
contractor would want to hire him for 
one or two days. If these painters are 
given full time during the year, there 
will be at least one or two months in 
which he will not work for the City, 
and these men could get employment 
with private contractors, provided the 
City did not need them in an emer¬ 
gency. These men go to work as Prank 
M. Roessing wants them to. By his 
arbitrary stand in this regard, he has 
gummed up the time of these men, as 
he has everything else here. That is 
my only grievance. I think it is the 
sensible thing to do. to pass this mo¬ 
tion. If we wait for a report from the 
Director, we will probably have to wait 
two months before it is received. 
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Mr. Evans arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I took the 
trouble about a year ago to look into 
the question of bridge painting, and I 
give you my report. I found during 
cold weather, particularly from October 
to possibly March, it is utterly impos¬ 
sible for the men to work full time. 
The weather is such that they cannot 
work. There are no bridges, and very 
little work Inside buildings, to be painted 
during these months. Of course, they 
have a man to mix the paint. I would 
not pass this motion today, much as I 
like Mr. Leonard. I think he is getting 
off on the wrong track. I was a builder 
for many years. Plasterers as well as a 
lot of other building tradesmen can 
work inside, but bricklayers, painters 
and roofers cannot, during the winter 
months. The City cannot set up the 
number of days for these men to work 
in November, December, January, Feb¬ 
ruary and March. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President;—What Mr. Evans 
says might be true. But these men can 
work during the full year, particularly 
In the shops. They paint most anything 
in the shops—beams, and so forth. 
Maybe Mr. Evans is right. The Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works is wrong. Ac¬ 
cording to this schedule, during the 
month of March, these painters must 
take off the 2nd, 16th and 30th. Can 
anybody predict what the weather will 
be on those days? They will also be 
off on April 6th and 27th, and also in 
February they must take off the 23rd. 
It is not yet the 23rd of the month. 
In September they are cut down to 19 
days. This is an unreasonable way to 
handle this situation. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not think 
this problem is so serious. After all we 
set up the number of days the painters 
are to work. When we set up the num¬ 
ber of days they are to work, we expect 
them to work that number of days, 
weather permitting. In our budget dis¬ 
cussions, this question was considered. 
We did not confine these men to bridge 
painting. We set them up for so many 
days work during the year. Certainly 
there are enough places where they can 
use painters when they are not engaged 


in painting bridge structures. As Mr. 
Leonard says, they take a day off here 
and there. Why can’t they work on 
bridges that need repainting? The Works 
Department ought to come to the con¬ 
clusion that we (the Council) set the 
budget and not the Director of the 
Department of Public Works. 

Ml*. Leonard said; 

Mr. President:—Another angle 
I want to point out. You cannot take 
any kind of a painter and hang him on 
a bridge span. The painter who climbs 
a bridge structure is not a house painter. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

. Mr. President:—^If it is necessary 
to vote for this motion today, I will 
vote for it, for the reason that these 
men should be employed, every day 
they want to work. I think Mr. Leonard 
should allow this to go to conunittee 
for discussion tomorrow, and ask the 
Director of Public Works to explain why 
he puts up such a schedule. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—^That is all right. 
I took it up with the Department of 
Public Works. The men are off today 
and will be off again, on the 23rd. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President;—^There is much 
in this .schedule that is unintelligible to 
me, as indicated in this letter. It cer¬ 
tainly is at variance with the intent of 
Council, but I do think we should not 
take this hasty action without informa¬ 
tion from the Department of Public 
Works. 

The Chair said: 

If Mr. Leonard will agree. It 
will come before the committee tomor¬ 
row for discussion. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President;—^I agree with 
the request of the members of Council, 
and withdraw my motion, with the 
understanding that it will be brought 
up in the Committee on Finance to¬ 
morrow. I will give you the Director's 
answer. He will say it is Council’s fault 
for not providing sufficient money. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President;—^I rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. I have before 
me a clipping taken from one of the 
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Pittsburgh papers jheaded, “SAVING 
PLAN BOOSTS SNOW COSTS HERE.” 
Gentlemen of the Press, please note. 
The first of it is, “City Council, penny 
wise and pavement foolish, wouldn’t 
give the city works department an ad¬ 
ditional $30,000 to $40,000 for snow 
removal In December—so it now will 
have to pay about $250,000 more than 
usual for repairs to ice and snow-dam¬ 
aged streets. The $250,000 figure does 
not include an estimated $100,000 neces¬ 
sary for temporary patching of the dam¬ 
aged streets. Permanent repairs cannot 
be made until the arrival of warm 
weather. Engineers yesterday estimated 
that an adequate program of street re¬ 
pair would cost about $1,000,000 for 
asphalt work alone—$250,000 more than 
the cost in an average year.” 

Further down in the article, it says: 

"Works Director Frank M. Roesslngi 
said that the city should have spent 
$100,000 last year in snow removal, an 
amount sufficient to clean only the 
main streets and not the alleys. He had 
asked for $30,000 or $40,000 above 1944 
budget allowances for December snow 
removal.” 

I think It is high time that the mem¬ 
bers of Council served notice on the Di¬ 
rectors, especially the Director of Public 
Works, that we (the Council) are the 
ones who make the appropriations, and 
we are the ones whom the people elect; 
we are not appointed by a Mayor,—and 
that is one of the reasons why some of 
these directors have been appointed and 
have been In office for from 4 to 8 years. 

Never once did Mr. Roessing come uj) 
to this Council and furnish a sugges¬ 
tion as to how we can save money. 

Director Roessing did not know in 
advance that we were going to have 
heavy snows this year. 

Director Roessing was not the first 
one to recommend the patching of our 
streets caused by these unusual wintry 
conditions. That suggestion originated 
around this table last Tuesday. I made 
the suggestion. It never came from the 
Director of Public Works. As far as he 
is concerned, he has been the Director 
of Public Works for a long time, but 
never to my knowledge has he sub¬ 
mitted an original idea as to what this 
city should do to save money. 


As I said before, it was on my sug¬ 
gestion that the Council set up $40,000.00 
for the purchase of snow plows and 
other snow removal equipment, and to 
pay the cost of spreading cinders on icy 
streets. I never heard the Director make 
that suggestion. 

The Director will serve this city better 
if he could think of some original, con¬ 
structive ideas and bring them to Coun¬ 
cil. It is hoped that some time .he will 
come up here and show us where we 
can save money. 

For the benefit of the members of the 
Press; they know the financial condi¬ 
tion of the City; they know what the 
situation is. They know we are operat¬ 
ing a $30,000,000 corporation on $24,- 
000,000. They know that this Council 
has asked the Legislature to pass bills 
to permit the City to broaden its tax 
base so that we will have additional 
money to do the things requested by 
the people of our city—and about which 
the Director of Public Works complains. 
I ask the Press to get behind these bills 
at Harrisburg so as to give us a broader 
fax base, so that we may take in more 
money next year—if we are still here, 
at least five of us—to do the work on 
our streets that is necessary to put t.hem 
in proper, passable condition despite the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works. 

The Chair said; 

Gentlemen of Council, This is 
an election year, and City Council will 
rely on the intelligence of our citizens 
to differentiate between proper news¬ 
paper criticism and the kind of opinions 
anonymously expressed by some news¬ 
paper writers so slanted as to influence 
public opinion. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—Before Council 
adjourns, I wish to submit another mat¬ 
ter for your consideration. I was called 
on the ’phone over the weekend and 
informed that bills would be introduced 
in the State Legislature this evening 
authorizing the allocation of certain 
State funds to cities, boroughs and 
townships of Pennsylvania for the re¬ 
pair of streets and roads. I have not 
submitted a resolution today for Coun¬ 
cil’s action in support of these bills, be¬ 
cause I do not have the House number 
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and the Senate number of these bills. 

This legislation will authorize the 
State of Pennsylvania to allocate $20,- 
000,000 of the State’s surplus of $200,- 
000,000 to cities, boroughs and townships 
of Pennsylvania to help pay the cost of 
repairing streets and roads. Out of this 
$20,000,000 the City of Pittsburgh will 
receive between $2,000,000 and $3,000,000. 
This money can only be used for the 
repair and repaving of city streets. The 
argument in favor of these bills is that 
because of the heavy war construction 
and the use of large trucks using our 
streets, along with the ice and snow, 
our streets have been destroyed and 
should be repaired. This is especially 
true in cities where these heavy wav 
Industries are located. 

This is an emergency, and Inasmuch 
as second-class cities do not receive any 
share of the gasoline tax and other 
State taxes, this City should receive 
some portion of this State surplus 
money. 

I would ask that the members of 
Council give this matter consideration, 
and at the proper time adopt resolu¬ 
tions endorsing the passage of these bills 
by the State Legislature. Pittsburgh’s 
share, as I said before, will be between 
$2,000,000 and $3,000,000. These bills 
will be introduced in the Legislature 
this evening by Senator Elmer J. Holland 


and Representative Albert S. Readinger.

Local Real Estate-^to cut your Beal 
Estate Tax Costs in half!” The Pitts¬ 
burgh Real Estate Board has started this 
effort with radio broadcasts, solicitation 
by mail, personal Interviews and the 
gathering of a fifty thousand dollar fund 
to promote their program. 

Over Station KQV on Friday, March 
2nd, at 6:45 P. M., President Leonard 
Kane of the Real Estate Board stated 
that legislation would be sponsored for 
the repeal of the Pittsburgh Graded Tax 
Law. He also stated that all home own¬ 
ers should join in this effort. 

Should the graded tax law be repealed, 
the taxes to any home owner whose im¬ 
provement is assessed at more than his 
land, will be increased. The City taxes 
on my home for 1945 are $121.25, and 
under the fiat rate my taxes in 1945 
would have been almost $14.00, or 10% 
more. 

The Real Estate Board is not present¬ 
ing all of the facts, and so that Council 
may definitely know what the Real 
Estate Board is sponsoring, I, therefore, 
move 

That the City Clerk write the 
Pittsburgh Real Estate Board asking 
them for a copy of whatever literature 
they have published or will publish and 
a transcript of the various radio talks 
given under the auspices of their Board. 

Which motion prevailed. 

.Mr. Demmler said 

Mr. President:—For many years 
there has been discussion in Council 
regarding the purchase of water from 
the South Pittsburgh Water Company. 
In 1943 we paid to the South Pittsburgh 
Water Company $439,691.09, against 
which the City billed its customers with 
$293,555.40, so that the City paid the 
South Pittsburgh Water Company 33.1% 
more than it billed its customers. In 
1944 the City paid the South Pittsburgh 
Water Company $459,037.62, against 
which the City billed its customers with 
1301,636.38, so that the City paid the 
South Pittsburgh Water Company 34.3% 
more than it billed its customers. 

I do not have the record as to the 
amount of money which the City col¬ 
lected on the bills for those customers 
supplied by the South Pittsburgh Water 
Company within the City. Being in¬ 


terested to learn the experience of the 
South Pittsburgh Water Company re¬ 
garding delinquents, I, therefore, offer 
this motion: 

That the City Clerk write to the 
South Pittsburgh Water Company asking 
them as to the percentage of delinquents 
on their customers’ bills outside the City 
of Pittsburgh, and what their rule is 
regarding the shutting off of water for 
failure to pay delinquent bills. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—have no ob¬ 
jection to Mr. Demmler requesting the 
South Pittsburgh Water Company to 
furnish him with a list of delinquencies. 
As every one knows, since I have been 
a member of this Council I have been 
fighting the South Pittsburgh Water 
Company, and I am going to pat my¬ 
self on the shoulder for the good I 
have accomplished through the coop¬ 
eration of my colleagues in Council. 

The record will show, in the first in¬ 
stance, when Gifford Pinchot was Gov¬ 
ernor of Pennsylvania, and Mr. Good- 
nough was a member of the then Pub¬ 
lic Utility Commission of Pennsylvania, 
we were able to obtain a reduction, or 
rather a saving to the consumers of the 
South Pittsburgh Water Company in the 
amount of $90,000.00. 

About four years ago, through my 
efforts and the cooperation of the mem¬ 
bers of Council, I am pleased to state, 
that the South Pittsburgh Water Com¬ 
pany placed the City of Pittsburgh in 
the class of a wholesale consumer, which 
was another saving of about $40,000.00 
for the taxpayers of Pittsburgh. 

During the negotiations with the of¬ 
ficials of the South Pittsburgh Water 
Company and the parent company of 
New York, the American Water Works 
and Electric Company, the question 
came up as to the delinquency of con¬ 
sumers, and we were informed that the 
South Pittsburgh Water Company billed 
the City of Pittsburgh, and the City of 
Pittsburgh paid the difference' between 
the South Pittsburgh Water Company’s 
rate and the City rate. That is de¬ 
linquencies. In other words, the City 
of Pittsburgh paid the South Pittsburgh 
Water Company for water consumed by 
the delinquents. Mr. Beck, who repre- 





































sented the company, offered the proposi¬ 
tion that they were able to collect at 
least 95 per cent ol the bills that were 
delinquent in the City ol Pittsburgh. 
I asked him the question, "How will 
you oolleot?’’ He said, “II they will 
not pay. we will shut off the water." 
I said, "Is that the way you do it?" 
I further said, "Mr. Beck, for your in¬ 
formation, I wish to state that you 
cannot shut the water off; the health 
laws will not permit you to do that.” 

I do not oppose the adoption of Mr. 
Demmler’s motion, but I want the 
record to show that during my term aa 
a member of Council, I have effected 
substantial savings for the taxpayers in 
paying the difference between the rate 
cf the South Pittsburgh Water Company 
and that of the City of Pittsburgh. I 
have in my hand—I had this broken 
down, anticipating that something like 
this would come up about the South 
Pittsburgh Water Company—and I can 
show, in the figures, that in 1934, when 
1 first started fighting the South Pitts¬ 
burgh Water Company we set up in the 
budget $502,278.00 to pay tbe South 
Pittsburgh Water Company, the differ¬ 
ence between the City rate and their 
rate, and the reduction has been very 
substantial from 1934 to 1944. In 1944, 
in our budget, we set up the sum of 
$459,000 to be paid to the South Pitts¬ 
burgh Water Company compared with 
$502,278.00 in 1934. 

As I have said before, Mr. President, 
I have no objection to Mr. Demmler 
asking for information from the South 
Pittsburgh Water Company as to how 
they collect delinquent bills from their 
customers outside the City.

AIOTIONS AND RESOLUTION.S 

.Mr. Le.onard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—^Last week, in 
Finance Committee, when Mr. Evans’ 
resolution opposing the proposed plan 
of the Real Estate Board of Pittsburgh 
to have the Graded Tax Law repealed 
was before the committee. I refrained 
from voting on the motion to return 
the resolution to Council with an 
affirmative recommendation. 

Since the meeting of the Finance 
Committee I have looked into the ques¬ 
tion and I was firmly convinced from 
what I learned that the present Graded 
Tax Law is beneficial to the small home 
owners of Pittsburgh, and I therefore 
cast my vote in favor of Mr. Evans’ 
resolution today. 

I listened to the radio statements 
made by the speakers of the Real Estate 
Board urging the people of Pittsburgh 
to get behind the legislation of said 
organization to repeal the Graded Tax 
Law. There is no logic to the argu¬ 
ments advanced by this organization for 
the repeal of this .law. 

The members of Council and the City 
Administration are trying to get laws 
passed by the State Legislature to per¬ 
mit us to broaden our tax base, and in 
our efforts to have these laws enacted, 
we asked the Real Estate Board of Pitts¬ 
burgh and other civic organizations to 
Join in the fight to urge our State 
Legislature to pass these tax laws. 

I might state, for the record, that the 
principal appeal of the speakers of the 
Real Estate Board for the repeal of the 
Graded Tax Law is tjhat the small home 
owner will receive the benefit of a re¬ 
duction in his taxes. Now, from the 
information I have been able to secure, 
and in talks with Mr. Evans (there is 
no one in Pittsburgh more familiar with 
the Graded Tax Law than Mr. Evans, he 
being a real estate operator and a large 
taxpayer), I am thoroughly convinced 
that the Graded Tax Law as it now 
appears on the statute books is bene¬ 
ficial to the people of Pittsburgh, and 
for that reason I voted for the resolu¬ 
tion. 

Because of the misleading statements 
made by the speakers of the Real Estate

Board of Pittsburgh, I think it is Coun¬ 
cil’s duty to challenge those statements. 
Are they trying to sell to the people of 
Pittsburgh something that will not be 
beneficial to them? I heard a gentleman 
state how much a home owner would 
save in taxes if the Graded Tax Law 
were repealed. We in Council must, if 
we know these statements are not true, 
challenge them, and give a true picture 
of the' situation to the people of Pitts¬ 
burgh. The question is, are we oppos¬ 
ing something that they say will save 
the average home owner considerable 
money? I for one do not think so. 

The Real Estate Board sponsored the 
legislation for the wiping out of the 
City Board of Assessors, and placing the 
duties upon the County Board of As¬ 
sessors, claiming that there would be 
a large saving to the taxpayers of Pitts¬ 
burgh. The change was effected, and 
the only money saved in taxes, so far 
as I can see, is on downtown real estate. 
This was brought about by readjust¬ 
ments In assessments. The little fellow 
is not getting the benefit. Something 
should be done to counteract the state¬ 
ments of the Real Estate Board in mis¬ 
leading the citizens of Pittsburgh. If 
that' is not so, they should submit proof 
to the contrary; and if it is so, this 
Council should show that they are mis¬ 
leading the people by their radio 
propaganda. 

Mr. Denimler arose and said; 

Mr. President:—Council today, 
by unanimous vote, has approved Bill 
No. 2003. which is a resolution Intro¬ 
duced by Councilman Evans opposing 
the repeal of the Pittsburgh Graded 
Tax law by the State Legislature. 1 
sincerely hope that this is the be¬ 
ginning of a movement which will im¬ 
press upon the Legislature at Harrisburg 
the desire of the citizens of Pittsburgh 

Since the Pittsburgh Real Estate 
Board is gathering a campaign fund; of 
$50,000.00 for the express purpose, as 
they say, "to cut your real estate tax 
costs in half!’’, “Provide proper repre¬ 
sentation in the State Capitol to pro¬ 
tect the interests of City and County 
Real Estate Owners in the passage of 
proper legislation,” and to press for the 
repeal of the Pittsburgh Graded Tax 
Law, public thought and Interest on 


this subject of taxes must be aroused. 

It should be brought to the attention 
of every property owner and renter in 
the City of Pittsburgh that the Pitts¬ 
burgh Graded Tax Law is of advantage 
to about 99% of the land owners in 
Pittsbuj-gh. In a study made in 1935, 
it showed the total land values iu 
Pittsburgh as $562,365,560.00. Of this 
amount $328,480,380.00 or 58% was In 
the name of 901 land owners, and the 
balance or 42% was in the name of 
99,099 land owners. I do not believe 
that a study made today would show 
much variation from the above state¬ 
ments. 

'This large number, or 99% of the 
land owners, mostly improved properly 
owners, included owners who had land 
values up to $50,000,00. Almost all of 
these small improved property owners 
had a greater improvement value than 
the land assessment value, which means 
that nearly every one of these small 
property owners were benefited. by the 
Pittsburgh Graded Tax Law. 

The Pittsburgh Real Estate Board, In 
appealing to property owners, is giving 
a false impression by inferring that the 
repeal of the Graded Tax Law will re¬ 
duce the real estate taxes of these prop¬ 
erty owners. Attention must be called 
to all renters as well, that if the Graded 
Tax Law is repealed, real estate taxes 
will be increased and then the land¬ 
lords will ask higher rents because of 
the increased taxes on homes. 

I sincerely hope that all landlords and 
renters of the City of Pittsburgh will 
give thought to the Graded Tax Law 
and its benefits, which is peculiar to 
Pittsburgh, so that public interest will 
so express itself that the Graded Tax 
Law will be retained. 

Mr. Evans arose^ and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not hav( 
a prepared statement today. I was late 
getting in and did not have time to 
complete a statement which I am pre¬ 
paring. 

I want to say that Mr. Leonard Is 
absolutely right; that is, there will lx 
no reduction in taxes if the Graded 
Tax Law is repealed to at least 90 pet 
cent of the property owners. About 10 
per cent, of our taxpayers will receive • 
reduction. 
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It Is a shift of taxes to the home 
owners. In my opinion, at least 50 to 
75 per cent of the unimproved and 
vacant property in the downtown sec¬ 
tion of Pittsburgh below Grant street 
Is obsolete; that they are outmoded; 
that the owners have made no attempt 
to improve them or bring them up to 
date, and they are the owners who will 
be benefited by the repeal of the Graded 
Tax Law at the expense of the small 
property owners all over the city. A 
former assessor in the Fifteenth Ward 
etlmated that 99 per cent of the prop¬ 
erty owners in that Ward will be pena¬ 
lized. That may be a little high but it 
Is not far wrong. It will apply to every 
residential section of the city. It means 
a shifting of the taxes in an amount 
of about Three Million Dollars from the 
unimproved, undeveloped, obsolete prop¬ 
erty, all the big homes on Fifth avenue, 
all the big homes in Pittsburgh and a 
lot of land value; all unimproved prop¬ 
erties and obsolete properties, and all 
the undeveloped properties, would bene¬ 
fit. Now is that the class of property 
we want to benefit? I say this Council 
should be interested in the small home 
owner, who comes in every year and 
pays his taxes when they are due. The 
taxes of the small property owner is 
never delinquent. Where do you find 
delinquent taxes? Among obsolete prop¬ 
erties, which do not earn enough to pay 
their taxes and allow the owners to re¬ 
place them with modern buildings. 

I am preparing a statement on this 
subject: but I want to leave this 
thought with the members of Council, 
that the repeal of the Graded Tax Law 
means a shifting of the taxes from the 
undeveloped properties to the small 
home owner all over the city. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Another phase, 
they seem to stress on their radio pro¬ 
grams—and that appears to me to be 
very unfavorable—that this is the way 
to encourage new home construction 
within the City of Pittsburgh. Can any¬ 
body answer that $64.00 question. I 
say It will chase more people outside 
the city to build homes. The Real 
Estate Board was unable to get! anyone 
of the 15 Representatives in the State 
Legislature, who live in the City of 
Pittsburgh, to Introduce the repeal leg¬ 


islation. The Real Estate Board had a 
member of the Legislature, who lives 
in Glen Willard, present the bill in the 
State Legislature. None of the members 
in the House of Representatives from 
Pittsburgh would introduce the bill. The 
Board got some member from a rural or 
farm district to introduce it. 

Mr. Evans, what is your opinion, if 
a change or repeal of the Graded Tax 
Law is put through the Legislature, as 
to the effect it will have in encouraging 
the construction of new homes within 
the boundaries of Pittsburgh, such as 
the Stanton Heights development and 
similar developments in Pittsburgh ? 

Mr. Evans said: 

I would say it would be a dis¬ 
tinct discouragement to the home build¬ 
ers in Pittsburgh. I know whereof I 
speak. I have built more than 100 small 
homes on the North Side within the 
past 10 years. Every owner of those 
houses would pay more taxes if the 
Graded Tax Law were repealed. We 
must encourage rather than discourage 
developers to build more homes in Pitts¬ 
burgh. In Shadycrest and Stanton 
Heights, they would be definitely dis¬ 
couraged from building if the Graded 
Tax Law were repealed, because their 
city taxes would be increased. Most of 
those houses cost $6,000.00. They try to 
hold the lot down to $500.00, but the 
FHA will allow developers to go as 
high as $1,000.00. In those cases, the 
increase in taxes would be about 30 
per cent. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—Just for the 
record, I wanted Mr. Evans to answer 
that, because I consider him an au¬ 
thority on home construction and taxa¬ 
tion. Mr. Evans is a member of the 
Real Estate Board, and you can see from 
his statement that there is no unani¬ 
mity among its own group on this 
question. 

The Chair said: 

I agree with every word spoken 
on this question here today. The Pitts¬ 
burgh Real Estate Board is rendering 
a distinct disservice to the home owners 
of Pittsburgh.

record. Many of the properties acquired 
by the taxing bodies are hillside lots, 
fag ends of lot developments, where the 
promoter of a development has sold the 
good sites and made his profit, and 
properties where the owner has taken 
what he could in rent and left the City 
stuck for the taxes. 

To obtain the proper information, I

lots on which there are improvements, 
and lots which are rented for parking 
purposes, and 

Second; That the Solicitor of De¬ 
linquent Taxes and Water Liens be 
asked how many undesirable lots held 
in the name of large estates are being 
let go delinquent.

Mr. Demmler continued further: 

Mr. President:—^The Pittsburgh 
! Real Estate Board in its publication, 

1 “The Pittsburgh Realtor,” for March 24, 
j 1945, has an article headed, "Tax Re¬ 
duction Campaign.” This article is s 
letter which was sent by President 
Leonard P. Kane, of the Real Estate 
Board, to all local newspapers. The first 
two paragraphs of this letter are as 
follows; 

“In order to clarify the Pittsburgh 
Real Estate Board’s position on Real 
Estate taxes in general, and the 
Graded Tax Law in particular, the 
writer desires to explain the complete 
program that is being sponsored by 
the Pittsburgh Real Estate Board. 

“The main object of our program 
is to cut Real Estate taxes in half and 
give relief to the long overburdened 
Real Estate taxpayer.” 

The Pittsburgh Real Estate Board 
fails to recognize the fact that Pitts¬ 
burgh’s city tax is not strictly a real 
estate tax, because the Graded Tax Law 
recognizes a distinction between the 
land value and the improvement value. 
The Real Estate Board continually con¬ 
fuses the fundamental principles under¬ 
lying the Pittsburgh Graded Tax Law. 
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Another paragraph in this article is 
as follows; 

“Vacant ground is usually a liabil¬ 
ity. producing no revenue, and requir¬ 
ing little or no service from the City; 
yet it is taxed at twice the amount 
as improved property. While, on the 
other hand, improved property is the 
source of revenue and demands num¬ 
erous services, yet is being subsidized 
by 50 per cent under the Graded Tax 
System.” 

Notice must be taken of the fact that 
the city services are supplied and avail¬ 
able to the vacant lot. The city serv¬ 
ices, fire protection, police, water, etc., 
are available for the vacant site. The 
statement of the Real Estate Board is 
that the improvement is being sub¬ 
sidized by 50% under the Graded Tax 
system should be carefully considered 
by everyone. 

We desire more improvements in th© 
nature of homes, industrial establish¬ 
ments and business properties, and by 
relieving the improvement of the heavy 
tax burden, Pittsburgh will grow and 
prosper. 

Another paragraph in the Real Estate 
Board’s article is as follows: 

“If the Pittsburgh Real Estate' 
Board’s program is enacted, the sched¬ 
ule would be as follows: 

12 mills on Real Estate_$12 000,000 

Present miscellaneous 

revenues _ 6,000,000 

Revenue under ‘Sterling Act’ 6,000,000 

$24,000,000 

“This would mean a savings of 
$6,000,000 per year to the local Real 
Estate taxpayers.” 

The only question which I would 
raise to this paragraph is, who will 
provide the revenue of six million dol¬ 
lars under the Sterling Act? Is it not 
true that whatever taxes may be Im¬ 
posed by the Sterling Act must be paid 
by the citizens of Pittsburgh, and will 
be the same citizens who are now pay¬ 
ing the City taxes? 

I believe that t.he newspapers who 
have printed the letter from the Presi¬ 


dent of the Pittsburgh Real Estate 
Board should take notice and publish 
other articles by those who are opposed 
to the plan of the Real Estate Board. 

Mr. Leonard presented

Mr. President:—On Tuesday, 
April 3rd, 1945, it was my privilege to 
attend a hearing on taxation before the 
Committee on Second-Class Cities and 
Counties, at Harrisburg, Pa. Pittsburgh 
is only listed as a second-class city for 
matters of legislation, for we have a 
city of which we can well be proud 
and take our position with the other 
cities of the country of the same class. 

I hope that meetings by a committee 
from the Legislature will be held here 
in Pittsburgh in the near future on 
taxation and other matters. 

At the hearing before the Committee 
at Harrisburg, Mr. Leonard Kane, Presi¬ 
dent of the Pittsburgh Real Estate Board, 
stated that 

“Real estate taxpayers in Pittsburgh 
pay more than in any city except New 
York. Real Estate taxes per family 
average $236.40 in Pittsburgh, as 
compared with $135 in Philadelphia, 
$148 in Detroit, $112.40 in Cleveland, 
$155 in San Francisco, $76 in Co¬ 
lumbus, and $80 in Memphis.” 

I have tried to get an explanation of 
how the above figures were arrived at 
but have been unable to do so. Figures 
quoted and also those printed in the 
Pittsburgh Real Estate Board’s circulars 
are to me very misleading and give a 
wrong impression The figures are widely 
at variance with those used by the 
Pennsylvania Economy League in its 
recent study of Pittsburgh finances, 
based on a compilation published in 
the National Municipal Review. Taking 
the same source for 1944, the following 
are the “real estate taxes per capita” 
(multiplied by 4 to make a “family”): 
$225.72 in Pittsburgh; $182.48 in Phila¬ 
delphia; $229.28 in Detroit; $186.44 in 
Cleveland: $249.36 in San Francisco. 
Baltimore, Boston and Buffalo are high¬ 
er than Pittsburgh. These include 
school and county taxes in all cases: 
possibly the Real Estate Board’s author¬ 
ity at times forgot them. Other cities 
mentioned by Mr. Kane were regarded 
by the Economy League as not com¬ 
parable because of smaller size. 

In makng comparisons of figures with 
other cities we must remember that 
other taxes besides those on real estate 
are placed in the cities. For example 
Cleveland, Ohio, has a sales tax, a 
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personal property tax, a tax on ma¬ 
chinery and other taxes, which when 
added to the real estate taxes will 
bring the figure for that city far be¬ 
yond that of Pittsburgh. 

Always remember that industry in 
Pittsburgh is not burdened by taxes 
other than those placed on the assessed 
value of the land and buildings.

the time being, I want to congratulate 
Miss Alpern for her vigilance and the 
splendid report she sent to Council on 
this ordinance.

This Council should take some action 
with respect to this bill. This bill takes 
away from the Mayor the power to ap¬ 
point the members of the Civil Service 
Commission and v^ts that power in 
the Judges of Common Pleas Court of 
Allegheny County, who, I understand, 
have indicated that they do not want 
that responsibility. 

In appointing the members of the 
Civil Service Commission by the Judges 
of Common Pleas Court Is one thing: 
but this bill, if passed, would vest in 
the new Commission the power to create 
new positions and fix salaries of city 
employees. 

If this bill passes (and I understand 
it is well on its way to passage by the 
State Senate), it is a flagrant violation 
of home rule, which this Council has 
been asking the State Legislature to 
grant the City of Pittsburgh. This bill 
will give the Civil Service Commission 
powers which are in violation of the 
present City Charter. The bill does not 
put any responsibility of raising the 
money to pay the salaries fixed by the 
Commission on the Commission, but 
on the Council. For that reason, this 
Council should go on record as un¬ 
alterably opposing the passage of this 
bill, known as Senate Bill No. 443, and 
ask for a hearing before the State 
Legislature. 


It is my understanding that the Gov¬ 
ernor of Pennsylvania is for home rule 
for all municipalities; and certainly I 
cannot see why a representative from 
Allegheny County, who does not live 
in the City of Pittsburgh, should pre¬ 
sent such a bill. I think the passage 
of that bill will wreck the functions of 
City government, and I think it will 
wreck the payroll, not in any political 
sense, but it vests power in the new 
agency whose members are appointed 
by the Court to regulate salaries and 
to tell this Council how many positions 
should be created. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said; 

Mr. President;—I am opposed 
to this bill (Senate Bill No. 443). This 
Council will have to move fast. I under¬ 
stand that the Legislature may turn the 
clock back within the next 10 days. If 
we are going to get a hearing before 
the Legislative group, we had better 
move fast.

the foundation fund’s establishment."

“All business and professions are 
Interested in the $17,000,000 in added 
payrolls. This amount, however, turned 
over several times through the serv¬ 
ice groups, such as retail stores, gas 
stations, laundries, bakeries, dairies, 
etc., added immeasurably to the pros* 
perlty of our community.” 

I merely wish this spread on the 
record of Council as a partial answer 
to the claims of the Pittsburgh Baal 
Estate Board that the Graded Tax D* 
is driving industries from Pittsburgh 
Scranton has the same tax law as Pitts¬ 
burgh, with a higher millage, and ya* 
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is attracting new industries.

Epidemics constitute 
emergencies: floods, which may de¬ 
stroy much school property, are clas¬ 
sified as emergencies: fire, another 
destructive agent which may lay 
waste one or more of the school build¬ 
ings of the district, constitutes an 
emergency. Other catastrophes are 
contemplated by the legislature and 
such other catastrophes are classified 
as emergencies. The comprehensive 
term ‘other catastrophes’ is to be con¬ 
structed in accordance with the rule 
that such other catastrophes must be 
of a like character to such situations 
as are specifically enumerated. We 
cannot, by any stretch of construction. 


classify a strike of contractual pro- 
fessional employes as ‘another ca¬ 
tastrophe,’ comparable with epidemics, 
floods, and fires.’’

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 

Mr. McArdle presented 

No. 2391. WHEREAS, It has 
come to the attention of Council of 
the City of Pittsburgh that certain 

private nursing homes are being op¬ 
erated in the City without being li¬ 
censed by the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania as required by law, and that, 
although the City Bureau of Building 
Inspection has repeatedly advised the 
State Department of Welfare of such 
unlicensed operations, no action has 
been taken by the State Welfare De¬ 
partment to enjoin the operation of 
such unlicensed private' nursing homes; 
and 

WHEREAS, The Bureau of Building 
Inspection has refused to issue occu¬ 
pancy permits to such private nursing 
homes because of their failure to cor¬ 
rect dangerous fire hazards and to make 
repairs necessary to insure the safety 
of the patients in such private nursing 


homes, many of whom are bedridden; 
and 

WHEREAS, The City of Pittsburgh 
believes that private nursing homes 
that are duly licensed by the State 
after careful Investigation and which 
comply with the State regulations and 
the fire laws of the City of Pittsburgh, 
can and do serve a useful function in 
the City, but that unlicensed private 
nursing homes which are not properly 
supervised and which do not comply 
with the regulations necessary to insure 
the safety of the patients constitute a 
danger to the welfare of the patients 
in said homes and to the residents of 
the City; Now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That the Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh request Edward Mar¬ 
tin, Governor of the State of Pennsyl¬ 
vania, to send: a representative of the 
State Department of Welfare to the City 
of ■ Pittsburgh to investigate private 
nursing homes within the City, and to 
take proper action for enjoining the 
operation of such private nursing homes 
as are not licensed as required by law 
and do not comply with the regulations 
of the State, and further to have a re¬ 
port thereafter made to Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh suggesting measures 
which could be adopted for cooperative 
supervision of private nursing homes by 
the State and the City so as to elim¬ 
inate certain dangers and abuses which 
now exist in connection with their op¬ 
eration; And be it further 

RESOLVED, That the Director of the 
Department of Public Health and the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety of the City of Pittsburgh be, and 
they are hereby authorized and di¬ 
rected, to conduct an Investigation into 
the number of homes being operated 
without licensing by the State, the 
manner of operation of licensed and 
unlicensed private nursing homes 
within the City, their safety and 
sanitary conditions, and such other 
matters as said Directors may deem 
relevant, and to report to Council with 
respect thereto. 

W'hich was read. 

Mr. Mc.Ardle arose and said: 

• Mr. President:—This resolution 
was prepared as the result of informa¬ 
tion I received about conditions that 

































exist in, a number of nursing homes in 
the City of Pittsburgh. 

Reports have reached me that per¬ 
sons not qualified to administer drugs 
have been left to administer them at 
some nursing homes. 

There also have been reports received 
by me that .some of these nursing 
homes are being operated at times 
without the proper medical supervision 
while the owners, in some instances, 
were out of the City or were off the 
premises. 

I have also been informed that in 
some nursing homes there is no one in 
the home for a long period of time 
with the exception of a maid who has 
no qualifications to administer to sick 
people. 

That, I believe, is a tragic condition 
to exist in the City of Pittsburgh or 
anywhere else. 

And I believe it is the duty of this 
Council and also the duty of the 
people charged with the responsibility 
of supervision, such as the • Welfare 
Department of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, to see that these con¬ 
ditions are corrected. 

I certainly am not opposed to nurs¬ 
ing homes. I know that nursing homes 
are necessary. Some nursing homes are 
dolJig a very fine Job, and they are 
necessary in these times, and there are 
certain cases where the individuals in 
these nursing homes, which are prop¬ 
erly supervised, get better treatment 
there than at any other place. 

As I said before, I am not opposed 
to nursing homes. I believe they are 
doing a good job in this emergency 
and should continue to do a good job, 
but I am opposed to nursing homes 
springing up without proper supervision, 
medical supervision, and where drugs 
are administered to patients by people 
not qualified to administer these drugs. 

In view of these facts, I move the 
adoption of the resolution. 

Mr. Weir arose and said; 

Mr, President:—wonder if Mr. 
McArdle would agree to refer his resolu¬ 
tion to comrhittee for action tomorrow 
so that we may get more of the facts. 

The Chair said: 


Gentlemen:—Nursing homes have 
broken into the public print over the 
past week or so, and I would like to 
have this resolution go to committee 
so that we can discuss it somewhat 
more fully, r favor this resolution. Its 
adoption, after all, will assist in secur¬ 
ing a closer supervision of these nurs¬ 
ing homes by the State and the City. 
On that there is no question. I am 
sure that the investigation called for 
by this resolution will be helpful. But, 
as I say, nursing homes .have, in a 
moment, become publicized, and I 
would think that a discussion in com¬ 
mittee will be helpful. 

.Mr. McArdle said; 

Mr. President;—I have no ob¬ 
jection to the resolution being re¬ 
ferred to committee for further dis¬ 
cussion.

Mr. President:—On last Satur- j 

day the City of Pittsburgh opened bids J 
on its new lighting contract, and only i| 

one legal bid, according to the plans ^ 
and specification, was received. The 
Duquesne Light Company, as usual, 
failed to submit bids according to the 
plans and specifications that were re¬ 
quested by t.he City of Pittsburgh. By 
so doing the Company told the people ^ 
of Pittsburgh that the City will operate 
and buy current t.he way the Company 
wants to sell it or the City will not 
get current, and that statement will 
probably be disputed by the Duquesne 
Light Company. Under its present bW 
we cannot let a contract under the ad¬ 
vertisement we put out. 
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I think the records of this Council 
will show that a request was made of 
the Duquesne Light Company to fur¬ 
nish a breakdown of its maintenance 
charges. We never received it, and if 
my memory serves me correctly, we 
were told that they could not break it 
down. We asked for bids under Item 1 
for the supply of energy: Item 2 we 
asked for bids for renting equipment 
it presently has, and under Item 3 we 
asked for bids for the maintenance of 
the lamps in the City of Pittsburgh. 
The City received a bid from a com¬ 
pany known as the Broadway Mainten¬ 
ance Company for the maintenance of 
the lamps, and on the basis of the 

proposed charges of the Duquesne Light 
Company, if we award the contract to 
the Broadway Maintenance Company, 
the City of Pittsburgh will save ap¬ 
proximately $36,000.00 a year. 

The Duquesne Light Company failed 
to give the information we requested 
by a resolution of the Finance Com¬ 
mittee (the date of which I do not 

have now). I have before me a com¬ 
munication on the stationery of the 

Duquesne Light Company, under date 
of February 1, 1945, signed by a L. H. 
Llngemann, Director Municipal Sales, 
in which he says: 

“So far as the figures are available, 
we are furnishing the information 
requested in your letter of January 
• 10, 1945, relating 'to the breakdown 

of a figure of 21.11 cents referred to. 
by you as the cost of energy, lamps, 
and maintenance. 

"Taking the numbers and sizes oi 
lamps in place on November 30, 1944, 
and the net aggregate lamp charge 
for such numbers and sizes of lamps 
for a twelve-month period, the net 
lamp charge expressed in terms of 
cents per kilowatt hour would amount 
to 2.12 cents Instead of the 2.11 cents 
referred to in your letter. Prom the 
data available, the 2.12 cents per 
kilowatt hour is made up of the fol¬ 
lowing items; 

Annual Cost of Lamps Replaced, 

in cents per kilowatt hour_0.24 

Annual Labor, Truck Hire and 
Similar Expense for Inspections 
and Renewals, in cents per 

kilowatt hour -0.40 

Residual Portion of Lamp Charge 


Representing the Charge for 
Energy Delivered to the Street 
Lighting System Used by the 
City, in cents per kilowatt 

hour _1.48 

“In arriving at these figures, we 
estimated the annual energy require¬ 
ment of the street lighting system 
used by the City of Pittsburgh at 
22,296,000 kilowatt hours.” 

Now, in view of what happened Sat¬ 
urday, I think the time has arrived 
where instead of a talk about the Du¬ 
quesne Light Company and the public 
utilities, there should be some action: 
and I am going toi discuss this further 
tomorrow in committee in order to give 
you an opportunity to look into this 
matter. I am going to urge tomorrow, 
in committee meeting, that the Council 
authorize the .Mayor and the Director 
of the Department of Public Works to 
award a contract for the maintenance 
of the street lights to the Broadway 
Maintenance Company, which company, 
in its bid, guarantees to save, the City 
$36,000.00. By awarding this contract 
to the Broadway Maintenance Company 
we will smoke out the Duquesne Light 
Company. Another thing, the shackles 
the public utilities and the Duquesne 
Light Company hold on the City of 
Pittsburgh should and must be broken, 
and t.he time to do that is right now. 
Mr. Cia.llagher arose and said; 

Mr. President;—For . the past 
several years, at budget time, I advo¬ 
cated that the Duquesne Light Com¬ 
pany place the City of Pittsburgh on a 
wholesale rate basis for street lighting 
and for current furnished the Brilliant 
Pumping Station. 

The City of Pittsburgh pays annually 
to the Duquesne Light Company the 
sum of approximately $725,000.00 for 
street lighting and approximately 
$200,000.00 for current furnished Bril¬ 
liant Pumping Station. 

Every year this question was brought 
j up at budget time. Two years ago I 
requested a hearing with the officials 
of the Duquesne Light Company. They 
ignored that request. I then made a 
motion in Council that the City refuse 
to pay the light bill during the month 
of January—that was two years ago. 
' The City did not pay the light bill for 
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the months of January and February. 

I was informed that under the Public 
Utility setup the City was the same as 
any ordinary consumer, that if the City 
did not pay its bill within a specified 
time it lost the discount. The discount 
amounts to approximately $850.00 a 
month. Because of our action, the 
City lost the discount in those two 
months, January and February. During 
that period when we lost the discount 
the Company agreed to a conference. 
A committee of Council was appointed. 
John H. Smith, Utility Consultant in 
the Law Department, John R. Bentley, 
Assistant City Solicitor in charge of 
utility matters, and I were appointed 
on the committee. We held a conference 
with representatives of the Duquesne 
Light Company. The cards were laid 
on the table. I said to these repre¬ 
sentatives of the Compahy, “Gentlemen, 
as a representative of the taxpayers of 
the City of Pittsburgh, I think, in all 
Justice, the City being a large consumer 
should be placed on a w.holesale rate, 
the same as other large corporations." 
The Company took the position that 
it was operating under Schedule “S” of 
the Public Utility Laws of Pennsylvania 
and it could not change the rate and 
give the City of Pittsburgh the benefit 
of a wholesale rate. 

As I said before, every year at budget 
time, this question came up. But so 
far the City has not had any success 
in securing a wholesale rate on cur¬ 
rent purchased from the Duquesne 
Light Company. 

When Mr. McArdle asked for a break¬ 
down of the cost of furnishing elec¬ 
tricity to the City of Pittsburgh, It 
received an evasive answer from the 
Company. 

Then Mr. McArdle introduced an 
ordinance in Council, which was 
unanimously passed and approved by 
the Mayor, authorizing t.he Department 
of Public Works to advertise for bids 
on three separate items—one of which 
was maintenance, on which the City 
could receive competitive bids. The 
City in response to its advertisement 
received a bid from the Broadway 
Maintenance Company, a reliable con¬ 
cern, on the maintenance item, and if 
this bid is accepted it will result in a 


large saving to the taxpayers of Pitts¬ 
burgh. The Duquesne Light Company 
as usual submitted a lump sum bid for 
all three items, which is contrary to 
t,he advertisement asking for separate 
bids on each item. 

As Mr. McArdle has said, the time 
has come for the City of Pittsburgh to 
break the shackles which the Duquesne 
Light Company holds on the municipal¬ 
ity. 

Here is a reliable firm that bid on 
the maintenance item and, if its bid is 
accepted, will save the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh approximately $36,000.00. Why 
shouldn’t we take that offer? Are we 
going to pay indefinitely to the Du¬ 
quesne Light Company for the cost of 
poles and Installation of lamps fori our 
street lighting? My God, it is ridiculous. 
We have been paying this cost over and 
over every year, and we are going to 
continue to pay it unless we take this 
opportunity to accept this bid of the 
Broadway Maintenance Company and 
break the shackles which this monopoly 
holds on the City of Pittsburgh. I 
understand that the Duquesne Light 
Company will not furnish electric cur¬ 
rent if we award this contract. Let us 
see if the Public Utility Commission, as 
constituted now, is representing the 
public or representing the public util¬ 
ity companies, and that not only goes 
for the Duquesne Light Company, but 
for the gas companies and the street, 
railways company. 1 think some action 
should be taken by this Council to 
authorize the Department of Public 
Works to award the maintenance con¬ 
tract to the Broadway Maintenance 
Company. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President;—I did not want 
to get into this discussion until to¬ 
morrow, but I cannot let the oppor¬ 
tunity go by without saying a fe« 
words now. 

The members of Council will recall 
that about four years ago there was i 
labor dispute in the City of Pittsburgh 
which affected the electrical workers so 
far as electrical work on the wharl 
was concerned. Because of that dispute 
there was a general strike threatened 
in the City of Pittsburgh. One of the 
biggest things that came about was» 
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shutting down of power. Here we are 
back four years later. The shoe is now 
on the other foot. In that dispute the 
Duquesne Light Company refused to 
service the City of Pittsburgh or turn 
on the switch to serve current to the 
peope of Pittsburgh if we let the con¬ 
tract to anybody else. Now, I repeat, 
the shoe is on the other foot than it 
was four years ago. Here is the Du¬ 
quesne Light Company threatening and 
intimating, as they have always done, 
that they will not furnish light to the 
City of Pittsburgh if we award a con¬ 
tract to someone else for the main¬ 
tenance of the lights. They have the 
people hog tied. They started the rumor 
of a general strike four years ago be¬ 
cause of the jurisdictional strike on 
the wharf. The Duquesne Light Com¬ 
pany will not furnish the City of 
Pittsburgh with current if the City 
awards a contract to someone else for 
the maintenance of the lamps. I am 
Just pointing out that if they do fight 
the award of this contract, they are 
putting the shoe on the other foot. Let 
us award this contract and see what 
the Duquesne Light Company will do. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—I think we are in 
a winning fight. Everything you say 
was donei was done unanimously. Every 
action taken in Council has been done 
by the unanimous vote of nine council- 
men. I think we are in a very good 
position, but I think before you take 
any final action we should confer with 
the Law Department and make certain 
that our legal shots are called right. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—I think in an¬ 
swer to that, we are in a hit-and- 
knockdown fight with the Duquesne 
Light Company. We do not intend to 
do anything without the Law Depart¬ 
ment. We are in the fight to a finish. 
We lose next month the only dissent¬ 
ing gentleman on the Public Utility 
Commission of Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Buchanan is not to be re-appointed to 
the Commission. Our big fight is with 
the Public Utility Commission, which is 
controlled by sources which do not 
care about the common people. 

.Mr. MeArdle said: 

Mr. President:—I think we will 


have to consult with the Law Depart¬ 
ment on this question. Personally, 1 
think that what we should do is to in¬ 
struct our department to award the 
contract to the Broadway Maintenance 
Company for the maintenance of the 
lights. Then let them come in and 
take over and let the Duquesne Light 
Company take the next move. I have 
great respect and admiration for our 
Law Department, but after all is said 
and done, .here is a bonafide bid for a 
certain function that the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh carries on, backed by a letter 
from the Company’s Manager of Munici¬ 
pal Sales stating what their costs are. 
What would be wrong with awarding 
the contract to the Broadway Mainten¬ 
ance Company on its price bid and 
then deducting the difference between 
this price bid and what the General 
Manager of Sales of the Duquesne 
Light Company states is their price for 
maintenance? If they refuse to do it 
that way, they are telling the people of 
Pittsburgh that they refuse to join in 
and furnish the City current. Doing 
it that way, the Duquesne Lig.ht Com¬ 
pany will have to take the first step. 
The ordinance Council passed was 
written by the Law Department, and 
we can deduct the difference between 
what they say in their letter is their 
cost and the price bid of the Broadway 
Maintenance Company. Let them stop 
us in, court, andi I question very much 
whether they will do that. There is too 
much assuming what the law is. 

I am going to ask and offer a motion 
in committee tomorrow that the De¬ 
partment of Public Works be instructed 
to award a contract for the maintenance 
of the lights to the Broadway Main¬ 
tenance Company. Start in immediately 
and let them maintain the lights, and 
if they (The Duquesne Light Company) 
want to stop us, let us get what is 
back in their heads. Let them stop the 
Broadway Maintenance Company from 
carrying out this contract, and if you 
operate it that way, you will get some¬ 
where. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—Just to correct 
the record, I said that Frank Buchanan’s 
term as Public Utility Commissioner 
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will expire this month. I am informed 
that his term expired April 1 of this 
year, and that the Chief Coimsel of 
the Public Utility Commission, Harry 
A, Scragg, has been appointed in his 
stead. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—We have with us 
a former Pittsburgher, Edward J. Dav¬ 
enport, who was recently elected a 
member of Council of the City of Los 
Angeles, California. I welcome Mr. 
Davenport, and with the unanimous 
consent of Council, I invite him to 
address the body. 

Edward J. Davenport, having been 
welcomed to the President’s rostrum, 
said; 

Mr. President and Members of 
Pittsburgh City Council:—This is In¬ 
deed an honor and a privilege to say 
a few words to the members of Council 
of Pittsburgh, inasmuch as this is the 
city of my birth. I was born and edu¬ 
cated here, and, as your President has 
Intimated, I had to go 3,000 miles to 
get elected! to a public office. I might 
also say that this is the' first Council 
meeting I had to sit behind the rail, 
which adds to my education. 

Since I came to the City, I have 
talked to Mr. Leonard, who made some 
fine remarks about my brother, Harry 
Davenport, and, if you will pardon a 
passing remark, he mentioned his en¬ 
ergetic activities in behalf of the Demo¬ 
cratic Party here in Pittsburgh. 

I have listened with particular in¬ 
interest to your* discussion, epecially on 
this power question. Of course, we do 
not have that question to contend with. 
We have our own power plant, our own 
water plant, and it looks like we will 
have our own transportation system 
within a reasonable time. 

Pittsburgh, like every other munici¬ 
pality, has its budget difficulties, and 
I might state that when we have a 
deficit we can dipi into the surplus of 
the power and water funds. I think 
we had a defilcit of something like 
$1,200,000 last year. The Council is not 
worried about it, the Mayor is not wor¬ 
ried about it, and the taxpayers are 
not worried about it. We just take it 
out of the power or water surplus fund. 


We are not without competition, how¬ 
ever, in the water and power business. 
We have the Edison Company, which 
can match the ability and finances of 
the Duquesne Light Company. I know 
that there is an election this year in 
Pittsburgh, and this is one of the 
questions that will be vigorously dis¬ 
cussed during the campaign. It is up 
to the Council and the Mayor to carry 
on the fight for cheaper power for the 
people of your City. 

r want, especially, Mr. Leonard, and 
in particular through the channels of 
my brother, to know that through his 
and their efforts and the influence of 
other members of the Democratic Party, 
they helped to smooth the way for my 
choice as a councilman 3,000 miles 
away. That can only come about by 
the sagacity of having good old party 
politics behind you. 

In Los Angeles our city politics are 
supposed to be non-partisan. We have 
15 districts, with a councilman elected 
from each district. My district, the 
Twelfth, is a party fight between Re¬ 
publicans and Democrats. Being an 
aggressive Irishman, I won out. 

I am sorry that I cannot give Coun¬ 
cilman Wolk any advice on smoke, as 
we do not have any smoke in Lon 
Angeles. We do have Hollywood wolves. 

I am stil loyal to Pittsburgh, although 
I have lived in Los Angeles for many 
years. I still smile at the old story I 
tell friends that I came “clean” from 
Pittsburgh. 

I would like to make a reference to 
Councilman Duff, who is not here this 
afternoon. I have a communication 
from one of my constituents in Los 
Angeles of high standing who is hope¬ 
ful that we will adopt what—and you 
are the first city I understand to adopt 
such an ordinance—to prevent the dis¬ 
semination of literature which would 
create religious or racial hatred. The 
people of Los Angeles are fully cog¬ 
nizant of what you have done here, 
and articles relating to the subject 
have appeared in certain publications 
there. 

I had a short chat with Councilman 
Gallag.her and am glad to learn that 
he has two daughters out there, and 
we will be gladt to, give them anything 
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we can in the way of entertainment. 

I again want to thank you for this 
signal honor and I will take back to 
my fellow-councilmen that I sat with 
Council in my old home town, Pitts¬ 
burgh.

In re¬ 
sponse to our request for a conference 
leading to co-operative supervision and 
for a State investigation of alleged 
abuses, the best he can offer is the 
suggestion that the City enforce the 
State law by closing unlicensed nurs¬ 
ing homes. 

He Is wrong on several counts. First, 
it is the State’s business, as the licens¬ 
ing agency, to supervise nursing homes 
—say whether those operating them are 
fitted to do so by temperament, char¬ 
acter and training. Second, the law 
controlling nursing homes is a State 
law, not a local law. Third, this prob¬ 
lem is State-wide. It is not confined, to 
Pittsburgh. Fourth, it Is no solution 




















to the problem simply to close these 
unlicensed homes and put the patients 
out. What Pittsburgh wants is not 
closed nursing homes, but nursing 
homes operating under proper super¬ 
vision to protect the rights of patients. 
It is iiot too strong to call the Gov¬ 
ernor’s letter downright frivolous. 

He ignores the problem, refiises to 
cooperate in solving it, passes the buck 
to Pittsburgh, and closes his eyes to 
the fact that the State’s so-called 
“supervision” consists of one inspector, 
travelling by bus and train, trying to 
supervise hospitals and nursing homes 
in twenty-three western Pennsylvania 
counties. 


I move that we send Governor Martin 
a letter setting forth these and other 
considerations and insisting that the 
State assume its share of the respon¬ 
sibility for the proper care of these 
hundreds of aged, ill, helpless patients. 
It is time the State Department ot 
Welfare is shaken out of its bland 
apathy.

The first reason 
is that I am opposed, to giving public 
streets away for private purposes. The 
next reaston is, if this is a benefit to 
Kaufmann’s surely it is a benefit to 
the people of Pittsburgh, and this should 
not be given away for the sum of 
$500.00. The third reason is, the span 
of this bridge is only 29 feet high. 1 
Just ask you, gentlemen, if you know 
what the height of 29 feet is? If you 
stand at the cforner of Grant street, 
you will be level with the bridge as 
It is proposed to be constructed across 
Diamond street. I know I will be 
criticized for making these statements, 
but that is t^he way I feel about it, 
and these are the reasons why I will 
vote against this ordinance. 

With respect to Bill No. 2124, why 
is it that they want ito build a bridge 
across so small a way? Why don’t they 
negotiate for the vacation of this way? 
Kaufmann’s should purc.hase that pub¬ 
lic way. The members of Council are 
criticized for granting perpetual fran¬ 
chises to public utilities and, particu¬ 
larly, the existing railways company. 
Therefore we should go slow in giving 
away rights on such an important 
thoroughfare as Diamond street.

Mr. President:—I wish to state 
that I voted NO on these two bills in 
committee, and since that time I have 
not had an opportunity to visit two 
of the cities where similar bridges have 
been erected. I am not satisfied with 
tjie bills, and for that reason I must 
continue to vote NO.

BURDEN,S THE HOU.SEWIFE 

WHAT SCOURGE, in the home, 
gradually ruins everything it touches— 
rugs, drapes, curtains, clothes and 
linens, and involves the housewife in 
endless and futile labor? In the store 
it works an incalulable damage to 
goods; on the streets it sends thousands 
of Detroiters to doctors’ offices or hos¬ 
pitals with eye, ear, nose and throat 
infections. 

Finally, what all-pervading menace 
makes all talk and plans ftor slum

CUBE WILL TAKE TIME 

ACCORDING to Prank J. Gibbons, 
chief smoke inspector of the Bureau 
of Smoke Inspection and abatement of 
the City’s Department of Building and 
Safety Engineering, the best authority 
on the subject in town, curing the evil 
will take a long time. 

“Detroit’s smoke and soot pttoblem 
did not develop overnight,” Gibbons 
said. “It has been growing with the 
city for many years. 

“From time to time the public has 
voiced its resentment of the nuisance 


in one way or another. That was natural 
because there can be no question that 
the damage done to health and prop¬ 
erty by soot each year is enormous. 

“But nothing has ever been done to 
approach and eliminate the nuisance 
in anything like the broad-gauged con¬ 
structive and efficient methods that so 
serious and large a problem warrants. 
STAGGGEBING PROBLEM 

"THE RESULT HAS BEEN that the 
problem of soot-fall on this city of 139 
square miles, witji more - than 2,000,009 
inhabitants, with more than 500,000 
homes and 10,000 industrial plants, has 
grown to staggering proportions. 

“In some areas of the city sioot-fall 
is much more dense than in others. 
People who live near industries or rail¬ 
road yards are strong in their feeling 
that plants and railroads create the 
most soot. 

“That i.s not ^o. In the mass prob¬ 
lem it is the 500,000 homes that 
create the greatest amount of smoke, 
soot and cinders. 

“Many sufferers from the nuisance 
say: ‘If the City had a good, stiff coae 
and it was enforced rigidly, the nuisance 
would disappear in a month.’ 

“Well, let’s see. Detroit has a good 
code in many respects. I admit it 
should be made to regulate incinerators 
more effectively. But suppose it was 
a 100 per cent code. To enforce it the 
City has this Smoke Inspection and 
Abatement Bureau, manned by myself 
and three assistant inspectors. We 
simply are not equipped to apply in¬ 
spection and the code to 10,000 plants 
and 500,000 homes. 

* * * 

3 LINE,S OF ATTACK 

“BUT, SUPPOSE we were? Suppose 
we had 500 inspectors, and applied the 
code rigidly. We might have 100 plants 
and 10,000 householders in court every 
morning. That could not be done prc- 
tlcally, and, even if it could, it wou’.' 
not be effective. 

“This problem can be licked only by 
long-range methods along three broad 
lines—mass heating of homes, improve¬ 
ment of mechanical firing and general 
and continuous education of industry 
and the householder in proper methods 
of fuel combustion.”

Mr. President:—^The communication 
Just read by the Clerk is thfc first ap¬ 
plication Council has received with re¬ 
spect to changing property on Fifth 
avenue under the provisions of the 
ordinance recently passed and approved 
by the Mayor providing for an A-B 
Residence Use District. This is just the 
beginning, and I am confident other 
requests will shortly follow. 

When the A-B Zoning Ordinance was 
before Council, it was agreed that 
Council would Immediately act on any 
applications which came before it for 
change of zoning to take advantage of 
the provisions of that ordinance. So 
I say this is the first instance. I have 
two other requests which I hope to sub¬ 
mit to Council within a reasonable 
time. 

This is the question I wish to ask 
the members of Council: What do we 
do if we get these applications? Mr. 
Wolk says we will save time if we re¬ 
fer them to the City Planning Com¬ 
mission. I requested this new zoning 
ordinance. I might state, for the in¬ 
formation of Council, that the Federal 
Government is getting ready to release 
orders for building materials. 

The question is, are we going to 
make these zone changes so that these 
people can take advantage of the A-B 
Residence Use and so develop their 
properties? I assured these people that 
City Council will take action on these 
applications promptly. 


The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—City Council will act as 
promptly in this matter as the law will 
permit. We are most anxious to give 
our land in Pittsburgh its greatest 
possible use. The new A-B zoning law', 
which was passed by this Council on 
Tuesday, June 26, was prepared by the 
City Planning Commission at the sug¬ 
gestion of Councilman Duff. The bill 
does not in any way change the pro¬ 
cedure in providing for changes in the 
zoning law. It simply provides a new 
Use District. If any neighborhood is 
ripe for a change in its zoning require¬ 
ments, the change must be made in 
requirements with the stipulations of 
the zoning law as to methods of pro¬ 
cedure. No one in this Council has 
ever stated that Council could im¬ 
mediately change any zoning regula¬ 
tion without complying with these pro¬ 
visions. I think the quickest way for 
Mr. Leonard to obtain action on the 
applications which he has mentioned 
in his talk is to immediately submit 
proper legislation to Council. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—agree with that. 
When the amendment was before Coun¬ 
cil to provide for this new A-B Resi¬ 
dence Use District, the answer I got 
from you and the other members of the 
body was, that Council would immedi¬ 
ately act upon the application. 

The Chair said: 

When this bill was up for vote last 
Tuesday, you requested the C.halr to 
explain its provisions. I did so, but 
every member of Council knows that 
all zoning changes must receive a 
recommendation, favorable or unfavor¬ 
able, from the City Planning Commis¬ 
sion before City Council can vote upon 
the proposition. I made that point very 
clear to Mr. Leonard last Tuesday when, 
in response to his question, I replied 
that City Council would act promptly 
upon zone change applications. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—But this cannot be 
done until the Planning Commission 
has passed upon it. We can have a 
hearing, but we must submit the 
proposition to the City Planning Com¬ 
mission, as provided under the law, 
for a report and recommendation. 
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The Chair said: 

That is the law, and all these changes 
must be submitted to the City Plan¬ 
ning Commission for recommendation, 
whether we do it before we advertise 
the ordinance or after it is advertised. 

Mr, Leonard said: 

•Mr. President:—^That is all very true, 
but you agreed .before the ordinance 
was passed, that if there were any prop¬ 
osition for a reclassification under the 
text change. Council would get right 
into it. I have great respect for the 
members of the City Planning Commis¬ 
sion, but I charged in Council that 
they are operating the same as they did 
in the horse-and-buggy days. If referred 
to the Planning Commission, it will 
take too long to prepare the ordinance. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said; 

Mr. President:—^The zoning law to¬ 
day is the same as it was last week. 
There has been no change. There is a 
definite procedure Council must fol¬ 
low, no matter whether you change the 
zone of a property from “A” Residence 
Use to Commercial or from “B” Resi¬ 
dence Use to “A-B” Residence Use. 

A zone change ordinance can be pre¬ 
pared by any councilman, or as the 
Chair has already said, prepared by the 
City Planning Commission for submis¬ 
sion to Council, and, on motion in 
committee, it can be ordered adver¬ 
tised and a hearing held. If the ordi¬ 
nance is prepared by or at the re¬ 
quest of a councilman, it must be re¬ 
ferred to the City Planning Commission 
for recommendation and report. This 
can be done before or after the ordi¬ 
nance Is ordered advertised and the 
time of the hearing fixed. 

Mr, Leonard said; 

That is right. 

Mr, Wolk said: 

Or you can go to the Planning Com¬ 
mission first and they will prepare 
the ordinance and submit it to Coun¬ 
cil with its recommendation. Either 
course is open. I do not know why 
there should be any controversy over 
this procedure. It has been in vogue 
since the enactment of the original 
zoning ordinance in 1923. If Mr. Leonard 
wants action on this, application which 


* - - ! 

he submitted today, let him submit the i 
necessary ordinance to us on Friday * 
at our special meeting. I 

Mr. Leonard said; 

Mr. President:—I know the law as 
well as any other member of council, 
although I am Just a layman, I realize 
what Mr. Wolk says, but what I am 
trying to get at is that we are operat¬ 
ing under the 1923 ordinance. When the' 
A-B Ordinance was enacted, or before 
it was passed, it was stated that when 
any applications came in for changes 
along Fifth avenue, the Council would 
get into and consider the change. Is 
Council going to tackle this problem, or 
let this application go to the Planning i 
Commission? The Commission will con- j 
sider a lot of extraneous matters In 
connection with it, and Council will | 
probably get the report in 1948, I am 
objecting ^to referring this application to 
the City Planning Commission until 
City Council knows what it wants to 
do. There are certain types of apart¬ 
ments we should allow on this avenue, 
as well as in the Baum Grove. district, : 
and in some cases, there is talk of 
t.hree-story apartments and anotner 
type with a pent house and side yard. 
Council should tell the Planning Com¬ 
mission what they want. 

The Chair said: 

Mr. Duff, I look upon you as the 
author and sponsor of the new A-B ' 
zoning law which this Council passed 
last Tuesday, and we would like to 
hear from you as to the quickest method 
by which zone change applications can 
be acted upon. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President;—^In order to get the 
thing quickly acted upon, let me sug¬ 
gest that the bill be referred to the 
Planning Commission. Or if an ordi¬ 
nance is submitted to Council, it can 
be ordered advertised, and in the mean' 
time we can send a copy to the "tan¬ 
ning Commission and by the time tW 
advertising is completed, the Planning 
Commission can have its report before 
Council, and then we will be In * 
position to dispose of the whole matter 
I agree with Mr. Wolk. 

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^The Planning CoiS' 
mission may be in for some critlcls®' 
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but we had an extensive report on 
zoning in 1941 and Council never made 
reply to that report which was sent ns. 

I agree with Mr. Leonard t^iat some de¬ 
lay may occur by referring the request 
to the Planning Commission. Why 
doesn’t he have the ordinance prepared 
lor submission to Council? 1 believe 
that would be the easiest and quickest 
way to get action in. Council. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—am going to make 
a suggestion. Mr. Leonard, have the ap¬ 
plicant prepare an ordinance taking 
the area that he is Interested in and 
any additional area so that it will not 
come under spot zoning, taking In a 
whole block, changing the area from 
“B” or "C” Residence Use to A-B Resi¬ 
dence Use, and any additional pro¬ 
visions as to height and area. That bill 
should be prepared and submitted to 
Council at the special meeting on 
Thursday or Friday. When we meet In 
committee we can order it advertised. 
It has to be submitted to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission as that body, under 
the law, has the right to approve or 
disapprove the change. If that body 
approves the change, only five votes are 
required in Council for its passage; and 

II that body disapproves the change, it 
requires seven votes in Council to pass 
It. Of course if there are sufficient 
property objectors, It requires seven 
votes of Council. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President;—^That Is all very true, 
but does that expedite the submission 
and enactment of legislation to permit 
use changes of properties fronting on 
Fifth avenue in that district between 
Clyde street and Point Breeze? 

Mr. Wolk said: 

Why not refer the communication to 
committee for discussion tomorrow?

Mr, President:—I rise to a question 
of personal privilege. According to the 
public press, our Director of the De¬ 
partment of Supplies has suddenly found 
out that the City Is overstocked with 
Turkish towels and proposes to dis¬ 
pose of them. I made an effort to 
contact the Director of Supplies, but 
was unable to do so. 

If the City of Pittsburgh has these 
extra towels, the Council should know 
something about them. Further, I do 
not think the Director, without au¬ 
thority from Council, should dispose 
of them. First of all, the taxpayers of 
the City of Pittsburgh paid for these 
towels, and if they can be given back 
to the taxpayers, then, I think, that 
should be done. Mr. Burnworth said, 
while he offered them for sale, accord¬ 
ing to the public press, he could get 
more money if sold to individuals. It 
Is my opinion that he cannot dispose of 
these towels until he gets Council’s ap¬ 
proval. 

Mr. McArdle moved 

That the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Supplies inform Council as to 
the facts concerning these surplus 
towels and that no action be taken to 
dispose of them until Council decides 
what is to be done with them. 

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President;—It seems to me when 
Council makes an appropriation for the 
purchase of supplies and materials, 
those materials should be put to the use 
for which we Intended, I think it re¬ 
mains within the province of Council 
to direct what use shall be made of 
them. I doubt whether any Director of 
any department can divert merchan¬ 
dise which we purchased Into other 
channels. Therefore, I am going to sup¬ 
port Mr. McArdle's motion. 

And the question recurring on the 
motion. That the Director of the De- 
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partment of Supplies Inform Council 
as to the facts concerning these surplus 
towels and that no action be taken to 
dispose of them until Council decides 
what is to be done with them.

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—I think the record 
should, contain some comment on Bill 
No. 2480, which is now before Council 
for final action. The legislation con¬ 
cerns the rate of interest to be paid by 
the City of Pittsburgh on a bond issue 
in the amount of $1,500,000.00 as 
authorized by this Council. The rate 
of Interest in question is .944 of 1 per 
cent. It is probably the lowest Interest 
ever paid by the City of Pittsburgh on 
20-year bonds. 

The bidding this morning was in¬ 
tensively competitive. Fifteen financial 
groups, representing the monetary In¬ 
terests in the entire Nation, appeared. 
Our financial structure had been in¬ 
tensively investigated by these groups 
ahd these capitalists, on the record of 
their bidding, are convinced of the 
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soundness of Pittsburgh’s financial 
condition. 

We have recently gone through a 
heated Primary election campaign when 
statements were quite commonly made 
that the City was bankrupt. Today’s 
event is the best refutation of that 
charge. 

The true situation is this: Through 
the wise and prudent management of 
this Administration, the City’s debt 
structure has been reduced by more 
than $12,000,000 in the past decade. 
Our credit standing is excellent. How¬ 
ever, this anomaly presents itself: Our 
assessed valuations over the same period 
of time, that is, during the past decade 
have been reduced from $1,231,000,000 
to the figure used at our last budget 
session, $975,000,000—a drastic drop in 
our assessment basis of approximately 
25 per cent. This, of course, means 
that in an operational way the City Is 
compelled to get along with only 75 
per cent of the tax moneys that were 
received 10 years ago. 

It should be obvious to every citizen 
of Pittsburgh that a 25 per cent re¬ 
duction in income as compared with 
the Income figure of 10 years ago, 
would seriously interfere with, the day 
by day living expenses of any home, 
any business, or any activity of any 
kind.

In conscientious performance of his 
duties as a citizen, he found time to 
devote his talents to various public 
activities and civic Interests. 

Before his entrance into public of¬ 
fice he vigorously advocated the enact¬ 
ment of the graded tax law for this 
City and, after its enactment, he as 
vigorously defended it against attack 
by Its opponents. 

In 1934 he was appointed Superin¬ 
tendent of the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection and, in this office, he gave 
expression to his hatred of slums by 
directing the razing of many sub¬ 
standard dwellings in many parts of 
the City. With the enactment of Fed¬ 
eral and State laws providing for the 
eradication of this evil, he zealously 
fought for the creation of a Housing 
Authority for the City of Pittsburgh 
and, upon its establishment, became a 
member of the Board, upon which he 
was serving as Chairman at the time 
of his death. The extensive public 
housing in various sections of this City 
stand as a memorial to his deep sense 
of social Justice and his sympathy for 
the underprivileged. 

He was elected to Council of the 
City of Pittsburgh to fill a vacancy; 
took office on April 17, 1935, and con¬ 
tinued in this office, by virtue of his 
re-election by the people, until his 
death. 

As Chairman of the Committee oi 
Public Works, he devoted much of his 


attention and effort to the betterment 
of the City. Many of the improvements 
bear witness to his far-sighted vision. 
Therefore, be it

express our grievous sense of loss upon 
the death of our late colleague and

I am not opposed to the disposition 
of these towels, but I think it is the 
prerogative of this Council to inform 
the Director how and to whom these 
should be> given. I believe the Director 
should discuss this subject with the 
members of Council before taking action 
to dispose of the towels. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I concur in the 
remarks of Mr. McArdle. It is the pre¬ 
rogative of this Council to instruct the 
Director how these towels should be 
disposed of. The County Institution 
District is badly in need of towels for 
the institutions at Woodville and May- 
view, and the County, I am Informed, 
has made an offer to purchase these 
surplus towels for these institutions. I 
believe it is to the advantage of the 
City to cooperate with the County, and 
here is an opportunity to lend such 
cooperation. 

Mr. Leonard moved 

That the motion offered by Mr. 
Demmler be laid on the table. 

Which motion prevailed. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen:—I think an inter¬ 
rogatory should be addressed to the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Supplies as 
to whether the towels can be used in 
some city departments, or they can be 
offered to the County of Allegheny. 

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—There is another 
matter which I would like to submit to 
Council today, and that is the question 
of the disposal of the compressors which 
were used in connection with the op¬ 
eration of the air raid sirens. 

More requests for these compressors 
have been received than the number of 
compressors on hand. 
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A committee, consisting of the Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public Safety, 
the Director of the Department of Sup¬ 
plies, the Traffic Engineer of the Bu¬ 
reau of Traffic Planning, and one mem¬ 
ber of Council, has been suggested to 
distribute these compressors. 

The Department of Public Safety is 
requesting such a large number of these 
compressors that action should be taken 
by Council to allot them.

larly Mr. Gill, Superintendent of the 
Pubic Safety Garage, and Chief Davis 
of the Bureau of Fire. I also 'understand 
the Works Department needs a few of 
these compressors. 

The Fire Bureau can use some of these 
compressors in the station houses in 
emergency cases to inflate the tires of 
fire equpment.

I think, the proper way to dispose of 
these compressors is to contact the 
Safety Department, particularly the Fire 
Chief, and the Works Department and 
ask them how many compressors each 
department needs, and after the receipt 
of these reports Council can make final 
disposition of the compressors.

ments needing the compressors have 
sent in requests. These reports are 
available to Council. 

Mr. wolk arose and said: 

Mr, President:—The report should 
also show thei cost of dismantling these 
compressors, as I have been informed 
that It will cost more to dismantle them 
than they are worth. Also some of the 
buildings on which they have been 
erected should be purchased. We should 
have a full report on all questions affect¬ 
ing the disposition of these compressors 
so that we can intelligently act on the 
question.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege. Today I pre¬ 
sented an ordinance. If passed, and 1 
hope It is passed quickly, will break the 
shackles the Duquesne Light Company 
holds over the people of the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

I noticed in the public press that the 
Duquesne Light Company has offered 
the City of Pittsburgh a substantial re¬ 
duction in Its present rate, or a saving 
of approximately $42,000.00 annually, 
provided the City enters into a contract 
•1th it for five years. 

You gentlemen will recall that when 
•e look bids for the maintenance of the 
lighting system a short time ago, the 
Duquesne Light Company said it could 
not bid because of a tariff schedule 
given It by the Public Utility Commis¬ 
sion. The bids were taken at that time 
snd the City followed the same proce¬ 


dure as in all contract awards. Council 
asked that the contract be awarded the 
lowest responsible bidder—^the Broadway 
Maintenance Corporation. This contract 
was never awarded. 

After a lapse of time the Duquesne 
Light Company submitted its proposal 
to reduce their annual light bill in the 
sum of $42,000.00. Why does the Du¬ 
quesne Light Company make this offer 
of reduction now? Why didn’t the Du¬ 
quesne Light Company bid on the items 
as advertised and make its offer at the 
time we asked for and received bids? It 
is another case where the Duquesne Light 
Company has stymied the Council and 
mulcted the citizens of Pittsburgh. 

The ordinance I presented calls for 
the installation of a new lighting sys¬ 
tem. I understand that new materials 
are available. In 10 years the City of 
Pittsburgh will own the equipment of 
the contractor installed under this 
ordinance. If we accept the purported 
offer of the Duquesne Light Company 
and accept its $42,000.00 reduction and 
enter into a five-year contract, which I 
will oppose, we will receive a $42,000.00 
reduction a year, but we will never own 
our street lighting system. 

I am of the opinion, and have certain 
information, that we can get a bid from 
a reliable concern to install a new street 
lighting system at an annual saving of 
$100,000.00 covering the existing annual 
cost, and at the end of 10 years the 
poles and equipment will become the 
property of the City of Pittsburgh. 

I hope the members of Council will 
look over this ordinance, and when it 
comes up for consideration, give it their 
approval. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^I heartily agree 
with the remarks of Mr. McArdle. I do 
not think this Council should accept 
the offer of the Duquesne Light Com¬ 
pany, although it does mean a sub¬ 
stantial saving. The fact remains that 
up to now we have never had any kind 
of a cooperative gesture from the Du- 
I quesne Light Company. For years and 
years I maintained that this monopoly 
should be broken. Now when the Du¬ 
quesne Light Company sees there is 
competition, and this Broadway Main¬ 
tenance Corporation is willing to come 
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in and give us a substantial saving, the 
Duquesne Light Company agi*ees that 
it will give us a saving in the main¬ 
tenance cost. I do not think Council 
should accept this offer of the Duquesne 
Light Company. If we take the $42,- 
000.00, the Company will still have that 
charge on the poles and equipment. If 
we break this monopoly, and award a 
contract to the Broadway Maintenance 
Corporation or -any other company to 
maintain the lighting equipment, in 
time it will become ours. I say Council 
should not accept the offer of reduction 
in the light cost of the Duquesne Light 
Company. As far back as I can remem¬ 
ber we have been trying to break the 
shackles of the Duquesne Light Com¬ 
pany, and one way to do that is the 
passage of Mr. McArdle’s ordinance and 
the awarding of a contract* in conform¬ 
ity with its provisions. 

iMr. Demnilcr arose and said: 

Mr. President:—On various oc¬ 
casions and at numerous times during 
the past years of the war, there have 
been discussions regarding honor rolls 
and war memorials. At one time it was 
suggested that a county-wide repre¬ 
sentative committee be organized or 
appointed to form a central body where 
the question of war memorial or me¬ 
morials of World War II heroes would 
be planned and discussed. Now, with 
the close of the war, it appears advisable 
that such a central committee be organ¬ 
ized, and I, wherefore, offer the follow¬ 
ing motion: 

That the Mayor of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh and the Board of Commissioners 
of Allegheny County be requested to 
appoint a county-wide War Memorial 
Committee, consisting of seven mem¬ 
bers, to receive suggestions, formulate 
plans and make recommendations for 
the erection of a war memorial or 
memorials. 

Mr. GallagJier arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I have no ob¬ 
jection to this resolution creating a 
county-wide commission. It Is a fine 
thing, but I do not know how this coni- 
misslon or the City Council can take 
the position to dictate to various com¬ 
munities just what type of war memorial 
they should erect. Commttees in various 
sections of the City, particularly on the 


South Side, and notably in the 16th 
Ward, are hard at work and will submit 
plans for erection of war memorials. I 
know this is true of the South Side, 
How can this Council step in and dic¬ 
tate to this committee what type of 
memorial it should erect? This South 
Side committee has a pretty good Idea 
of what it desires. This committee pro¬ 
poses to erect on the South Side a me¬ 
morial park and auditorium, which will 
be a credit to the district. The Council 
or commission cannot and should not 
say to these people "You cannot put up 
a memorial because the Art Commission 
and this Council do not want you to 
do it.” 

Mr. Deminler said: 

Mr. Presdent:—The reason I 
presented this motion was to bring to 
the fore the question brought before 
this Council in the past few years, 
where local war memorial committees 
almost Invariably wanted to place me¬ 
morials on City property, and then 
again wanted the City to do consider¬ 
able work in and around the memorial 
It is not my intention to dictate to any 
group what type of memorial It should 
erect. But past experience warrants dis¬ 
cussion and the consideration of plans 
for these war memorials, especially where 
they are placed on public property. 

And the question recurring on the 
motion 

That the Mayor of the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh, and the Board of Commissioners 
of Allegheny County be requested to 
appoint a county-wide War Memorial 
Committee, consisting of seven members, 
to receive suggestions, formulate plans 
and make recommendations for tie 
erection of a war memorial or memorials

Mr. President:—I will not move 
for the adoption of this resolution to¬ 
day, as I understand it must go to the 
Committee on Pinanee for considera¬ 
tion and action. 

However, I would like to make a few 
remarks for the record today. 

As the resolution states, the city has 
3,000 vacant lots. The I>epartment of 
Lands and Buildings has tried to sell 
these lots, but was not successful. The 
trend is to build outside the city limits. 
I think, if this resolution is adopted, 
it will be the means of stimulating 
home construction in Pittsburgh and 
be the means of producing additional 
revenue for the city. 

It will help the returning veterans, 
and we all know, following the news¬ 
papers for the past week or two on the 
housing situation, that there is a 
scarcity of homes not only for war 
veterans but many other people. The 
city has been trying to dispose of 
these lots for several years. It would 
be a fine gesture for the city to sell 
these vacant lots to G. I. Joes for one 
dollar, provided, of course, that they 
would build homes on them within a 
year. I am sure that many contractors 
would build these homes, and that 
many building and loan associations 
and building speculators would help 
finance the construction of these homes. 

I think it is a good thing for the 
City to dispose of these vacant lots, 
provided there are no legal complica¬ 
tions, and I trust when the resolution 
comes before the Finance Committee 
tomorrow it will receive favorable ac¬ 
tion.

Mr. President:—^The thought ex¬ 
pressed in this resolution is a splendid 
one, but is worthy of further discus¬ 
sion in committee. A large number of 
these lots have been acquired on 
Treasurer’s sales, and the former owner 
has two years’ time In which to re¬ 
deem them. 

Many of these lots adjoin improved 
properties, and many inquiries have 
been mad© by the owners of the ad¬ 


joining pi’operties as to whether they 
could not purchase them at a reason¬ 
able figure. I believe that an oppor¬ 
tunity should be given the people ad¬ 
joining these vacant lots to purchase 
them as an addition to their present 
holdings. 

When this resolution comes up in 
committee tomorrow, I shall discuss the 
matter further, because I have had at 
least 75 inquiries concerning the sale 
of these vacant lots to those people 
who adjoin them. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—I agree with 
Mr. Dcmmler that an opportunltv should 
also be given those who adjoin these 
vacant lots to purchase them. I might 
say that I have had some requests from 
these people who are interested in pur¬ 
chasing these lots. In one instance, a 
prominent optician in town asked me 
about this matter. 

While I am on my feet, I would like 
to correct one statement made by our 
Republican opponents who said the City 
had 10,000 vacant lots. I checked on 
this, and find that the City has ap¬ 
proximately 3,000 vacant lots which it 
wants to sell. 

Mr. Gallagher moved 

That the resolution be referred 
to the Committee on Finance. 

Which motion prevailed. 

Mr. McArille arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I rise to a ques¬ 
tion of personal privilege, in order to 
correct what I believe to be some er¬ 
roneous statements concerning the 
award of a contract or contracts for s 
new and modern street lighting system 
in the City of Pittsburgh. 

Two weeks ago today I presented an 
ordinance calling for the advertisement 
stnd award of a contract for a new 
lighting system. This will give the Du- 
quesne Light Company, the present con¬ 
tractor, and any other outside inlerrsts 
an opportunity to bid on the contract. 
The ordinance also provides that at the 
end of 10 years the City would own the 
plant and equipment. 

We discussed the subject last Thurs¬ 
day afternoon in conference with the 
Utility Consultant and the City Solici¬ 
tor. Since that time there have been 
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various newspaper accounts of what is 
contemplated. Yesterday’s paper carried 
a story of what was done in Baltimore, 
about eliminating poles and what can 
be done, and placing the cost at ap¬ 
proximately Five Million Dollars to put 
all wires underground. 

I do not want my ordinance mixed 
up with anybody else’s idea in City 
Hall. I am rot trying to build an 
underground system for Pittsburgh. I 
agree that that might be the right 
thing to do if and when we have the 
money, but we are not in a position 
to spend Pour or Five Million Dollars 
for an underground system, thus elim¬ 
inating all poles in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. I am not suggesting that at 
all. What I am trying to do is to effect 
a saving in our street lighting costs, 
and I believe this oan be done by the 
passage of my ordinance. 

I do not want a lot of extraneous 
matters injected into this discussion 
and a lot of matters thrown into the 
subject to misguide the people, or to 
befuddle the issue. 

We advertised and received bids on 
one portion of the contract, namely, 
for the maintenance of our street light¬ 
ing system, and that bid, if accepted, 
would effected a saving of $43,000.00. 
Later the Duquesne Light Company 
offered a reduction in its cost, under a 
5-year plan, of $43,000 00. 

I want my ordinance discussed, and 
the publicity given it, if any, as to the 
motive of the sponsor of the ordinance. 

I am not concerned as to what Mr. 
Fairley says was done in Baltimore. I 
am not concerned in the^ question of 
ripping up all light poles In the city 
and placing the wires underground at 
a cost of Five Million Dollars. I am 
concerned in letting a contract for the 
installation and maintenance of a new 
.street lighting system for the City of 
Pittsburgh, and this contract to be for 
a period of ten years, at the end • of 
which time the equipment installed 
will become the property of the City. 
Of the 19,000 odd poles in the City of 
Pittsburgh used today under contract 
with the Duquesne Light Company only 
1,750 of them are owned by the Du¬ 
quesne Light Company. The other poles 
are owned either by the Pittsburgh 
Railways Company or the Bell Telephone 


Company, and through an arrangement 
with the Telephone Company and the 
Railways Company the Duquesne Light 
Company is using those poles at a nom¬ 
inal rental fee. That is what I am 
trying to work out for the City of 
Pittsburgh. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Just to keep the 
record straight. In the discussion the 
other day, in conference, on this street 
lighting contract, I brought up the 
subject of too many poles on our 
streets, and I pointed out particularly 
West Liberty avenue. I brought that 
up for the purpose of showing that this 
is one street in Pittsburgh where the 
wires should be placed undergroimd, if 
and when the time came for placing 
all wires underground. I did not in¬ 
ject the subject to befuddle dnyt.hlng 
in Mr. McAi'dle’s bill. I think, today, 
if the question does come up and con¬ 
sideration should be given It, that we 
should get rid of as many poles as • 
possible at this time, or in any future 
negotiations with the Duquesne Light 
Company. I said that West Liberty ave¬ 
nue had more poles on it in proportion 
to its length than any other street in 
North America. I did not bring that up 
to befuddle the ordinance. I am in ac¬ 
cord with what Mr. McArdle is trying 
to do. On my own street, w.hlch Is a 
court, I believe all the wires should 
be placed underground, and that was 
one of the articles in the deeds of the 
property owners, that the wires on these 
streets would be placed underground, 
but that agreement was never carried 
out by the Duquesne Light Company. 

The records will show that the people 
bought those lots with the understand¬ 
ing that all wiring would be under¬ 
ground and the lights placed on orna¬ 
mental poles. That was 15 years ago. 
and the old style wooden poles still 
clutter the streets. Since then trees 
have grown 65 to 70 feet in height, and 
the wires run through those trees, and 
every time there is a heavy storm, the 
people are fearful that fires may start. 
That was one violation of the contact 
by the Duquesne Light Company. I do 
not know how many other similar vio¬ 
lations exist in the City. 

We are talking about opening new 
plans in the city, notably In the Stan- 
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ton Heights District and the West End 
district, similar to Chatham Village, 
and when these plans are laid out, ar¬ 
rangements should be made to place 
all wires underground. I say this is 
the time to talk about placing wires 
underground, thus eliminating these 
unsightly wooden poles. If we con¬ 
tinue to permit the erection of these 
wooden poles, we are going backward 
instead of forward. 

Mr. McArdle is right. The issues are 
separate from his ordinance. I think 
something should be done to eliminate 
these wooden poles, but I do not in¬ 
ject it at this time to hurt or delay 
action on his ordinance. I think Coun¬ 
cil should devise ways and means for 
the development of a new lighting 
system, so that these big, ugly poles 
will not be put up in the City. All 
wires should be placed imderground. 

Mr. McArrile said: 

Mr. President:—I have no ob¬ 
jection to an underground system in 
new developments, or where it is feasible 
to put wires underground. What I ob¬ 
ject to is the impression that some of 
our people are getting from reading the 
newspaper articles written on this sub¬ 
ject. I do not want any foreign matter 
brought into the discussion on this 
ordinance, so far as the thing I am 
trying to accomplish is concerned. I 
am trying to confine myself to bringing 
about a new contract for the installa¬ 
tion and maintenance of a new street 
lighting system In Pittsburgh. When 
there are new developments there can 
be provisions made to take care of 
underground systems. Tlie best thing 
in the world to stymie my ordinance, 
get it defeated, or placed on the table 
indefinitely, is to bring in these ex¬ 
traneous matters, that the placing of 
all wires underground in the City of 
Pittsburgh will cost Five Million Dol¬ 


lars. That is what is going to happen. 
I want my ordinance discussed on its 
merits and the possible saving it will 
bring about for the City of Pittsburgh. 
If anybody wants to inject anything 
else, it is all right with me, but it 
should be kept separate arid apart from 
the discussion of my ordinance. 


Under the existing lighting contract, 
you cannot eliminate the poles, for the 
reason that the Duquesne Light Com¬ 
pany only owns approximately five per 
cent of the poles that are on the city 
streets today. I just want the record 
clear. I am willing to consider any leg-' 
Islation for placing wires underground 
in new lot plans, but I don't want it 
mixed up with the ordinance now under 
consideration. 

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—The Congress of 
the United States has passed an Act 
stating that Eastern War Time would 
end Sunday morning, September 30. 

There seems to be sqme confusion as 
to whether the City will go bach to 
Eastern Standard Time. I do not be¬ 
lieve there is any confusion In the 
minds of the members of Council. The 
City will go back on Eastern Standard 
Time on the date fixed in the Act 
passed by Congress. 

The question as to whether the City 
will adopt Daylight Saving Time next 
year can be discussed and acted upon 
at a later date. 

Mr. Gallagher moved 

That the Minutes of Council of 
Monday, September 17, 1945, be ap 
proved.

Mr. President:—In vievt of the ad¬ 
verse opinion of the Department of 
Law, I am going to move that Bill 
No. 2896 be recommitted to the Com¬ 
mittee on Finance. I do not think it 
should be brushed off so lightly. T.he 
resolution has merit. The bill will 
bring a little revenue to the City; and 
since the resolution was adopted in 
committee last Tuesday the Department 


of Lands and Buildings has had many 
telephone calls and many personal con¬ 
tacts by people who want to buy some 
of these lots. The bill has met with 
general approval by the public. Some 
members of Council are of the oplnif’n 
that we may be faced with a tax¬ 
payer’s suit. Personally, I do not think 
there is a taxpayer in Pittsburgh who 
will protest the action of Council in 
doing a worthy thing like this, be¬ 
cause every taxpayer in Pittsburgh had 
or has someone in his immediate 
family engaged in World War II. 

I am of the opinion that City Coun¬ 
cil should explore ways and means ol 
trying to do this legally. While the 
City. Solicitor told me personally that 
she is in sympathy with the move¬ 
ment, she could not conscientiously say 
it could be done legally. 

I am going to ask that the bill be 
recommitted to Committee for discus¬ 
sion to see if we can make it legal. 

Are you going to let these lots lay 
idle? We tried ■ to sell these vacant 
lots to the public, but because of dis¬ 
crepancy in title the people would not 
buy them. I think it is high, time 
that we got rid of these lots and put 
them on a tax producing basis. 

We all know what is happening here. 
The trend is for the people to move 
out into suburban districts. Pittsburgh 
is blighted with vacant lots. Although 
many of these lots are available for 
home sites, yet we see in all surround¬ 
ing territories homes going up not¬ 
withstanding the wartime restrictions. 

As I said before. Council should ex¬ 
plore this proposal a little further. We 
can make a lot of things legal that 
are not legal. We might get a court 
order. You might call it a gift. But on 
the other hand, you are bringing 
revenue into the City of Pittsburgh 
if we can get people to build homes 
in Pittsburgh. We have it right in 
our own families of war veterans re¬ 
turning. Some of them have been 
married or contemplate marriage and 
they cannot find a place in which to 
live. They must either double up with 
their relatives or friends, or locate 
outside the city. Therefore. I say « 
should explore this proposition a little 
further and help the returning veterans 
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At the same time it will produce ad¬ 
ditional revenue for the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh. 

And the question recurring, “Shall 
the resolution be recommitted, and the 
report referred, to the Committee on 
Finance?”

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS

Press in its issue of September 11 car¬ 
ried an Article referring to the City of 
Pittsburgh as a rundown city. This 
appeared under a false headline, and I 
now take exception to that article. 

Again, in the issue of the Press, 
under date of Friday, October 5, on 
page 14, there appeared another article, 
under the title, “City Must Oust Its 
Knockers,” and in a note said, “Read 
an editorial, ‘The Zoning Problem,’ on 
Page 18. 

The editorial on page 18 of that issue 
under the heading “The Zoning Prob¬ 
lem,” it reads, in part: 

“In recent months. City Council 
has been urged to relax some of the 
zoning restrictions in certain sec¬ 
tions of the city, especially in the 
Shadyside area, to permit construc¬ 
tion of medium or large-size apart¬ 
ment buildings.” 

In answer to that, I merely wish to 
state that if the newspaper in question 
had referred to the various ordinances 
regarding zone changes, they would 
have understood that “Zoning is a 
Problem,” ahd that this problem has 
received our consideration. 

And, again, in the same editorial, it 
states: 

“Carefully drawn zoning regula¬ 


tions could meet that problem.” 

In answer to that, I merely wish to 
state that anybody who compares our 
zoning law with that of other cities 
will readily see that it is comparable 
to any other zoning regulations in 
effect in other cities of this country. 
I am not ashamed of our zoning regu¬ 
lations as they now appear on the 
statute books. 

The editorial concludes with this 
paragraph: 

“It also has been obvious that 
among the leading handicaps to 
early post-war construction to meet 
this demand are the City's antique 
zoning and building laws—which 
are a crazy-quilt of makeshift legis¬ 
lation put together in pieces over a 
long period of years. 

“Yet City Council has done noth¬ 
ing about either. 

“Somebody should tell Council 
that the horse-and-buggy days are 
gone.” 

All I wish to say again, if they will 
refer to the various amendments per¬ 
taining to the building code and con¬ 
sult with men who are familiar with 
building codes of other cities, will note 
that our building code is a protection 
for the owner as well as the man who 
builds, and these regulations are not 
so crazy-quilt as this editorial would 
lead the people to believe. 

IMr. Leonard arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I too read that 
editorial, and some things referred to 
therein are correct, if you will go 
through the record. 

The reason I am getting up at this 
time is to defend the position I have 
consistently taken with respect to 
amendments to the zoning law to per¬ 
mit the erection of certain types oi 
apartments in Pittsburgh. I .heartilf 
agree, in some respects, with the edi¬ 
torial of the Pittsburgh Press. I have 
said this over and over again. I 
brought it up on the floor of Coun¬ 
cil. I have said that the horse-and- 
buggy days are past so far as zoning is 
concerned.

You cannot 
condemn the writer of that newspaper 
editorial. If Mr. Demmler is trying to 
protect the Planning Commission in 
this respect, I must disagree with 
him, and put the blames on the Com¬ 
mission.

MOTIONS AND RESOLUTIONS 
The Chair said: 

Gentlemen of Council:—^Deacon 
Jones, whom we all know, has returned 
from the South Pacific. He was one of 
Pennsylvania’s foremost war correspon¬ 
dents during the War. He sent home 
some very interesting accounts of the 
action in the South Pacific and, in 
particular, the signing of the peace 
papers on the Battleship Missouri^ 

Members of Council thought it would 
be very interesting to have Mr. Jones 
here and tell us personally of what he 
has. seen, what he has heard and what 
action he went through for' the past 
several years. So, gentlemen of Coun¬ 
cil, and citizens of Pittsburgh, we wel¬ 
come home. Deacon Jones. 


I observe Mayor Scxilly in the audience 
and request him as the Chief Executive 
of the City to formally introduce Mr. 
Jones. 

Hon. Cornelltis D. Scully, Mayor, said: 

Thank you very much, Mr. 
President. Ladies and gentlemen, thie 
is a very useful service I am about to 
perform. Any of you who do not know 
this good looking, upright, alert, fine 
gentleman, is Deacon Jones, of the 
Post-Gazette. I accept as 100 per cent, 
right that he was one of the best war 
correspondents that we sent abroad. If 
we had sent a great many more, I am 
still sure that he would be one of the 
best. I present my very good friend. 
Deacon Jones. 

John E. Jones said: 

Mr. Mayor, Mr. President, Mem¬ 
bers of Council and Friends:—It was 
with some misgivings that I accepted 
Mr. Kilgallen’s invitation to come here 
today and relate some of the experiences 
I encountered on the other side of the 
world. For; it wasn’t so many months 
ago, I’m sure, that he would, at times, 
rather have invited me as a news re¬ 
porter, to stay out of Council chambers 
rather than come in. 

But a lot of things happen in a few 
months time to change attitudes. And 
that’s one of the things we all like 
about Pittsburgh and Pittsburgh's 
Council. They’ll let anybody talk. 

I’m Just going to talk a little blt- 
not speak. In brief seven months I 
was in the Pacific, I saw the slow 
agonizing windup of the Philippines 
campaign that the military love to dis¬ 
miss as “mopping up”; part of the 
Borneo operations; the last stages of 
the Okinawa campaign and of course 
the occupation of Japan and the sur¬ 
render aboard the Battleship Missouri 

We—2,200 GIs and myself-left Ssr. 
Francisco early in March on an Army 
transport and for the next 25 days we 
saw nothing but the Pacific Ocean. We 
took the old South Pacific supply route 
that ran southeast of Hawaii p*st 
Guadalcanal and which swings north 
there and west to New Guinea. 

Until we reached New Guinea we 
traveled unescorted and we zlg-zageef 
most of the way. And I think the 
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loneliest feeling on earth—or at sea— 
is a submarine alert at night when 
everybody stands stark silent on the 
deck of the ship while the signal men 
blink their challenge to a black object 
standing one mile away—not knowing 
whether it’s friend or foe. Those few 
fleeting seconds between the time your 
ship's challenge is sent and until the 
passing ship answers ia like the end of 
the world at hand. Your heart stands 
still until the other object or ship 
blinks back something in code which 
you can’t make out. And you keep 
whispering “what’s he say?’’ “What’s 
he say?’’ until some GI wisecracks: 
"All I can make out Is LSMFT—LSMFT’’ 
and that relieves the situation. 

At Hollandia, New Guinea, we joined 
a 54 ship convoy that took us into 
Tacloban, Leyte and there at the end 
of 34 days we were in the Philippines 
at last. 

I soon made my way to Manila where 
GHQ was established and I don’t think 
I'll ever see a city as completely dev¬ 
astated by war as Manila was. Not a 
•single building was whole or untouched 
and the whole south side of the Pasig 
River—the beautiful and modern end 
of Manila—was a mass of rubble and 
debris, the result of one month of 
bitter house-to-house and street fight¬ 
ing. 

Then began that painful, torturous 
mop-up of Luzon where the whole 
Sixth United States Army went to work 
for six months to clean the Japs out 
of the mountains and every cave on 
the island. American foot troops scaled 
mile-high mountain peaks and fought 
over trails, where no white man had 
ever set foot, to blast Japs—one-by-one 
—from their hideouts. 

Late in July I went to Okinawa for 
the preparation of the big air war that 
was just taking shape against Japan 


when the surrender came. We flew over 
Nagasaki about 10 days after the atomic 
bomb struck there and saw from 150 
foot heights the complete destruction 
of that city’s industrial core. Not a 
sign of life—human or otherwise, was 
visible in the valley the day we went 
over. The great Mitsubishi steel plant 
was a charred and twisted heap of 
steel. 

In August, after the surrender came, 
we flew into Yokohama with the ad¬ 
vance units of the Eleventh Airborne 
Division and were part of the first 
occupying force that went into the city 
proper. The Japanese that day were a 
silent and moody lot. They turned their 
backs on us and Ignored the passing of 
American troops into their city. It 
was there that we had our first warm 
meal in several weeks and General 
MacArthur was stuck with the checks. 

The most spectacular sight I ever 
expect to witness took place over Tokyo 
bay immediately after the surrender 
was signed aboard the Missouri. Large 
fleets of B-29S came out of the sky 
from Tokyo and flew southeast over 
the ship; followed by hundreds of Navy 
Corsair and Helldlver planes. 

The massiveness of the display was 
breath-taking. The planes had ren¬ 
dezvoused over the Emperor's palace 
and headed out over the Missouri. 
Everyone on the ship—admirals, gen¬ 
erals, white-middled sailors and cor¬ 
respondents alike—stood still and gasped 
at the spectacle. It was a dramatic 
ending to a dramatic conclusion to the 
war.

Mr. President:—I presented this 
bill about a month ago. After it was 
reported out of committee I found out 
that there should be an estimate sub¬ 
mitted to Council before we can pass 
the ordinance. Last week I held the 
bill over to give the Department of 
Public Works an opportunity to sub¬ 
mit the estimate. We recessed the meet¬ 
ing of Council last Monday until the 
following day (Tuesday) to give the 
Department of Public Works an oppor¬ 
tunity to have its estimate submitted. 
On Tuesday—which I will admit was 
pretty s.horti notice for the department 
to submit its estimate—I moved to hold 
the bill over until today. Now I find 
that the Department of Public Works 
has not submitted the estimate yet, 
in spite of the fact that I gave the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Works an estimate, computed by the 
Utility Consultant, that was thought 
by this Council to accomplish the very 
thing that we were trying to accomplish. 
How long is the Department of Public 
Works going to stymie the passage of 
this ordinance? So far as I am con¬ 
cerned, not very long. I took this bill 
to the Legal Department and was told 
that it was all right. Now, the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works apparently does 


not know what I want, or what this 
Council wants. I do not see where there 
is very much of an estimate required. 
A two-year-old boy—not a two-year-old, 
but an eight-year-old, boy, in four*h 
grade, could figure it out. All the esti¬ 
mate we want is the cost of Installing 
the new system and the maintenance 
thereof. We know what the current 
costs, namely, $365,000. In order to get 
the installation and maintenance cost, 
you subtract the $365,000 from $715,000 
appropriated annually, which gives you 
the estimate. 

Mr. McArcUe moved 

That the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works and all his aides, 
and the City Solicitor, be requested to 
appear before the Finance Committee 
tomorrow (Tuesday, October 23, 1945, 
at 2:00 o’clock, P. M.), and the first 
order of business be to straighten out 
whatever entanglements there are, and 
to have the estimate submitted.

Mr. MCArdle said; 

Mr. President:—At the con¬ 
clusion of this meeting, I am going to 
move that Council recess until Wednes¬ 
day, October 24, 1945, at T.55 o’clock, 
P. M., for the purpose of taking action 
on the bill.

Will some member please ex¬ 
plain the purpose of this ordinance? 
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Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^This ordinance 
providfes for tiie change of zoning of 
property on Warrington avenue. Several 
hearings were held on this ordinance— 
or at least one hearing. The petitioner 
desires to have his property rezoned 
Light Industrial Use, but the City 
Planning Commission recommended that 
It be made Light Industrial, Class “A.” 
The only purpose of putting the letter 
"A’' or whatever letter goes with it, is 
to eliminate the billboards that are now 
on the property. This man wants to 
use the property as a lumber yard. He 
wants to build a shed in which to store 
lumber, but until the zone change is 
made he is denied the permit. There 
were no objections from adjoining 
property owners to this change. The 
City Planning Commission said the 
lumber yard was all right, but for 
some unknown reason they said the 
billboards should come down. The dif¬ 
ference between this ordinance and the 
one recommended by the Planning 
Commission is that the Planning Com¬ 
mission recommended the property be 
reclassified Light Industrial, Class "A,” 
which means no billboards (and that 
I am not for), and this ordinance per¬ 
mits the erection of billboards. This 
ordinance gives the petitioner what he 
wants, and will also permit him to 
realize some revenue from the rental of 
the billboards. Incidentally, the bill¬ 
boards are hiding a junk yard. A bill¬ 
board is better than the junk yard. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^Here is the pic¬ 
ture. This property is located at the 
south end of the Liberty Tubes. This 
owner went into the hillside with a 
steam shovel and removed quite a large 
portion of the earth so that he could 
establish for himself a lumber yard and 
a home. The lumber yard and bill¬ 
boards erected on the property hurt 
none of the adjoining property owners. 
The Planning Commission wanted the 
owner to tear down the billboards. As 
Mr. McArdle stated, the billboards are 
hiding a junk yard. Why the Planning 
Commission wants to be so technical, 

I do not know. The man on his own 
Initiative built on the hillside and 
wants this lumber yard next to his 


home. I think the members of Coun¬ 
cil should vote for this change. 

Mr. Denimler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—Isn’t the prop¬ 
erty zoned as Commercial Use, which 
would permit the billboards to remain 
there? 

The Chair: 

Yes, sir. 

Mr. Demmler said: 

If the Commercial Use District 
permits billboards, I see no reason why 
this zone change is necessary. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. President:—^That may be 
true, but the owner cannot conduct a 
lumber yard on this property without 
this zone change. The zone change 
will not hurt anybody in the neigh¬ 
borhood. 

Mr. McArdle said: 

Mr. President:—I remember very 
distinctly when we had the hearing the 
only bill that was recommended by the 
Planning Commission eliminated the 
billboards. Under the* zone classification 
Light Industrial billboards are per¬ 
mitted. I believe that is correct. 
'Therefore, to give what this gentleman 
wants, namely, the right to operate a 
lumber yard, his property must be re¬ 
zoned Light Industrial. 

And the bill as read a second time 
was agreed to. 

Mr. McArdle moved 

A suspension of the rule to 
allow the third reading and final pas¬ 
sage; of the bill. 

Which motion prevailed. 

And the bill was read a third time 
and agreed to. 

And the title of the bill was read 
and agreed to. 

And on the question, "Shall the bill 
pass finally?”

Mr. Duff arose and said: 

Mr. President;—I understand 
that there are some negotiations pend¬ 
ing between the property owners in the 
area affected by this bill. I under¬ 
stand that they are on the point of 
agreement with respect to the character 
of the building which shall be erected 
within the area. They have asked for 
a little further time before we consider 
this bill Anally, and I am of the 
opinion that a delay of a week will not 
be prejudicial to the parties or the in¬ 
terests of the city. In taking this 
stand, I wish to put myself on record 
that I am not departing from the ac¬ 
tion taken in committee. I do feel that 
Inasmuch as the parties are negotiating 
and that a week’s delay will not be 
prejudicial to all parties concerned, 
that action on the ordinance should be 
delayed for that length of time. 

Mr. Duff moved 

That Bill No. 2607 be laid on 
the table for one week. 

The Chair said: 

The Chair recognizes Mr. Weir. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I was rising to 
second Mr. Duff’s motion. While I am 
on my feet, I will explain my position. 
I am anxious to see this bill pass. It 
should not have any great delay. As 
Mr. Duff has said, laying it over for a 
week will not hurt any of the in¬ 
terested parties. The reasons for the 
delay were explained in good faith to 
Mr. Duff and me, and it seems that the 
interested parties are on the verge of 
agreement which will be satisfactory to 
all concerned. It is one of the big 
things to get all the parties satisAed, 
or pretty well satisAed. Another thing 
in seconding the motion, which I think 
is fair, we postponed the hearing on 
the zone ordinance to take in a larger 
area until Wednesday of this week, and 
I see no harm in laying this bill over 
until next Monday. 

Mr. Leonard arose and said: 

Mr. President:—^I rise to oppose 


the motion. The Arst reason is that 
this question which is before us Is a 
private transaction. It has no place 
in the records of this Council. 

At the request of one of the parties 
in Interest, we postponed action oa the 
ordinance for rezoning the property at 
the corner of Morewood avenue and 
Fifth avenue for 30 days in order to 
allow this party to try to come to an 
agreement with the owner or owners 
of the adjoining property. This he was 
not able to do in the time allotted. The 
time for postponement of action on the 
ordinance has expired, and now when 
Council is ready to Anally act on the 
ordinance we are again asked to post¬ 
pone action. This time it is on a ques¬ 
tion, which, as I said before, has no 
place in this Council. For that reason 
and that reason alone, I am opposed to 
the motion to delay action on this ordi¬ 
nance for one week. 

Council, in this deal, is being treated 
like a bunch of hucksters. We have no 
business to be Injected into the trans¬ 
action of the sale of a piece of land 
This is a transaction between two In¬ 
dividuals and does not Involve any ac¬ 
tion on the part of Council. 

We are being told that these parties 
are close to an agreement. For the In¬ 
formation of Council, I wish to state 
that I happened to talk to the at¬ 
torney who represents the builder 10 
minutes ago, and he said they were 
farther apart. 

The attempt to rezone properties 
along Fifth avenue has been going on 
for 10 years. Everybody Is steamed up 
about it. When the ordinance was be 
fore the Committee on Public Worb 
for consideration and action five weeks 
ago, an attorney for one of the In¬ 
terested parties appeared and asked for 
a 30 day extension. This Council 
granted it, and now we are asked for 
another week’s postponement. T am op¬ 
posed to any further delay on this 
ordinance. 

I am neither interested in Mr. Kamln 
or Mr. Hillman. I am Interested In 
getting the property on Fifth avenue 
rezoned. I respect Mr. Hillman, wjio Is 
a successful businessman and the owner 
of a nice home in Pittsburgh. 
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Many of the old homes on Fifth ave¬ 
nue have been razed; many of the va¬ 
cant lots have been developed for vic¬ 
tory gardens, and in some cases, weeds 
and high grass have been allowed to 
grow, and the hillsides have been ne¬ 
glected until they are not even good 
farm land. These are the conditions 
which we are trying to eliminate. 
Therefore, I beseech the members of 
Council to pass this ordinance today, 
so that the builder may get started on 
his working plans and commence con¬ 
struction of his proposed apartment 
next Spring. 

The opposition which has developed 
Is to place the Fifth avenue property 
In the First Area, and there is also an 
attempt to classify it as either “B” or 
"C" property — a barrier preventing 
the property from being used for apart¬ 
ment purposes. That I strenuously 
oppose, because we want to see this 
vacant land on Fifth avenue developed, 
and the only developers who will build 
and make a fair return on tbeir in¬ 
vestment Is the apartment house de¬ 
veloper. Therefore, to acquiesce in the 
demands of the Regional Planning Com¬ 
mission would be to defeat the very 
purpose of the ordinance now before us 
for final action today. I have a letter 
from the Regional Planning Commis¬ 
sion—and I believe, every other member 
of Council received a similar letter— 
wherein this Commission raises objec¬ 
tions to our zoning ordinance and 
wants the frontage on Fifth avenue 
placed in the First Area district, mak¬ 
ing it more restrictive for a builder to 
put up an apartment house. 

It is the intention of the Regional 
Planning Commission to have this 
ordinance killed. They want the four 
comers of Morewood avenue at Fifth 
avenue placed in the First Area Dis¬ 
trict. If that is done, iti will prevent 
the type of apartment proposed from 
being erected. The construction of an 
apartment house to hold 54 families will 
not cause traffic congestion on a prop¬ 
erty of that size. 

If we hold this ordinance over for 
another week, we will hold it over for 
another year. We have been criticized 
for holding it up this long. 

On the one side of Fifth avenue from 


a point near Morewood avenue out to 
Wilkins avenue—if you are familiar 
with this territory—^it is all hillside. 
Nobody can build on that property 
because it would cost too much. 

The rezoning of properties on Fifth 
avenue to permit rehabilitation of 
them will enhance their values and 
result in larger tax revenues for the 
city. I might cite an example of 
Just such an incident. Zoning changes 
were made on properties on Negley 
avenue so as to permit the owners of 
land to erect apartment houses. After 
the zone changes were made the 
apartments were constructed and the 
city is the beneficiary because of the 
increased amount of taxes paid it. 
Garden type apartments, such as is 
proposed on Fifth avenue at Morewood 
avenue, enhance rather than depreci¬ 
ate values of adjoining properties. • 

Under ordinary circumstances I 
would be in favor of granting the re¬ 
quest of the men who have asked for 
a week's delay on this ordinance. Who 
knows but what someone else next 
week might come in and request the 
same consideration. If one request is 
granted, in all fairness, others should be 
granted, and no one knows but what 
there would be an endless demand for 
postponement of action, and this could 
very easily be the cause of killing the 
ordinance. That is another reason why 
I oppose the motion of Mr. Duff. 

Ample time was given the interested 
parties to voice their opinions. During 
the 30-day stay I reported to Council 
committee week after week that no 
agreement was reached between the 
interested parties, and goodness knows 
if they could not get together in 30 
days, surely they cannot come to an 
amicable arrangement in a week. I am 
tired of this dilly dallying and will 
vote against the motion to postpone 
action on the bill now before us. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—am opposed 
to tbis motion. This question of zon¬ 
ing properties along Fifth avenue has 
been under discussion for a long time. 
On this particular bill we agreed to 
lay it over for a month to allow the 
two parties to get together. I am firm- 
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ly of the belief that if Pittsburgh is 
going to progress we got to make 
changes in our zoning laws similar to 
this. We all know that the trend is to 
go outside the City. Here is a section 
which is an eyesore. We will take a 
blighted area and make it a residential 
district. There has been ample time 
for discussion. 

B. Meredith Reid, Esq., said: 

Mr. President:—^May I Jhave the 
privilege to say a few words on this 
question? 

The Chair said: 

Only with the \manimous con^ 
sent of all the members of Council. Are 
there objections? 

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President:—This discussion 
is on the question of laying the bill 
over for one week. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—object to any 
further discussion on the bill. T grant 
you that Mr. Reid was in the army 
and just returned to civilian life. The 
bill has been laying on the table in 
committee for 30 days, and, as I said 
before, I reported week after week, 
that no satisfactory agreement had been 
reached. The 30 days have expired and 
I object to any further delay on the 
ordinance. 

Mr. Duff said: 

Mr. President:—I agree with 
Mr. Leonard; and Mr. Gallagher. I am 
favorable to re-zoning. I am not ask¬ 
ing that action be postponed for the 
purpose of killing the bill. I will call 
the bill up next Monday. It seems to 
me that one week’s delay is not go¬ 
ing to be prejudicial to the parties con¬ 
cerned. I pledge myself to call the bill 
up next Monday. 

The Chair said: 

However, Mr. Duff, I have some 
difficulty over the fact that a de¬ 
cision to postpone action at this time 
is subject to distortion. Ordinarily I 
would consent to a week’s postpone¬ 
ment. Such requests are granted almost 
as a matter of routine by this Council. 
However, we have already given the 
postponements mentioned by previous 


speakers, and I cannot vote for an¬ 
other postponement. As a matter of 
fact no request for postponement was 
made of me until one minute before 
I took the Chair this afternoon. At 
the public hearing there was no strenu¬ 
ous opposition to the ordinance. 

Mr. McArdle arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I concur in the 
remarks made by you, Mr. Leonard 
and Mr. Gallagher. If this were a re¬ 
quest for a week’s postponement on 
the bill, and that was all there was 
to it, I don’t think there would be a 
dissenting vote against it. When Mr. 
Watson, attorney for Mr. Hillman, ask¬ 
ed for the 30 day extension, there was 
some opposition. I think the record 
will show that I asked him if at the 
end of 30 days there would be other 
requests for postponement. He said he 
thought it was ample time for them 
to get together, and I thought it was 
ample time, and for that reason I 
voted for the postponement. I am get¬ 
ting a little bit sick of this continual 
postponement. Every time something 
about zoning of property on Fifth ave¬ 
nue comes up somebody walks in and 
asks that action be postponed. Maybe 
next Monday when it comes up some¬ 
body else will ask for another post¬ 
ponement. If one request is granted, 
surely you could not deny another one. 
Every week means something to the 
man who wants to build. Therefore, 
I am going to vote against the motion. 

The Chair said: 

If the bill is finally passed to¬ 
day, the petitioners have 10 days In 
which to tell their story to the Mayor, 
as he can withhold his signature for 
that length of time. 

Mr. Wolk arose and said: 

Mr. President:—We had a pub¬ 
lic hearing on this ordinance (Bill No. 
2607) and all members present listened 
attentively to the statements mi-de for 
or against the change. I always attend 
public hearings and give the matter 
involved careful consideration. Every¬ 
body, with the exception of the owner 
of the property in the rear, spoke In 
favor of the bill. 

This bill was recommended favorably 
to Council by the City Planning Com- 
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mission. This ordinance provides for 
a change of zoning in order to start 
the rehabilitation of the Fifth avenue 
area. 

I want the record to show that I 
am not trying to persuade any member 
of Council in his action on this ordi¬ 
nance. I merely desire to show why I 
am opposed to any further delay. It 
is my honest opinion, however, after 
that hearing and since, that this 
change should be made; but when Mr. 
Watson came before us asking for an 
extension I argued for the body to give 
him the 4 weeks’ extension. The 4 
weeks’ have passed. 

Mr. McArdle is absolutely right. The 
statement at that time was made that 
Council would go ahead and dispose 
of the case at the end of four weeks’ 
and Mr. Watson said four week’s was 
ample. I want the record to show that 
Is why I am not voting for the motion. 
As you aptly put it, there was no redl 
opposition to this hill at the public 
hearing. Everybody at that hearing had 
an opportunity to express himself for 
or against the bill, and nothing really 
significant has been offered since. 

The Chair said: 

I suggest we give Mr. Reid the 
privilege of the floor. 

Mr. Leonard said: 

Mr. President:—This is my bill, 
and I am going to stand on my right 
to object. If Mr. Reid and his associates 
desire to be heard, they can present 
their arguments to the Mayor, who has 
10 days in which to approve or dis¬ 
approve the bill, if it is passed finally 
by Council today. Another thing, we 
have a hearing on another section of 
Fifth avenue Wednesday, and these 
gentlemen can voice their opinions at 
that time. I do not want a week’s de¬ 
lay on this bill which is before us 
today. 

And the question recurring, “Shall the 
bill be laid over for one week?’’

I am deeply grateful to you for having 
given me the longest consecutive term 
ever granted to a Mayor of Pittsburgh. 
Before retiring, it is most proper that 
I give you an Informal report of my 
administration. 

AN ACCOUNTING OF MY 
STEWARDSHIP 

A REPORT OF MY ADMINISTRATION 
1936—1945 

To the people of Pittsburgh: 

This is an accounting of my steward¬ 
ship. I am deeply grateful to you for 
having given me the longest consecu-

tive term, ever granted to a Mayor of 
Pittsburgh. I have tried to be a good 
Mayor. 

It Is proper for a chief executive, 
upon retiring, to review the accomplish¬ 
ments of his administration. I begin 
by thanking you for the cooperation 
which made possible what I consider 
our finest achievement. 

That achievement was Peace in Pitts¬ 
burgh. While I and those associated 
with me were in office, our city passed 
through some of the most dangerous 
days of its history. It did so in a 
harmony wonderful to behold. 

The years of my service beginning 
October 6, 1936, included the last 
months of the depression, the recession 
and then the second World War. They 
were difficult days for all of us. They 
tried us physically and spiritually. And 
I think we may look back with good 
pride and say that we came through 
them on our good behaviour. 

The Arsenal of Democracy 

More than any other community on 
earth, Pittsburgh was the arsenal of 
democracy. As such, it was a logical 
and tempting target for subversive ele¬ 
ments—^for the spy, the saboteur, the 
sower of strife, the terrorist. The ground 
was fertile for that kind of thing. Our 
people were working to the limits of 
their strength, and our industries, our 
transportation, and our government 
were heavily taxed. 

Those were years of strain and danger 
when the worst was rather to be ex¬ 
pected. But the worst did not come. 
In a time of world-wide war, Pittsburgh 
enjoyed an almost tmmatched civic 
peace and tranquillity. 

There was Industrial peace, commer¬ 
cial peace, racial peace, and religious 
peace. There was the most inspiring 
cooperation and comradeship among the 
variegated groups which go to make up 
one of the most cosmopolitan cities in 
the world. Neither lies nor ideologies 
nor the weariness of war were able to 
set us against one another. 

And it is to that extraordinary har¬ 
mony that I attribute the fact that we 
passed, through those days which shook 
the world, without a single great dis¬ 
aster, without a notable public disorder. 


without gangsterism, rioting, terrorism, 
backbiting, bigotry, or sabotage. 

We were singularly blessed; and I 
would be less than fair to those who 
carried the grave responsibilities w^th 
me, and to those in civic life who 
counselled me and cooperated with me, 
if I did not say that by alertness, by 
good judgment, by wise planning and 
controlled action, great dangers, some 
of which we will never realize, were 
averted. Pittsburgh was well protected 
and well guided. 

Proud of Pittsburghers 

I think oiu* administration may be 
congratulated on its good sense. But 
under God I give the chief credit to 
you, the people. I marvelled often at 
your patience under most trying condi¬ 
tions; in crowded buses and street cars, 
in overtaxed restaurants, through the 
trials of our winters of heavy snow and 
ice, and in the industries where you 
cheerfully and generously gave of your 
strength and skill. 

I am proud of you, people of Pitts- 
biirgh. I am proud of your courtesy, 
your cooperation, your ready compliance 
with suggestions for the common wel¬ 
fare, your patriotism, your good work¬ 
manship, your good-humored all-round 
Americanism. You have been tried In 
the fire and not found wanting. 

I think I may be pardoned for saying 
that our administration prepared you 
psychologically, as well as it possibly 
could, for the trials and the bitter sor¬ 
rows of war. Despite the most unfair 
criticism, we were among the first to 
warn—and to rei)eat our warnings again 
and again—of the awful danger to 
America inherent in the advances of 
the aggressor nations. 

Nor do I think that historians will 
overlook the fact that Pittsburgh was 
prepared in other ways. While our ad¬ 
ministration was in office, organlred 
crime and vice, gangsterism and blg- 
tlme gambling—those destroyers of any 
community’s stability and morale—were 
eliminated. If anyone wants proof of 
this, he can get it from the federal gov¬ 
ernment’s security officials who have 
repeatedly certified Pittsburgh as among 
the cleanest end safest of American 
cities. 
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Such were some of the factors which 
put our house in order so that in the 
time of crisis we were strong and ready. 
The coming of the greatest of all wars 
—of civilization’s most terrible test— 
found Pittsbmgh united, harmonious 
and orderly, fit for the marvels of pro¬ 
duction which contributed so much to 
victory and to the saving of millions 
of lives. 

Our Financial Problems 
And I think it no more than Just to 
call attention to the fact that this was 
accomplished at a time when the City 
of Pittsburgh was struggling with a 
most perplexing financial paradox—the 
ever-puzzling paradox of poverty In 
the midst of plenty. 

It is a curious fact that the govern¬ 
ment of Pittsburgh has been poorer 
than its people. In a period when 
everybody was working, when there was 
more money than ever before, and when 
the cost of living was rising constantly, 
your government had to make-shift 
somehow with a continually falling in¬ 
come. 

So difficult was the situation that 
Pittsburgh was forced to go like a 
mendicant to Harrisburg, hat in hand, 
to plead with the Legislature for relief 
from an outmoded system of taxation 
which was draining our coffers dry. 
And the Legislature declined to help. 

What has happened In the past nine 
years is easily stated. The assessments 
on which our taxation is based have 
fallen $190,291,000 during my term In 
office. The loss since 1936 Is $131,431,000 
on land valuations, and $58,860,000 on 
buildings—a situation over which we 
have not the slightest control. 

Your government’s income, based on 
the present tax rate, for 1945, there¬ 
fore, has been reduced $4,021,525, a 
cumulative total during my adminis¬ 
tration of over $20,000,000—and this at 
a time when the general economic con¬ 
ditions were improving, when expenses 
were rising, and when there was acute 
need not only to continue, but to ex¬ 
pand our services to the people. 

We had, perforce, to resort to a pro¬ 
cedure to which I have always been 
opposed In principle—deficit financing. 
I should like to discuss that term for 


a moment as it relates to our govern¬ 
ment. In business, this practice is ac¬ 
cepted as an orthodox procedme. Cor¬ 
porations frequently pay off maturing 
bonds with new bond Issues. 

The term is open to misunderstand¬ 
ing. In talking about our city finances, 
we must realize that the first money 
collected each year must go to pay 
off the principal and interest on the 
bonded debt that Is due. I Imagine that 
when the average citizen opens his 
newspaper and reads the words “deficit 
financing,” he naturally concludes that 
the City is going into the hole. That 
has not been true under our adminis¬ 
tration. 

We did borrow money, but we never 
borrowed as much as we paid off on 
our old debts. In spite of falling as¬ 
sessments, in spite of shrinking in¬ 
come, in spite of rising costs and ex¬ 
panding services, we have reduced the 
total debt $14,270,228 in the past six 
years. That, I submit, is no mean ac¬ 
complishment. 


How was it done? It was done partly 
by reducing the debt, and partly by 
applying common sense to the handling 
of our money. 

You would consider yourself very 
foolish, wouldn’t you. If you went to 
the bank and borrowed $10,000 foi 
which you had no use, and left it 
lying in a checking account while you 
paid $400 a year In Interest? 

Of course it would be foolish. Yet 
Pittsburgh was doing it before our ad¬ 
ministration stopped it. In 1927, the 
city had $14,679,470 in borrowed money 
lying around doing nothing except 
eating up $600,000 of our taxes each 
year in interest. 

Today, our bond balance has been 
cut to $1,483,154, most of which is im¬ 
mediately needed lor payment of con¬ 
tract-costs. We are no longer paying 
enormous sums for the privilege of 
having money in the bank for which 
we have no use. The resxilt Is, that 
whereas in 1933 we were paying aixnual 
interest on our bonded indebtedness 
of $2,870,831, today we are paying only 
$1,680,346, a reduction of $1,290,485. 


Common Sense Economy 

















These were not the only savings we 
achieved. We established standardized 
purchasing to get quantity prices and 
quality materials and goods. We in¬ 
stalled a system of quarterly allotments 
which strictly controlled all buying. 
This alone reduced our expenditures 
about $300,000 a year. 

Our “Cost of Living” 

The State Department of Labor 
estimates that since 1939, the cost-of- 
living in Pttstaurgh has gone up 26 
percent. Yet the cost of your govern¬ 
ment, in the same time, has increased 
only 5 percent—and this in spite of 
the fact that the salaries of city em¬ 
ployees have been Increased more than 
$3,000,000 a year ii\ order to do them 
the simple justice of restoring their 
depression pay-cuts, and giving them 
a living wage! 

Pittsburgh has fewer city employees 
than any other city in America with 
a population of 500,000 or more. The 
U. S. Census Bureau reports that we 
have 8.5 city employees for each 1,000 
inhabitants. New York and Washing¬ 
ton has 18.7 each. Cleveland has 17.7, 
Boston 16.3, San Francisco 15.4, De¬ 
troit 15.1, Philadelphia 10.2. 

If Pittsburgh had as many city em¬ 
ployees for its population as (for in¬ 
stance) Detroit, it would have 10,080. 
Actually, it has only 5,699. 

We have not neglected money-saving 
technical improvements. There intelli¬ 
gent use has made it possible for us 
to get along with fewer employees; 
saving money for the taxpayers, and 
releasing manpower for industry when 
it was desperately needed. 

Pittsburgh today, for example, has 
134 traffic officers, compared with 307 
in 1924. Assuming an average annual 
salary of $2,000, that means a yearly 
saving of $346,000. It was accomplished 
by wise installations of mechanical traf¬ 
fic controls. 

It Saved Lives, Too 

It would be no saving whatsoever, 
of course, if it endangered lives. But 
it has protected them. Our traffic ac¬ 
cident death toll has been lowered 
from 198 in 1930 to 88 in 1941—a year 
I select because it came before gaso¬ 
line and rubber rationing and the re¬ 


sulting decrease in traffic. 

Injuries in the same period have 
been reduced fom 4,000 to 3,500. There 
is no language of mathematics to ex¬ 
press the benefits in terms of liver and 
suffering saved. 

Our automobile insurances rates have 
been cut from $56 to $35 on a medium- 
priced car, a saving to our motorists 
which I estimate at $350,000 to $500,000 
a year. 

Pittsburgh Is Financially Sound 

These and other economies have 
brought it about' that in 1943, our 
city, among cities of 500,000 or more 
population, was next to lowest in per 
capita operating expenses. Our taxes are 
below the average of all 14 comparable 
cities. Our per capita debt is lower 
than all but three of those cities. 
Your city is financially sound 

I think I can honestly say that the 
reason for this is that our administra¬ 
tion has left no stones unturned in 
the matter of economy and sound fin¬ 
ancing. The strongest proof of the fin¬ 
ancial stability of your city is the fact 
that it can borrow money at the lowest 
interest rates available to any muni¬ 
cipality. Our credit rating is unex-' 
celled. 

And I wonder whether you will bear 
with me while we carry our discussion 
of that subject a bit further. 

The Costs of Goveniment, Fixed 
Charges 

It is not so easy to reduce your 
government’s expenditures as some peo¬ 
ple imagine. We must realize, at the 
outset, that 25 cents of every dollar 
of your taxes goes to pay principal and 
interest on debts, most of which were 
contracted before our administratic® 
took office. The figure is about 
$6,500,000 a year. 

That is one fixed charge which ''an- 
not be reduced, no matter how de¬ 
sirable a reduction would be. Your 
city council simply must levy that 
$6,500,000 in taxes each year. 

But the payments on the bonded 
debt are not the only irreducible and 
inescapable expenses. We cannot get 
along without street lighting. We can¬ 
not get along without water. We can- 
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not make-shift without our telephones, 
our pension payments, our library, and 
the like. When we add these necessities, 
our fixed charges rise to $10,471,356. 
That is 42 percent of our total annual 
expenditure. 

For operating expenses, we spent, in 
1944, $14,146,090. But that figure also 
represents necessities. For example, sal¬ 
aries of polic^’men and firemen totalled 
$4,720,094. We can’t get along without 
them. 

We might say humorously that we 
could do very well without our elected 
officials, but the law won’t allow it. 
Their salaries total $92,000—a supris- 
ingly small item in the total budget. 

So there is left only $9,274,000 where 
you might begin to try to cut. I say 
"might,” because the fact is that no 
economies of any consequence are pos¬ 
sible without crippling your govern¬ 
ment's services. 

I will not pretend that here and 
there we couldn’t “fire somebody’’ or 
leave something undone and thus save 
a few dollars. But what I do say is 
that what Pittsburgh needs is not a 
smallcf budget, but a larger one. 

"Dangerous” Economy 
'There is a point at which economy 
becomes downright silly, senseless and 
dangerous. Of course we could let our 
city go to pot. We could leave our 
streets and bridges and steps unre¬ 
paired. We could reduce the protection 
given by our policemen and firemen. 
We could neglect vital city records. We 
could dismiss the engineers and archi¬ 
tects who are planning a better city for 
tomorrow. 

We could close our eyes to our plain 
duty before God and man to get our 
poorer citizens out of slums that are 
unfit for human habitation. We could 
tell our law department to cease try¬ 
ing to squeeze the water out of the 
Pittsburgh Railways Company; to let 
the gas companies charge 'whatever 
prices they please; to allow the Phila¬ 
delphia Company to ride high, wide, 
and handsome. 

We could fire the traffic engineers 
who never stop planning for your 
safety; the sewer experts who watch 
over your sanitation; the statisticians 


who keep the records which warn of 
approaching dangers. 

We could forget about post-war 
planning. We could let the smoke¬ 
stacks smoke. We could close the 
laboratories which analyze the water 
you drink and the food you eat. We 
could send home the inspectors who 
keep the restaurants clean and the 
buildings safe. 

We could fire the school doctors 
and nurses who protect your children 
day and night from epidemics. We 
could say to you, “Take care of your 
own health and your own families.” 
We could forget about patrolling school- 
crossings. 

Penny-Wise, Ponnd-Fpolish 

We could be penny-wise and pound- 
foolish, and we could ruin Pittsburgh. 
But to keep Pittsburgh as good as it 
is costs money, and to make it as live¬ 
able as we all want to see it will cost 
more money. 

The important point is that when 
we buy these services together, we save 
money. That is the big idea of civiliza¬ 
tion. That is why we live together in 
cities, and not apart in caves on moun¬ 
tainsides. That is why we pay taxes. 

None of us can afford to keep private 
policemen and private firemen and 
private experts on health and sanita¬ 
tion and law. But we can all afford 
them when we pay reasonable taxes 
and hire them as a community. 

And we can’t cut our expenses un¬ 
less we cut down on those services. 
Pittsburgh at present is operating as 
thriftily as possible. In fact, in some 
respects it is carrying economy too far. 

Under our administration, we have 
achieved, in spite of our financial 
difficulties, almost $68,000,000 in pub¬ 
lic improvements — improvements to 
bridges, highways, streets, parks, recrea¬ 
tion, hospitals and the like. But we 
have left a great many things undone, 
particularly deferred maintenance. 

During the war, because of shortages 
of men and materials, we have left our 
bridges unpainted and some of our 
streets, sewers, and steps unrepaired. 
To let them go that way much longer 
would be false economy, because in the

end the repairs will cost more. 

Our Bonded Debt 

There is one point where economy 
is practicable, eminently desirable, and 
universally beneficial. That point is our 
bonded debt. If it were cut in half, 
we would save more than $3,000,000 
a year in interest alone. If it were 
paid off entirely, we would save nearly 
$6,500,000. Then public improvements 
could be paid from current income. 

Our administration attacked at that 
point. In 1940, we instituted a pro¬ 
jected debt-reducing program, to which 
we hoped to adhere religiously, so that 
by 1970 Pittsburgh would not owe a 
cent. 

The falling assessments forced a 
modification of that program, although 
in spite of everything, we carried it 
well on its way. Once the tax base 
has been adjusted to the needs of a 
city, the size of ours, that program 
should be followed without deviation. 
That is wise and productive economy. 

But it is simply irresponsible and un¬ 
intelligent to talk, as some people do, 
as If it were only necessary to get out 
the pruning-knife and reduce taxes. 
Our administration has cut to the 
bone. There comes a time when 
further cutting may kill the patient. 
Great Pubic Improvements 
Our administration has been alive to 
the city’s physical needs. Among im¬ 
provements in our time have been 14 
major projects under the PWA pro¬ 
gram: 

Charles Anderson Memorial Bridge. 
Mission Street Bridge. 

Herrs Island. 

River Avenue. 

Chartiers Avenue at Corliss Station. 
Phipps Conservatory Reconstruction. 
South Side Market Reconstruction. 
City Asphalt Plant. 

Fifth Avenue Improvement in Oak¬ 
land. 

Bigelow Boulevard. 

Monongahela and Allegheny Rivers 
flood Improvements, including addition¬ 
al wharf and parking facilities. 

Panther Hollow Road through Schen- 
ley Park. 


River Avenue, North Side. 

Herrs Island to the Thlrty-tJilrd 
Street Bridge. 

There were many major sewer Im¬ 
provements based on a survey request¬ 
ed by me: 

Negley Run Drainage Basin, senlng 
the Highland Park, East Liberty, and 
Point Breeze districts. 

Heth’s Bun Drainage Basin, serving 
the East Liberty and Highland Part 
districts. 

Four-Mile Run Drainage Basin, serv¬ 
ing Oakland and Squirrel Hill, 

Bates Street Sewer Basin, draining 
part of Oakland. 

Columbus Avenue Drainage Basin, 
serving the North Side. 

Spring Garden Avenue Drainage 
Sewer, serving the eastern North Side. 

Thirty-third Street Drainage Basin, 
draining western East Liberty and part 
of Bloomfield. 

Altogether, 70 miles of sewer wre 
built or rebuilt at a cost of $5,400,000. 
01(1 Debts Had to be Paid 

In addition to the $68,000,0001 whicb 
our administration has spent on public 
improvements while reducing the pub¬ 
lic debt by almost $15,000,000, we jiave 
paid heavy Judgments, inherited from 
previous administrations, to the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad and Overbrook Bor¬ 
ough, and have liquidated an operat¬ 
ing deficit of $2,500,000, also inherited. 
The State Has Grabbed the Best 

We have achieved these things, and 
many more, with the lowest tax revenw 
among the 14 American cities of al« 
comparable with Pittsburgh. 

I should like to say something abou: 
Pittsburgh’s revenue—why it is so lov 
Your city government is pinched tef 
funds because the state has deprived 
you of home rule, has h<‘deed jou 
about with restrictions, so that you 
cannot •impose the taxes you choose 
and require, and has seized all tbe 
best sources of revenue for itself and 
refuses to give us our just share. 

The citizens of Pittsburgh have bee- 
the victims of a kind of legalized op¬ 
pression. Almost our only source 
income to pay for the things whlcb

our city needs, and to which our cit¬ 
izens are entitled, is real estate. Beal 
estate bears almost 90 percent of our 
tax burden. It has been shrinking in 
TSlue. 

The state, which makes the laws 
about such things, has taken all the 
best sources of income for itself—such 
sources, for instance, as taxes on gaso¬ 
line, liquor and cigarettes. 

We have been left with nothing but 
real estate. Taxes on real estate have 
been raised because values were shrink¬ 
ing and there was no other place to 
get the money. 

The rising of real estate taxes has 
served to chase more and more peo¬ 
ple Into the suburbs. Every time some¬ 
body moved out, one of two things 
had to happen. 

Either his tax was levied upon the 
remaining real estate, depressing its 
value still more, or the city had to 
reduce its income and, therefore, its 
genlces to the taxpayers. 

But every time you increase taxes or 
reduce services, you encourage some¬ 
body else to move into the suburbs. 
That's the vicious circle in which we 
are caught. 

If the process is never checked, 
eventually all those best able to pay 
till have moved, and Pittsburgh will 
be left with nothing but slums . . . 
and a business district. 

Our Non-Paying Guests 

Now that last—the business district— 
1* Important. It Is where thousands of 
our working citizens spend their hours 
of work and recreation. It is the dis¬ 
trict of the big office buildings, banks, 
theaters, restaurants, and so on. It is 
a district costly to you and your gov¬ 
ernment. 

It requires expensive fire and police 
protection, many traffic officers and 
trifle lights, costly street paving, 
lighting and sewering, and the like. 

And all these benefits are enjoyed 
every day for 10 hours or more by 
thousands upon thousands of perma¬ 
nent “guests” who pay not one cent 
for the service. 

I refer to the people who live in our 
wburbs and work in our city. They 


have all the advaiitages of Pittsburgh 
without paying for them. 

They enjoy our parks, our libraries 
free of charge. They are protected by 
our safety and health departments, and 
served by our law and works depart¬ 
ments, without paying a cent. 

A large part of the bill is paid by 
the home owners of Pittsburgh—many 
of whom work in big industries, and 
seldom visit the downtown section, and 
for themselves would not require many 
of these services. 

The City Continues to Serve 
Let us examine some of those services. 
There are four departments of your 
government consisting of many bureaus 
which are directly concerned with your 
daily life, health, safety, and comfort. 
They are the Departments of Safety, 
Works, Health, and Law. So much can 
be said; I will mention only some of 
the highlights that I think will be of 
public Interest. 

I think I need hardly say that I am 
extraordinarily proud of our Police and 
Fire Bureaus. They are more directly 
and importantly in daily contact with 
the people than any other function of 
government, and when they are not 
. right, we soon hear about It. 

The fact that there have been fewer 
complaints during our administration, 
than at any time In my memory, speaks 
' more loudly for our policemen and fire¬ 
men than reams of statistics. 

I should like, however, to mention 
certain outstanding administrative 
achievements in those bureaus. 

Friendly Service Bureau 
Foremost, perhaps, is the Friendly 
Service Bureau which founded and 
operates Hill City, the Youth Common¬ 
wealth which has attracted nation¬ 
wide attention and has accomplished 
remarkable things In reducing juvenile 
delinquency and Improving racial rela¬ 
tions. Its history reads like a book. 

Police Training School 

Also of prime importance was the 
institution of the Police Academy, 
which trains our officers in the me¬ 
chanics of arrest, ballistics, report writ¬ 
ing, care and use of firearms, and the 
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like, and also inculcates a proper phil¬ 
osophy of policing, teaching courtesy, 
patience, good humor, dignity and help¬ 
fulness. Policing is a profession, and the 
Police Academy recognizes it as such. 
It instills in our officers an under¬ 
standing of the fact that they are 
the visible representatives of law and 
order, and the protectors of the people 
at every hour of the day and night. 
With the end of the war, I hope that 
its activities will be expanded. 

Radio Detection 

Nothing has done more to strengthen 
our police force and deter criminals 
in Pittsburgh than the installation of 
our Frequency Modulation broadcasting 
system, one of the few now in ex¬ 
istence in the country. By means of 
this system, any police car can com¬ 
municate instantly with our central 
broadcasting station, and the station 
can commimicate with all cars simul¬ 
taneously. Thus, a net can be thrown 
across the whole city in a matter of 
minutes. The effect of this upon the 
prospective criminal can well be im¬ 
agined. Your criminal today knows that 
Pittsburgh is a good town to avoid. 
The station also serves nearby bor¬ 
oughs and townships, a service, form¬ 
erly free, for which they now gladly 
pay, with the result that our PM 
System is well on its way to being self- 
supporting. 

Murders in Pittsburgh, numbering 
400 in the nine-year period from 1928 
to 1936, were reduced to 274 for the 
nine years during my administration 
from 1937 to 1945. In the former period, 
there were 20 "racket” or "gangster” 
killings. In the latter, there was one. 

Our Firemen 

Such is the standing and calibre of 
our Bureau of Fire that our officers not 
only give intensive 3-week courses to 
new recruits and 2-week annual courses 
to older firemen, but are also called 
to go to California State Teachers Col¬ 
lege and to many of our neighboring 
communities to conduct fire-fighting 
schools. Our Firemen’s Training School 
is second to none in curriculum and 
faculty; but new quarters are needed, 
and I hope will be provided when 
materials become available. 


Pittsburgh’s per capita fire loss to 
our administration, averaging It for the 
nine-year period, was $1.37. Previous to 
our entering office, it was $1.66. For 
the country as a whole over che past 
25 years, it has averaged $4.68; for 
406 reporting cities, $3.30; for the 14 
largest cities, $2.19. The figures speal 
for themselves. 

The fireman’s work is not confined 
to answering alarms. Annually, mem¬ 
bers of the Bureau make from 3,000 
to 5,000 inspections, reporting danger¬ 
ous violations of safety standards to 
the Bureau of Building Inspection or 
the Health Department’s Inspection Bu¬ 
reau. How many fires are averted and 
lives saved by this service it would be 
impossible to estimate, but they at* 
many. 

A Little* Known Bureau 
In this connection, mention should 
be made of the 100 percent perfect 
record established by the Bureau of 
Electricity in handling 51,036 fire alarms 
in the nine years of our administra¬ 
tion without a single error. A record 
like that in a little known Bureau, 
with no direct contact with the pub- 
lie, is eloquent of a careful, painstak¬ 
ing over-all administration. 

That the human element is not dis¬ 
regarded imder our administration is 
one of the reasons for its success. As 
example is the system of awards for 
heroism above and beyond the call oi 
duty in the Bureaus of Police and Pit* 
These awards have done much for the 
morale of these departments. 

Bureau of Traffic Planning 
In the main lobby of City Hall can 
be seen plaques awarded to Pittsburgb 
for its achievements in traffic safer 
For these honors, the Bureau of Traffic 
Planning Is mainly responsible. The; 
include first place in the 1941 Natloai 
Safety Council’s contest for clues over 
500,000, and honorable mention in 1W4: 
plus first place in 1944, second in IW-' 
and 1941, and third in 1939, in 
American Automobile Association's con¬ 
test. I have already mentioned the sir¬ 
ing in lives and money due to the im¬ 
provement in Pittsburgh’s safety record 
Guarding Our Buildings 

I have mentioned in passing tt* 
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work done by the Bureau of Building 
Inspection to safeguard the citizens. 
This Bureau, I believe, has made more 
progress since 1937 than ever before. 

In addition to insuring the safety 
of theaters, dance halls and other places 
where people assemble, the Bureau has 
carried on an intensive campaign against 
fire dangers requiring all inflammable 
material to be fire-proofed, insisting 
upon adequate exits, and enforcing 
State fire laws strictly. The Bureau 
has been a leader in proposing im¬ 
proved regulations and better methods 
of construction. 

Included among these are regulations 
for welding and fire escapes, glass 
veneer construction, dry-cleaning shops 
(to prevent flash fires) and the like. 
The Bureau Is working toward pub¬ 
lication of a codified. Indexed building 
code in one volume to assist builders. 

An ordinance requiring strictest safety 
precautions, including fire-proofing of 
tents of circuses entering Pittsburgh, 
has obviated danger of such a disaster 
as shocked the nation a few years ago. 

A book could easily be filled with 
the accomplishments of our Bureau of 
Building Inspection In protecting the 
lives and limbs of our people. 

Biirpiui of Water 

The Water Bureau has saved enorm¬ 
ous sums for the taxpayers by a six- 
year program of finding and closing 
hidden leaks totalling more than 
15,000.000 gallons a day. The result is 
that in a period of all-time high in¬ 
dustrial and residential use, our pump- 
age of water has dropped from nearly 
92,000,000 gallons a day in 1937 to 
81,000,000 in 1944. This made it pos¬ 
sible for Pittsburgh to meet the in¬ 
creased demands for water without ad¬ 
ditional plants or distribution facilities. 
We are one of the few cities to ac¬ 
complish this. 

The Bureau has also installed large 
storage tanks to improve pressure in 
Squirrel Hill, the outer Lincoln avenue 
district, and the high levels of the 
South Side. We have built 25 miles 
of new water mains, and replaced 32 
miles of inadequate mains. We took 
fullest advantage of federal assistance 
in this work, and kept the cost to our 
taxpayers low. 


The Bureau has also installed a 
60,000-pounds-steam-capacity generator 
at Ross Pumping Station, a 200 k. w. 
turbo generator, flood protection and 
flood pumps, power lines between Ross 
and Aspinwall station, underground 
steam lines from Ross to the Filtration 
Plant, many new large rising mains, 
an 800 horsepower steam turbine, and 
many other improvements to insure an 
uninterrupted supply of safe, pure 
water. 

Bureau of Parks 

I think I need hardly mention the 
achievements of our Bureaus of Parks 
and Recreation. You, the people, know 
the parks; you know they are among 
the finest in the country; you know 
that among the most ennobling of 
human experiences is a visit to our 
annual Spring Flower Show, or to our 
perennial gardens, our rose gardens, our 
azalea garden. 

I believe also that most of you are 
familiar with the vast improvements 
that have been made in our zoo—^the 
outside, natural-type bear pits, the great 
aviary where birds can be watched in 
flight, the greater variety of wild life 
now on display. 

You know, too, the changes in Ober 
Park, North Side Common, Riverview 
Park Entrance, Schenley Park, High¬ 
land Park, Frick, McBride, Phillips, 
McKinley, Grandview, Mt. Washington, 
Olympia, West End, Sheraden, Arsenal, 
Herron Hill, and Westinghouse Parks. 

But you can hardly be aware of the 
Improvements made underground for 
your comfort—^to drainage systems, 
water lines, heating systems, and the 
like. 

Altogether, there has been spent in 
our parks, recreation areas, and beauty 
spots, about $6,439,310, of which the 
taxpayers of Pittsburgh have had to 
provide only $2,020,303, or less than 
one-third. 

There has been added to our park 
area the 90 acres of the Country Club 
Area in Frick Park, valued at $125,000; 
the 10 acres of trees, shrubs, formal 
gardens and lawns in Mellon Park, 
valued at $500,000; and the Marshall 
Residence with two acres, valued at 
$250,000, 
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Under our administration, the Bureau 
of Parks has also had a wise policy of 
thoughtfulness toward the citizens, and 
of cooperation with such civic agencies 
as the Greater Pittsburgh Parks As¬ 
sociation, Pittsburgh Zoological Society, 
Mayor’s Advisory Committee on Con¬ 
servatories, Pittsburgh Park and Play¬ 
ground Society, Rlverview Park Com¬ 
mission, Pennsylvania Sportsmen’s 
Luncheon Club, and others. 

Through our good relations with such 
organizations, the city has received for 
its - parks, gifts of money, supplies, and 
animals valued at more than $145,500. 

The Bureau of Parks has instituted 
many new services, such as special 
gardens, fishing, horseback, archery, 
nature education, open-air opera, folk 
festivals, overnight cabins for Scouts, 
tennis courts and ice-skating rinks, as¬ 
sistance to Victory Gardeners, and the 
like. Old services have been much im¬ 
proved. Vandalism in the parks has 
been cut to the minimum. 

Bureau of Recreation 

The Bureau of Recreation has made 
remarkable strides in broadening its 
usefulness to the people. Utilizing leis¬ 
ure time, it has aimed to build phy¬ 
sique, develop character, and promote 
better citizenship among our boys and 
girls. I know that it has done much 
to prevent Juvenile delinquency. In 
fact, Pittsburgh has not had the prob¬ 
lem that other cities have had with 
their youngsters, and I attribute this 
largely to the work of the Bureau of 
Recreation especially, through the 
establishment of interesting Saturday 
evening programs that provided super¬ 
vised recreation for older boys and girls. 

A resume of the advances made in 
the City’s public recreation program 
during the period 1936-45 would be of 
great length. I am, therefore, summar¬ 
izing only the major developments of 
that nine-year period. 

The number of indoor recreation 
centers has been Increased from 13 in 
1936 to 32 in 1945. This has meant an 
extension of services to communities 
which were either not being served in 
1936 or were in great need of more 
service: 

Hill District, (Ammon). 


Lawrencevllle, (Arsenal). 

East Liberty, (Lemlngton School). 

Homewood-Brushton, (Baxter Jr. 
High School). 

Brookline, (Moore). 

Beech view, (Beech wood School). 

Beltzhoover, (Beltzhoover School). 

West End, (West End and Thaddeus 
Stevens School). 

South Side, (South Side Market 
House. 

Hazelwood, (Burgwln). 

North Side, (Pleasant Valley, Jefferson 
and Phipps School). 

The Bureau is also directing the en¬ 
tire recreation program in the follow¬ 
ing five housing projects: 

Hazelwood District, (Glen Hazel 
Heights). 

South Side District, (Arlington 
Heights). 

Hill District, (Bedford Dwellings). 

North Side, (Allegheny Dwellings). 

Sheridan and West End District, 
(Broadhead Manor). 

As a result of this expansion and ex¬ 
tension of recreation services, our 
recorded figures show an Increase 
through indoor centers with an annual 
attendance of 1,700,000. 

In addition to the above oenten 
which were not in operation before 
1936, the City in 1938-39 buUt on the 
sites of four old and completely In¬ 
adequate centers, four of the finest 
centers in the country — buildings 
complete with club rooms, gymnasia, 
auditoriums, craft rooms, game rooms, 
dressing rooms and showers, lavatories 
and caretakers’ quarters. These cen¬ 
ters comprise Lower Herron Hill (West 
Penn): Beltzhoover-KInoxville (Warring¬ 
ton); South Side (Ormsby); Troy Hill 
(Cowley). 

The program in these new facllltlea 
along with Ammon, the most com¬ 
plete and adequate layout in tie City, 
are giving 3.3 times as mucn servlee 
each as the old centers which they 
replaced. 

The number of swimming pools Jiu 
been increased by four—giving servlc* 
to heretofore unserved areas in South 
Hills (Moore Pool), Hill District (Am¬ 
mon Pool), Hazelwood (Burgwln), and 
North Side (Pleasant Valley). Thw 
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are modern, well-equipped pools and 
have served increasingly large groups 
each year since their construction. The 
attendance at these pools is 519,304 for 
a 2i4 month swimming season. In ad¬ 
dition to the pools, major recreation 
areas have also been developed at 
these sites. 

The number of summer playgrounds 
under the supervision of the Bureau 
of Recreation has been increased by 
31 since 1936, and they provide service 
to an annual total attendance of 
301,000. 

Bureau of Refuse 

Pittsburgh’s garbage collections have 
been as good as they could possibly 
be made in a time of total war when 
we were harassed by the most serious 
shortages in material and man power. 
It has not been what we wanted it 
to be, nor as good as it can be made, 
once men, trucks, tires, and parts are 
available. Our administration tried to 
do all that was humanly possible under 
the most trying conditions. The peo¬ 
ple have been patient in this as in 
other things, and I am grateful to 
them. 

I should appreciate it if the public 
would bear with me while I discuss 
some of the major problems in this 
connection. 

There are nearly 180,000 garbage col¬ 
lection points in Pittsburgh—roughly 
140,000 served by the City Bureau of 
Refuse, and 40,000 by the Allegheny 
Garbage Company on the North Side. 

Pittsburgh's terrain—as every Pitts¬ 
burgher knows—is exceedingly rugged. 
We cope with steep hills and precipi¬ 
tous valleys, with tunnels and rivers 
and cliffs. When there is ice on the 
streets, many are simply unapproach¬ 
able by truck. 

Garbage often must be carried down 
or up long flights of steps or along 
difficult pathways or sidewalks. Not 
many cities are comparable with Pitts¬ 
burgh in this respect. 

In 1943, we drove 1,053,403 truck- 
miles to collect garbage and refuse. 
We had to get along with patched-up 
trucks. Sometimes we had to take 
trucks out of service, so that their 


tires or parts might be used to keep 
others running. Seventy-nine of our 
experienced men were in military 
service. 

What we did was not good enough; 
but how many services of any kind 
were “good enough’’ in the past few 
years of war? Everybody had to get 
along with curtailed service in every¬ 
thing, Including deliveries of milk, food, 
and other daily essentials. 

The Health of the People 

Pittsburgh’s Department of Health 
has been wisely and aggressively ad¬ 
ministered during our time in office. 

The new Mxmicipal Hospital was 
opened in May, 1941, replacing the 
inadequate and dangerous old hospital. 
Our philosophy has been that an in¬ 
fectious disease hospital is like a fire 
department—the less it is used the 
better pleased we are. It is an institu¬ 
tion for emergencies, and should be 
used for that purpose. 

The soundness of this view, I think, 
was amply demonstrated when we were 
caught in an infantile paralysis epi¬ 
demic. Not only did we have ready 
and waiting full facilities for caring 
for our own patients, but also we were 
able to assist many other commimi- 
tles. 

Let anyone, who doubts the worth 
of this Institution and the wisdom of 
the Investment we made in it, con¬ 
sult with the father or mother of any 
of the children who are walking about 
today because they got the best of at¬ 
tention at a time when they were 
stricken with infantile paralysis. 

Nor do I doubt that the epidemic 
might have been much worse—^perhaps 
catastrophically worse—had we not had 
the Municipal Hospital in which to 
isolate patients the moment their ill¬ 
ness was diagnosed. It is my position 
that when a child is stricken with such 
a disease, the best—the very best—is 
none too good for him, especially when 
he must be away from his family and 
friends. Municipal Hospital provided the 
best. 

The Department of Health also oper¬ 
ates Leech Farm Hospital for tubercu¬ 
losis. Not only has It a remarkable 
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record in healings, also I am con¬ 
vinced that it is one of the greatest 
safeguards for our community health 
because it takes the infected person 
away from contact with the public. 
The bed capacity was increased 50 
percent during our administration from 
300 to 450 beds. 

Smoke Control 

For decades, every effort to rid our 
city of this pervading nuisance has 
been met with skepticism, scoffing, and 
downright antagonism. It has been said 
that I risked my political head when 
I installed the Bureau of Smoke Con¬ 
trol in 1942. Perhaps I did. The Bu¬ 
reau has been a success, and I still 
have my head. 

The Smoke Control Program natural¬ 
ly has been terribly hampered by the 
war. The impossibility of purchasing 
smokeless burners and other critical 
materials has set us back several years. 
Nevertheless, the Bureau has gone ahead 
to do what can be done, in spite of 
these difficulties, it has achieved nota¬ 
ble things. 

More than 2,000 smokestacks have 
been eliminated, and many other mod¬ 
ern improvements made to redhce the 
amount of smoke. The railroads have 
appointed 12 inspectors who work with 
us against the common enemy. But to 
become completely effective, smoke con¬ 
trol must become a coxmty-wide project. 

The Bureau is self-supporting, re¬ 
turning enough money in fees to pay 
its expenses. 

Milk Control 

Our milk control ordinance, requir¬ 
ing cover caps for all bottles and pas¬ 
teurization of all milk, has done more 
to protect our community health, 
especially our Infants and children, 
than anything else I can think of. 
Otlier Health Measures 

Our administration also passed an 
ordinance eliminating all connections 
between our water supply and private 
wells, which were a continual source of 
danger to the community. 

The Department’s venereal disease con¬ 
trol program, which included the estab¬ 
lishment of a new public health lab¬ 
oratory in Municipal Hospital, has been 


splendidly successful. It has made 
675,000 examinations and treated 53,446 
cases, with the result that Pittsburgh's 
venereal disease rate was reported by 
the Army to be the lowest in all cities 
covered by the Third Service Com¬ 
mand. 

The Work of the I..aw Department 

The first thing to be said about our 
law department is that under our ad¬ 
ministration it has always represented 
the people and not the public utilities 
or other special interest; and under the 
leadership appointed by me, it has 
achieved such remarkable successes as 
to attract nation-wide attention. 

But this department has not confined 
itself to the spectacular. In routine 
affairs its efficiency has been no less 
than in cases attracting the public 
eye. By improving the handling of 
workmen’s compensation, it has saved 
almost $250,000; by changing the con¬ 
solidation of liens, it has saved $25,000 
annually; by successfully upholding the 
constitutionality of the act transfer¬ 
ring the mental hospitals to the state, 
it has saved almost $1,000,000 a year 
for the taxpayers. 

We have left nothing undone in the 
effort—which I still hope to see a suc¬ 
cess—to rid the Pittsburgh Railways 
Company of its 999-year leases to un- 
derliers, which places a burden of 
$3,500,000 on the travelling public be¬ 
fore the first wheel begins to turn. 
If we can eliminate that injustice— 
and I think we can—we can assure 
the people of Pittsburgh of the finest 
transportation at the lowest prices. 

Nor need I tell you that our struggle 
against exorbitant gas rates and street- 
lighting charges has been equally vig¬ 
orous. We prevented an increase in tbe 
rates of the Equitable Gas Company, 
saving the consumers $1,400,000 a year. 
We are opposing the equally unjusti¬ 
fied rates of the Peoples Gas Company. 

We are attacking at the source of 
high rates by bringing the Pittsburgh 
and West Virginia Gas Company and 
the Kentucky-West Virginia Gas Com¬ 
pany before the Federal Power Com¬ 
mission. We charge that their excess 
profits—which come out of your poclt- 
ets— are more* than $1,000,000 a year. 
We think we can prove that charge. 
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It was our law department which 
established the constitutionality of the 
law under which such housing develop¬ 
ments as Terrace Village and Bedford 
Dwellings were erected. It was also our 
law department which proved the un- 
constitutionallty of an Act requiring 
cities and other communities to pay 
half pay to employees in the armed 
forces, as if city employees in service 
were entitled to more consideration 
than taxpayers in service. The tax¬ 
payers of Pittsburgh were saved more 
than a million dollars, as a result. 

Also many millions of dollars were saved 
by the State and the various political 
subdivisions. 

A Proposed New Source of Water Supply 
I leave office with one of my fond¬ 
est hopes for the City of Pittsburgh 
unfulfilled. My plan to bring unlimited 
quantities of pure spring water by 
gravity from the motmtalns of Penn¬ 
sylvania to the Workshop of the World 
has caused some to call me a dreamer. 

But the hydraulic engineers of the 
Aluminum Company of America aro 
not dreamers, and after a study re¬ 
quiring several months, they certified 
my Pure Water Plan as not only en¬ 
tirely practicable but also self-liquidat¬ 
ing and profitable. 

Not only would it give Pittsburgh 
the finest water to bo had, and that in 
unlimited quantities, but also would 
eliminate all pumping—and thus most 
of the expense—and after paying for 
itself, would pour handsome profits I 
into the city’s treasury. 

The effect upon our industries can 
be Imagined. Pittsburgh’s greatest in¬ 
dustrial need is for a variety of small 
fabricating plants. We are so closely 
tied to steel that our fortunes are un¬ 
duly affected hy any changes in that 
basic Industry. We need diversification 
for proper balance. 

Nothing would do more to attract 
such small industries, and to prosper 
those both large and small which, are 
already here, than unlimited amounts 
of pure mountain water at the lowest 
prices. 

The Pure Water Plan is there for 
the city to use at any time, and I hope 
that some one of my successors will 


see it carried into actuality. 

The Point Park 

Another of ray “dreams,” as the 
cynics called it, was for a National 
Park at the Point, where historic Fort 
Pitt is situated. 

We were scoffed at when we said that 
the walls of Fort Pitt were there, 
covered by the debris of nearly two 
centuries. Yet we were not guessing. 

We were basing our statements on the 
most careful investigation and the most 
painstaking engineering surveys. And 
the walls were there, exactly where 
we had said they would be found. 

So impressive was the discovery that 
the National Park Service was im¬ 
mediately interested; and there now 
is hardly any doubt that the time will 
come when Port Pitt will be restored. 

What I hope to see is a park of 
fifty beautiful acres at the apex of our 
Golden Triangle, a park with Fort Pitt 
in its point, and along its base per¬ 
haps a row of apartment buildings over¬ 
looking the juncture of the Allegheny 
and Monongahela Rivers to form the 
Ohio. 

Mt. Washington 

Nor have I ever ceased to hope that 
some community use would some time 
be made of Grandview Avenue in Mt. 
Washington, whence it is possible to 
obtain one of the most remarkable 
scenic views on earth- 

A Wonderful City 

Pittsburgh is a city of breathtaking 
industrial and commercial achieve¬ 
ments; it could easily be a city of 
breathtaking beauty. No community in 
the world has a finer natural setting 
than ours, built as It is on the hills 
and in the valleys at the confluence of 
three rivers which were once among 
the loveliest in America. 

I should like to know that some 
time, somehow, Pittsburgh will take 
advantage of its natural beauties, and 
transform itself into a city which will 
be the marvel of the world. 

It seems to me that the housing 
projects carried through here during 
our administration were a step in that 
direction. They transformed some of 
our barest and most useless hills Into 
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UNFINISHED BUSINESS 


decent living quarters for fathers and 
mothers and boys and girls who had 
never known anything but the squalor 
and the baseness of the slums. 

They are only a beginning, but they 
are that much. They are at least a 
step toward the city that Pittsburgh 
ought to be, could easily be, and, 1 
have every hope, will one day be. 

A Final Word 

We must stop scoffing at "dream¬ 
ers.” We must learn to be “dreamers” 
ourselves. There must first be the 
vision before there can ever be the 
fact. Pittsburgh is no small thing, 
and it must stop small thinking. It 
must refuse to be deterred from ac¬ 
complishment by the self-styled "prac¬ 
tical” men who, because they have 
neither imagination nor courage, nor 
vision, resist every proposal for ad¬ 
vancement. 

But I cannot continue Indefinitely. 
There are many more things I should 
like to say. I should like to sit down 
with each of you and chat about these 
eventful years through which we have 
lived together. Sometimes the Mayor’s 
office is lonely. Often I have wished 
that I could enter your living rooms 
and ask your opinions. Frequently I 
have wondered whether you approvea 
of my efforts to serve you. 

There are disadvantages to a job 
where you can’t step into the boss’ of¬ 
fice and ask him, “How’mi I doin’?” 

I think I have served you as well 
as I could, I have had successes and 
failures. It’s human to err. I have been 
right sometimes, and wrong sometimes. 
My errors have been errors of the head, 
not the heart; my successes have been 
largely due to your help. 

I repeat that I am deeply grateful 
to you for cooperating with me for 
nearly 10 years. And as I prepare to 
hand over my office to my successor, 

I only wish that I could shake hands 
with each of you and say, "Thank you” 
in person.

Mr. Demmler arose and said: 

Mr. President: — Every Pltte- 
burgher and everyone in Southwestern 
Pennsylvania, I am sure, was pleased 
to learn of Governor Martin’s endorse¬ 
ment of the highways and park Im¬ 
provement of this district. We endorse 
this program and look for prompt ac¬ 
tion and support on the part of the 
State authorities. 

Early in August of this year, Repon 
No. 1, on Major Highways Projects to 
the County of Allegheny by the Alle¬ 
gheny Conference on Community De¬ 
velopment was issued. Quoting from 
this report we read: 

“As herein indicated, this present 
report is limited to twenty maja' 
projects in which the State, the 
County, and the City of Pittsburgh 
are Individually or jointly con¬ 
cerned. and for some or some parts 
of which the contract plans are 
said to be virtually ready for ad¬ 
vertising. For this reason the Con¬ 
ference deemed it best to record 
immediately its findings on these 
projects. 

“Their order of construction i» 
thus all the more important 
Obviously, taking into account costs 
of preliminary studies and surveys, 
design, construction, and proptfiv 
damages, the projects should he 
given precedence which will be of 
the greatest over-all benefit to the 
greatest number of persons. 

“STATE-CITY PROJECTS 

1. Ohio River Boulevard-Pit-' 
burgh Extension. 
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2. Allegheny Avenue and Bidwell 
Street. 

3. East Street - Evergreen Road 
Traffic Interchange. 

“COMMENT: While the Confer¬ 
ence fully recognizes the need for 
better facilities for William Penn 
and Lincon Highway traffic bound 
to and from the East and downtown 
Pittsburgh, it feels tjhat, in view of 
the enormous preliminary estimated 
cost of $22,000,000 (including engi¬ 
neering but not property damages) 
for a project nine miles In length, 
additional studies should be made 
to determine whether the projects 
Jujstifles so great an expenditure as 
planned for. A physical cost of 
approximately $2,500,000 per mile 
certainly calls for careful examina¬ 
tion of the proposed plans.” 

Little publicity was given to this re¬ 
port. It deserves more. In a Pittsburgh 
Press editorial of October 28th, 1945, 
there appears this section: 

“Now, we don’t say that the State 
Plan is perfect. Or final. Or not 
subject to future additions and 
changes. Or that many other projects 
aren’t worthy and desirable. 

“The vital and compelling thing 
about it is that THE MONEY IS 
AVAILABLE; THE PLANS ARE 
READY; AND THEY HAVE BEEN 
APPROVED. 

“And it seems to us that the 
sensible policy is one of getting 
what we can while the getting is 
good.” 

We regret to note that the Governor’s 
program does not include the extension 
of the Ohio River Boulevard into the 
City. This extension of the Ohio River 
Boulevard into the City by way of 
Allegheny Avenue and Bidwell Street, 
was a part of the project submitted 
by the City Planning Commission to 
the Mayor and City Council in Novem¬ 
ber, 1943. There was presented in 
Council on February 28, 1944, Council 
Bill No. 2771, which was a report of 
the Planning Commission regarding a 
location plan for the Ohio River Boule¬ 
vard Extension. On May 22, 1944, there 


was presented in Council Bill No. 722, 
which was a plan and communication 
from the City Planning Commission for 
this improvement. Since that time this 
plan, which has the approval of the 
City Planning Commission, the County 
Planning Commission and the Tech¬ 
nical Committee of the Regional Plan¬ 
ning Commission, has been waiting for 
action on the part of the State for ap¬ 
proval or disapproval. I, personally, 
have visited a number of times at 
Harrisburg and have called on the 
Secretary of Highways. In addition to 
these personal visits, there have been 
numerous letters, both personal and 
from our Department of Public Works, 
regarding this improvement. To date 
no definite word has been received. I 
am sure that many citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh regret the failure of the Gov¬ 
ernor to include this worthwhile im¬ 
provement in his program. 

The Chair said: 

Gentlemen: — The people of 
Pittsburgh were told in newspaper 
headlines last week that the State of 
Pennsylvania would Immediately under¬ 
take an Improvement program in this 
Coimty that has been only in the dis¬ 
cussion stage for many years. It is a 
program that has the enthusiastic sup¬ 
port of every citizen of Pittsburgh. It 
is a glorious program. It is something 
that Pittsburgh needs. It is a program 
that will invigorate our growth like 
water on a plant. Everybody in Pitts¬ 
burgh is for it. Five days have passed 
since Governor Martin made his sen¬ 
sational announcement, and I am truly 
sorry to report that neither City Coun¬ 
cil nor any official of the City, so far 
as I know, has been informed in any 
way other than through the newspapers 
of the agreed-upon details of the pro¬ 
gram. It is an astonishing situation, 
particularly so in view of the fact that 
City Council of Pittsburgh by formal 
resolution adopted Monday, January 24, 
1944, definitely and specifically, inform¬ 
ed the Governor of Pennsylvania that 
these improvements must be abandoned 
or would be retarded unless the State 
of Pennsylvania agreed to pay all prop¬ 
erty damages. That resolution is re¬ 
corded in 'Volume 78, Proceedings 
of the Council of the City of Pitts- 
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burgh, for Monday, January 24, 1944, 
and the pertinent parts thereof read as 
follows: 

“WHEREAS, Post-war improvements 
jointly sponsored by the State, the 
County of Allegheny and the City 
will necessitate the payment of large 
sums of money in the way of prop¬ 
erty damage; and, 

WHEREAS, Some and perhaps all of 
such post-war improvements will be 
retarded or abandoned because real 
estate owners of Pittsburgh cannot in 
all Justice be called upon to pay any 
part of the property damage Involved; 
Now, therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, That Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh respectfully petitions and 
requests the Governor of Pennsylvania 
to immediately earmark and set aside 
the sum of at least $5,000,000.00 foi 
the payment of Pittsbmgjh’s share of 
property damage incurred in any such 
post-war improvement program; and be 
it further 

RESOLVED, That Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh respectfully petitions and 
requests the Governor of Pennsylvania 
in the next special or regular session 
of the State Legislature to urge the 
presentation and passage of a bill, or 
bills, imposing upon the State of Penn¬ 
sylvania full and complete liability for 
any property damage in Pittsburgh 
Incurred by the Improvements Jointly 
undertaken, or to be xmdertaken, by 
the State, County and City, or any of 
them, in the post-war period.” 

The record of City Coimcll shows that 


the Governor of Pennsylvania respond¬ 
ed to this resolution by informing us 
that he would not present this matter 
at the then pending special session of 
the Legislature. Since that time we 
have not heard from him except In¬ 
directly through a legislative enactment 
during the last session of the General 
Assembly at Harrisburg, which author¬ 
izes the State of Pennsylvania, if It 
desires, to pay such property damages 
as are herein imder discussion. We 
have received no assurances whatsoever 
that the State of Pennsylvania will 
actually pay these damages, nor is there 
any agreement among us at all as to 
the location of the downtown portion, 
particularly, of the Penn-Llncoln high¬ 
way. Nor, indeed, of its Squirrel Hill 
location. 

In view of these facts, I am of the 
sincere opinion that the Governor’s an- 
noimcement was prematiue. I sincerely 
hope that these newspaper headlines 
are accurate in their created impres¬ 
sion that the State of Pennsylvania is 
ready and willing to go through with 
the stated program at its own expense. 

I respectfuly request the Governor of 
Pennsylvania to inform City Council 
how much we are expected to throw 
into the pot.

Mr. President:—I wish to make a 
few remarks on this bill and also with 
respect to the editorial which ap¬ 
peared in the Pittsburgh Press last 
week. 

This ordinance proposes to create a 
position of Assistant Superintendent In 
thel Bureau of Recreation. The original 
proposition that was mentioned in 
committee called for an annual salary 
of $4,410.00 per annum. It was amend¬ 
ed to read $2,752.00, which was the 
salary formerly paid the Assistant 
Superintendent, plus the 6 per cent, 
increase given last year. 

Under the heading “Inequity in City 
Hall,” the Pittsburgh Press condemned 
me for opposing the creation of this 
position. In my opinion, they do not 
know what they are talking about, or 
are not concerned with the facts. 

This Council fixed the salary of the 
Acting Superintendent, who took the 
place of Mr. Wadsworth when he en¬ 
tered the service of the Navy last 
year, in excess of what the employee 
was then receiving. 

This employee at that time assumed 
the responsibility of the Bureau 
Remieation. Since Mr. Wadsworth’s re- 





turn—and I understand he has been 
here for three weeks—^the job should 
have been given to him immediately 
upon his return. He is now available 
and should be returned to his posi¬ 
tion. Before Mr. Wadsworth entered 
the service he handled the superin¬ 
tendency of the Bureau of Recreation. 
Why should we as councilmen, or why 
should the citizens of Pittsburgh, be 
forced to pay $4,410.00 to somebody 
who worked for $2,710.00. If the per¬ 
son to be replaced by Mr. Wadsworth 
Is better qualified than he, then it was 
up to the Administration to dismiss 
Mr. Wadsworth and employ this per¬ 
son before Mr. Wadsworth went into 
the service. 

I do not think we should create a 
Job paying $4,410.00 just to bring the 
salary up to what the Acting Super¬ 
intendent was getting. 

When this position of Acting Super¬ 
intendent was created, it was done 
with the distinct understanding that 
the employee filling the said position 
would immediately go back to the 
salary she received as Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent when Mr. Wadsworth returned 
to duty as Superintendent. 

I am not going to vote to increase 
the salary of any employee while sub¬ 
stituting for our boys who fought 
In the war. I am for our boys getting 
their Jobs back. I am opposed to any 
city employee waiting three weeks or 
longer to be returned to his position, 
as the circumstances are in this case. 
These employees should be returned 
to their previous status the day they 
come home.

Gentlemen:—It is probably the 
opinion of everyone in the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh that time has come mr radical 
remnlng. That portion of Fifth avenue 
from Craig street out is the proper place 
to begin. The matter has been brought 
to a locus by the contract for acquisi¬ 
tion by an individual purchaser of the 
lot known as the Ferguson lot, at the 
comer of Morewood and Fifth avenues. 
The Ordinance previously passed, and 
which was recalled from me by the 
Council, undertook to rezone this as a 
"aecond area.” Had this ordinance not 
been recalled, I would have vetoed it 
u spot zoning. The current Ordinance, 
J*o. 2873, undertakes to rectify the ques¬ 
tion of spot zoning, but also leaves the 
question of the development of the 
area from Morewood avenue to Amber- 
son avenue open to the possibility of 
buUdmgs housing population of a great¬ 
er density than desired by the Zoning 
Board. 

There is on file in the office of the 
City Clerk, and has been sent to each 
member of the Council, a definite com¬ 
mitment by Mr. J. Hartwell Hillman, 

Jr, to the effect that if the particular 
area from Morewood to Amberson ave¬ 


nue is made Area One under the Ordi¬ 
nance, he will either (1) repurchase 
from the individual who has contracted 
for the purchase of the property at 
Fifth and Morewood, at a fifty per cent 
increase over his purchase price; or (2) 
will, if the said purchaser builds ac¬ 
cording to Area One standards, finance 
him; or (3) he will definitely, on or be¬ 
fore May 1st, begin the construction of 
garden apartments in complete accord¬ 
ance with the requirements of the City 
as provided for tmder Area One. 

This is upon the understanding that 
the City will, by ordinance, make the 
area from Morewood to Amberson ave¬ 
nue Area One. In the event that the 
City so ordains, no protest will be made 
against Including all the other areas 
now included in this current ordinance 
as Area Two. Therefore, if Council 
passes an ordinance including the area 
described in this ordinance (except the 
area between Morewood and Amberson) 
as Area Two and makes the area be¬ 
tween Morewood and Amberson, Area 
One, the desires of the protesting citi¬ 
zens will be met, a large area will be 
open to the construction of buildings 
with a density prescribed under Area 
Two, and we can determine the future 
needs by legislation. 

For the above reasons I’ return un¬ 
approved Ordinance No. 2873 with the 
suggestion and request that you act in 
accordance with the above.

cil that the aforesaid valutlon is fair 
and reasonable; Now, therefore, be it 
RESOLVED. That the City of Pitts¬ 
burgh does hereby agree to the aforesaid 
valuation of $100.00 per share for each 
share of its preferred stock amounting 
to 1,400 shares Issued by the Pittsburgh 
Coal Company, and agrees to accept the 
sum of $140,000.00 in cash upon the 
merger becoming effective; And be it

RESOLVED, That the Mayor and the 
Treasurer of the City of Pittsburgh are 
hereby authorized and empowered to

The sub-committee made a report rec- 
commending the acceptance of t.he of¬ 
fer, and the report of the sub-committee 
was adopted as the I'eport of the com¬ 
mittee of the whole, I do not know 
what other matters require any further 
discussion in committee. The question 
is, shall we or shall we not accept the 
offer as outlined in this resolution? This 
is nothing more than taking formal ac¬ 
tion for the record of Council. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I have no ob¬ 
jection to the report of the committee. 
I think it is the wisest thing to do by 
this Council in regard to this stock. I 
want to know if the motion I made in 
committee last Tuesday has been tran¬ 
scribed and forwarded to the proper 
officials; and if not, I want it under¬ 
stood that this money be earmarked 
for the maintenance of the Oliver Bath 
House. That was the original intent 
of the donor. The money should not 
revert to the general frmd of the City. 
I think it should be used for the pur¬ 
poses originally intended by the donor, 


namely, the repair and maintenance of 
the Oliver Bath House. 

Mr. Duff said: 

Mr. President:—I might say, for 
Mr. Gallagher’s information, Inat this 
stock constitutes a trust fund for the 
maintenance of the Oliver Bath House, 
and the money derived from It is sub¬ 
stituted for it. It does not revert to 
the general fund of the City. 

Mr. Gallagher said: 

Mr. president:—^That money was 
originally used for the maintenance of 
the bath house. When it was changed 
to stock of the Coal Company, the bath 
house was sadly neglected, because there 
were no dividends paid on the stock to 
pay for the upkeep of the bath house, 
and the City, from time to time, had 
to take money out of the tax fund to 
make repairs. At the present time, I 
know some improvements are necessary. 

The Chair said; 

’This is a trust fund, and auto¬ 
matically the money is at the disposal 
of the City for the maintenance and 
repair of the Oliver Swimming Pool, and 
nothing else. To make doubly sure your 
idea is carried out, why not instruct» 
copy of these remarks be sent to the 
City Solicitor, City Controller and the 
City Treasurer. 

Mr. Weir arose and said: 

Mr. President:—I do not oppose 
the passage of this resolution. I merely 
wanted to make sure that the principal 
and interest of this money is to be used 
for the purposes intended.

The money from the sale of the 
stock and any interest that the City 
may receive on it is to be ured for the 
repair and maintenance of the Ollwr 
Bath House.

City Council has gone on record oppos¬ 
ing the rates of the natural gas com¬ 
panies In Pittsburgh, and particularly 
opposed the application of the Manu¬ 
facturers Light and Heat Company, the 
Equitable Gas Company and the Peoples 
Natural Gas Company, before the Public 
Utility Commission of Pennsylvania to 
Increase their rates to consumers in 
Pittsburgh and adjoining municipalities, 
and 

WHEREAS, The City, through the ef¬ 
ficient and capable work of the Law 
Department, was able to convince the 
Public Utility Commission to deny the 
application of the Equitable Gas Com¬ 
pany (or increased rates, thus saving* 
the consumers many thousands of dol¬ 
lars; and 

WHEREAS, The case of the Peoples 
Natural Gas Company was taken to the 
Superior Court of the Commonwealth of 
Pennsylvania, which reversed the Public 
Utility Commission and held that the 
company’s rate base should be reduced 
with a corresponding benefit to consum¬ 
ers by a downward revision of the com¬ 
pany's present rates; and

Solicitor and her aides, and much credit 
for the results achieved are due to the 
excellent way in which they handled 
the legal phases which were a pre¬ 
requisite to the presentation of the 
I't's Irefore the Public Utility Commis¬ 


sion and the Courts of Pennsylvania;

utilities to increase their rates, and 
that a copy of this resolution ‘be for¬ 
warded to Miss Anne X. Alpern, City 
Solicitor.

pany, in the decision handed dowir by 
the Superior Court of Pennsylvania, it 
is estimated we will save the consumers 
approximately $2,400,000. 

I For this reason I presented this reso- 
I lution commending the City Solicitor 
j and her aides for the brilliant fight they 
I have put up against the monopolies of 
the public utilities serving the people 
of Pittsburgh. 

In this resolution, if adopted by this 
Council, we pledge ourselves to back 
her up to the limit. Some of these 
cases are not settled yet, and for that 
reason we may have to go to the United 
States Supreme Court or to the Pedei-al 
Securities Commission. I urge this 
Council continue, as they have in the 
past, by supporting this resolution.

When the bill came up for initial 
vote in Cotmcil, it received seven 
votes, and later inroads were made to 
stymie the final enactment of the bill. 

I am going to vote to override the 
Mayor’s veto. I am not surprised at the 
Mayor not signing this bill or, in fact, 
any prc^fessive legislation. Ho has al¬ 
ways opposed progressive legislation, de¬ 
spite the way he has sanctimoniously 
waved the American Flag since he has 
been in office. 

Common sense would dictate that 
such a veto message should not have 
been sent to Council in such critical 
times of great housing shortage. 

The housing situation in Pittsburgh 
is worse than it ever has been. Migra¬ 
tory workers are coming here now from 
Ohio, West Virginia and parts of Penn¬ 
sylvania. 

President Truman has recommended 
that a home should not be built cost¬ 
ing $7,000.00 and then only for return¬ 
ing veterans. Because of this, apart¬ 
ments are necessary, and here is an 
opportunity to have a builder erect one 
that will house 54 families. 

I deny that cheap construction is 
planned for this neighborhood; nobody 
is going to Invest a half million dollars 
in “junk.” You do not build junk for 
a half million dollars. This will bei a 
modem apartment house accommodat¬ 
ing 54 families. It will contain the 
latest improvements. 

I insist that the rezonlng of Fifth 
avenue is urgent.. The vacant site at 
Fifth and Morewood avenue is a grave 
yard in a block of woods. 

When negotiations commenced for the 
construction of an apartment house in 
this neighborhood, personalities entered 
into it, and I want here and now to state 
that Council has no business to become 
involved in any personal deals. 

We are faced with the fact that the 
Law Department is going to send in an 
opinion that we have waited too long 
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to act on this ordinance. This I do not 
agree with, as we have precedents in 
former cases that action was delayed 
for a longer period than in this in¬ 
stance. 

I urge upon my colleagues to override 
the Mayor’s veto. If you do not override 
this veto, I want to serve notice on the 
member of Council that I will Introduce 
it again next year. 

I might further say that this build¬ 
ing is ready to go up. The contractor 
has the priorities, which he got on the 
assumption that we would pass this bill. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said; 

Mr. President:—I am going to 
vote to override the Mayor’s veto. We 
have had several public hearings on 
this ordinance.. Certain interests were 
agreeable to it. Later on, when it looked 
as though we were going to make some 
progress in having buildings of the 
garden-type erected on Fifth avenue, 
other matters were introduced, and it 
now looks as though the original apart¬ 
ment planned for Fifth avenue at More- 
wood is going to be delayed. ’This is 
why I am going to vote to override the 
Mayor’s veto. 

The other reason is, that for years 
and years we have seen building opera¬ 
tions going on all around the City, but 
not within it. Here is an opportunity 
to get an apartment of the garden-type. 
This is an opportunity for Pittsburgh to 
get more revenue, by having this type 
of apartment house built.. I think it 
Is the duty of this Council to take ad¬ 
vantage of this opportunity, as has been 
pointed out by Mr. Leonard. There is 
a crucial need for more houses and here 
is one way to secure them. If we sus¬ 
tain the Mayor’s veto we retard the 
progress of Fifth avenue. These are 
good and sufficient reasons why the 
Mayor’s veto should not be sustained.

Mr. President:—At a meeting of 
Council on December 20, 1943, I said; 

"The Salary Ordinance, a.s now before 
us, Is not the Salary Ordinance I hope 
would be presented-. This is a com¬ 
promise bill, and it is the result of 
much thought and has been discussed 
in great detail. 

Tt would have been an impossibility 
to present a salary ordinance at this 
time If we could not have held private 
conferences. It was only through these 
private conferences that the Members 
of Council were able to prepare and 
present this ordinance. 

“The Appropriation Ordinance, which 
is the next matter before the Budget 
Committee, does not involve persons or 
personalities and therefore, can and. no 
doubt will be considered and discussed 
in open meetings.” 

At a meeting of Council on Decem¬ 
ber 4, 1944, I said: 

‘T am making the motion to recom¬ 
mit Bill No. 1504, because I am in¬ 
terested In a study and full analysis of 
the positions, titles and salaries of all 
City employees. During the budget ses¬ 
sions of 1943 Council’s attention was 
called to the various inequalities exist¬ 
ing In titles and salaries. 

"About the first of 1944 the Mayor 
Instructed the Civil Service Commission 
to make a study of all the positions, 
titles and work of City employees In 
the Salary Bill. 

"There have been prepared a ques¬ 
tionnaire and a set of Instructions as 


to filling out this questionnaire, which, 
when returned would give a complete 
and true picture of our Salary Bill. 

‘‘Council should ask the Mayor to 
have this classification study completed 
so that Council might be able to place 
the proper titles on the various posi¬ 
tions and also establish commensurate 
salaries.” 

Also at the meeting of Council on 
December 30, 1944, I said: 

‘‘Mr. President:—It is with regret that 
I vote NO on any Salary Bill. I wish 
the record to show that I have refrained 
from making any remarks on this 
Salary Bill, keeping the promise I made 
the City Solicitor.” 

The following remarks were written 
in December, 1944: 

‘‘During the past eleven years I have 
noted many discrepancies and Inequali¬ 
ties In classification, compensation and 
title of the positions in the salary bills. 

“During the conference and discussions 
in December of 1943, on the 1944 
Budget, Council’s attention was called 
to many specific instances of these in¬ 
equalities. More than a year ago in¬ 
structions were given to the Civil Serv¬ 
ice Commission to have a study made 
of all positions in the Salary Bill. A 
questionnaire and sheets of Instruc¬ 
tions for filling out the same has been 
prepared and is ready for distribution. 
Copies of these have been placed in the 
record of Council. When this study is 
completed there will be available for 
easy reference a complete record of all 
positions, titles, qualifications, data as 
to when the position was created, with 
a complete record of all salary changes 
for a number of years. 

“Should it be desirable that this study 
of positions be made and it is imprac¬ 
tical to make the same of all positions 
at present, it surely could be made of 
one department, which then would 
demonstrate the value or uselessness of 
this study. 

“The salary Bill now being voted on 
contains many inequalities and dis¬ 
crepancies and for that reason I am 
voting NO on the same. 

“A salary bill should not be used to 
reward someone by a generous increase 
in salary and punish another by with- 

















holding from him a just compensation 
for the work and service rendered. 

Any city which expects to render the 
service to its citizens that should be 
rendered, should make public employ¬ 
ment attractive and so attract persons 
willing to serve the City well. They 
should be made secure in their posi¬ 
tions and rewarded by proper compen¬ 
sation for the positions they hold. 

All positions should have fixed the 
proper compensation for the position, 
irrespective of the individual holding 
the same.” 

I will read one section of the “pro¬ 
posed outline for job classification sur¬ 
vey of the City of Pittsburgh,” regard¬ 
ing fundamental principles. 

1. Distinction between “Position” and 
“Employee” 

In order to remove thd primary ob¬ 
jection that might be raised against a 
classification survey, namely, that it 
involves wholesale shuffling of personnel, 
it is necessary to establish the following 
point. Position classification implies 
just what it says; it entails the clas¬ 
sification of positions and not of the 
employees occupying them. Classification 
of employees is achieved through the 
system of recruiting, testing, placement, 
and promotion carried on by the per¬ 
sonnel agency, namely, the Civil Serv¬ 
ice Commlssioni Position classification 
should be considered as something dis¬ 
tinct and apart from the employee. The 
position should be considered from the 
viewpoint of assignments of duties and 
the delegation of authority. 

I hope that the Salary Bill for 1947 
will have the benefit of this job clas¬ 
sification survey. 

Mr. Gallagher arose and said: 

Mr. President:—With respect to 
the Salary Ordinance, on page 32, Sec¬ 
tion 42, Department of Public Safety, 
Bureau of Electricity: 

There are quite a few inequalities in 
the salaries and wages fixed for the po¬ 
sitions in the Bureau of Electricity. 

As the members of Council all know, 
we had several conferences on this 
question, and it was tentatively agreed 
to correct these inequalities. 

Unfortunately, some factors entered 
into the matter since the bill was vmder 


consideration, and the Council cannot 
go through with the commitments It 
made. 

For the record, I want it understood 
that Council will continue to make a 
study of the salaries and wages of the 
employees in the Bureau of Electricity, 
and in the near future make some 
recommendations that will correct the 
inequalities that exist in that depart¬ 
ment.

{S ORDINANCE—^Regulating the so- 
llctatlon of money and gifts for 
charitable purposes; requiring registra¬ 
tion of solicitors and soliciting organiza¬ 
tions and institutions: prohibiting solic¬ 
itations without permit, and providing 
penalties for violations. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
memhled, and it is hereby ordained and 
meted hy the authority of the same. That 
no person, persons, institution or 
organization shall solicit money or gifts 
from the general public in the City of 
Pittsburgh for any charitable purpose 
In any manner whatsoever, unless and 
until such person, persons, Institution 
or organization has been registered with 
the Department of Public Safety in the 
manner hereinafter provided, has se¬ 
cured a permit from the said Depart¬ 
ment, and has complied with all the 
other requirements of this Ordinance. 

Section 2. That any person, persons. 
Institution or organization desiring to 
solicit money or gifts from the general 
public in the City of Pittsburgh for any 
charitable purpose in any manner what¬ 
soever, shall register with the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety on forms to be 
provided by the said Department, and 
shall furnish on such forms the follow¬ 
ing information, together with such 
other relevant Information as the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Public 
Safety shall require: 

(a) The purpose or purposes for 
which money or gifts will be solicited. 

(b) The name, purposes, and date 
of organization or Incorporation of any 
institution or organization which will 

be benefited by the solicitations. I 


I (c) The names, business and rest- 
j deuce addresses of each officer, and of 

each member of the board of managers, 
board of directors, executive committee, 
or other governing body of such insti¬ 
tution or organization. 

(d) The time during which solicita- 
tioiis will be made. 

(e) A statement setting forth the 
total contributions and Income from all 
sources received by the institution or 
organization concerned during the last 
preceding calendar year and a statement 
of expenditures during the said year, 
indicating clearly the cost of manage¬ 
ment and operation and the amount 
expended for or given to objects of 
charity. If any part of the total con¬ 
tributions and income was derived from 
“tag day’’ appeals, the statement shall 
indicate clearly the amount so derived, 
and that no part thereof has been used 
for compensation of "tag day” solicitors. 

(f) The names, business and resi¬ 
dence addresses of all persons who will 
make solicitations. 

(g) Evidence of registration with 
the Department of Welfare or with such 
other department or office of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Pennsylvania as may be 
required by the Act of May 13, 1926, 

P. L. 644, as amended and supplemented, 
or by other relevant statutes. 

Section 3. The Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety shall receive 
and file the aforesaid information end 
shall issue permits subject to the fol¬ 
lowing conditions: 

(a) No permit shall be Issued until 
thirty (30) days after the receipt of all 
of the aforesaid information excepting 
the names and addresses of solicitors, 
nor until five (5) days after the receipt 
of said names and address of solicitors. 

(b) No permit shall be Issued if the 
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Director shall have reasonable cause to 
doubt the accuracy of any Information 
furnished. 

(c) An annual fee of Five Dollars 
(.SS.OO) shall be paid to the City Trea¬ 
surer for a permit to make solicitations 
under the terms of this Ordinance, and 
no permit shall be Issued until t.he 
Director shall receive evidence that such 
fee has been paid. 

Section 4. Any person, persons. In¬ 
stitution or organization registering 
with the Department of Public Safety 
and securing a permit under the terms 
of this Ordinance, may solicit gifts or 
money from the general public of the 
City of Pitteburgh, subject to the fol¬ 
lowing conditions: 

(a) Only those persons whose names 
and addresses are on file with the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety may make 
solicitations. Supplementary lists of 
names and addresses of solicitors may 
be filed in addition to the original list, 
provided that no solicitation shall be 
made by such solicitors until at least 
five (5) days after the supplementary 
list is filed, and until supplementary 
permits are issued. 

(b) All solicitations must be within 
the time specified in the application for 
permit. 

(c) All money and gifts solicited, 
less a reasonable deduction for expenses 
of solicitation not to exceed fifteen per 
cent. (15%) of the total amount re¬ 
ceived. shall be devoted to charitable ! 
purposes. 

(d) No permit shall remain in effect 
for longer than one (1) calendar year 
from the date of issue, and may be 
sooner revoked by the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety as here¬ 
inafter provided. 

Section 5. If solicitations are to be 
made in a "tag day’’ appeal to the gen¬ 
eral public, the following additional 
conditions shall be met: 

(a) Only one such "tag day” during 
any one calendar year may be conducted 
by any registrant. The date on which 
such “tag day’’ will be held must be 
given to and approved by the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety 
when the permit herein provided for 
is requested. 


(b) All "tag day’’ solicitors shalj 
conspicuously display on their person 
and on containers used for the receipt 
of donations, placards, cards or ribbons 
which will clearly indicate the purpose 
for which the money and gifts are so¬ 
licited. 

(c) No “tag day” solicitor shall be 
stationed at any place not approved by 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Safety. 

(d) “Tag day” solicitors must refrain 
from annoying solicitations of the gen¬ 
eral public, and shall confine their ac¬ 
tivities to the acceptance of voluntary 
contributions. 

(e) All “tag day” solicitors shall be 
volunteers receiving no compensation 
for their services, and all receipts from 
“tag day’’ appeals shall be devoted to 
charitable purposes except such portion 
thereof as may be required for provid¬ 
ing placards, cards, ribbons, boxes or 
other necessary equipment for solicitors. 

Section 6. Any person or persons, or 
officer or employee of any institution 
or organization violating any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall be 
subject to a penalty not exceeding One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00) for each 
offense, and in default of the payment 
of same and costs, may be imprisoned 
for a period not exceeding thirty (30) 
days. 

Section 7. Any person, persons, in¬ 
stitution or organization soliciting 
money or gifts from the general public 
in the City of Pittsburgh, having se¬ 
cured a permit for the same, but vio¬ 
lating any other provisions of this Ordi¬ 
nance, shall, in addition to being sub¬ 
ject to the above penalties, also suffer 
the revocation of said permit, and shall 
not be eligible for another permit for a 
period of one (1) year after the viola¬ 
tion.

(b) The making of an accounting 
study for the determination of the value 
of the property, using the formula pre¬ 
scribed in Clause 7, Section 34, of the 
Act of April 29, 1874, P. L. 73, to-wlt:

accessory structures thereto; providing 
fire prevention regulations and other 
safeguards in and about such structures; 
regulating the erection, installation and 
construction of amusement devices in 
such places of public assembly; requir¬ 
ing the operators of such places of pub¬ 
lic assembly to carry public liability in¬ 
surance, and providing penalties for the 
violation of this ordinance, shall be in 
full force and effect. 

SECTION 2. 

DEFINITION 

The term, public assembly, as used in 
this ordinance shall mean any gatJier- 
ing of people assembled to witness or 
take part in any performance, exhi¬ 
bition, show, circus, rodeo, carnival, fair, 
sports event or religious, educational, 
social, athletic or recreational activity. 

SECTION 3. 

LICENSES 

(1) Any person, persons, association, 
organization, firm or corporation, de¬ 
siring to use any piece of land as a 
place of public assembly and to erect 
thereon any tents or other temporary 
structures composed wholly or partly 
of canvas or other light weight ma¬ 
terials or to erect or install any amuse¬ 
ment devices, shall apply to the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety for a license 
therefor at least 10 days prior to the 
date of the proposed erection or in¬ 
stallation. 

(2) The applicant for said license 
shall submit with the application a 


plan, in duplicate, sliowlng the con¬ 
struction of each structure, the seating 
arrangement, the structural details and 
calculations of seats and supports, the 
aisles, the exits, the electric wiring, 
the decorations and the location and 
specifications of fire extinguishing 
equipment. He shall submit also a 
plat, in duplicate, showing the location 
of all structures and amusement devices 
and the location of any obstruction 
which might hinder free egress from 
any exit. He shall make a statement, 
under oath, giving necessary information 
regarding the flameproofing of flam¬ 
mable materials and the adequacy of 
such flameproofing. The Director of the 
Department of Public Safety or the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection shall have authority to 
waive the requirement for submission 
of plans, plats and certifications of 
flameproofing when, in his opinion, 
they are not necessary'. 

(3) A license shall not be issued 
until after the application therefor has 
been approved by the Director of the 
Department of Public Safety, the Super¬ 
intendent of the Bureau of Building 
Inspection, the Chief Engineer of the 
Bureau of Fire, the Director of the 
Department of Public Health and the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of In¬ 
spection of the Department of Public 
Health. 

(4) After issuance of the license, at 
least 48 hours prior to the authorized 
erection or installation, the licensee 
shall notify the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety the approximate 
hour at which work will be commenced 
so that proper inspections may be made. 

SECTION 4. 

LOCATION 

The location of any place of public 
assembly regulated by this ordinance 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety. If, because of its proximity to 
any densely populated area, to any 
property on which a potential hazard 
exists or to any street or other thor¬ 
oughfare subject to traffic congestion 
or other hazards, the site is considered 
imsuitable as a place of public as- 
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sembly, said Director shall have author¬ 
ity to refuse to permit its use for such 
purpose. 

SECTION 5. 

CONSTRUCTION 

(1) All supporting members of any 
structure regulated by this ordinance 
shall be of sufficient! size and strength 
to be within the limits of the stress 
allowed for the type of materials tised, 
as provided in ordinances of the Build¬ 
ing Code of the City of Pittsburgh. 

(2) All amusement devices such as 
merry-go-rounds, Ferris wheels, roller 
coasters and other mobile or mechani¬ 
cally operated equipment shall be con¬ 
structed in accordance with current good 
practice, provided the construction 
thereof is considered safe by and meets 
the approval of the Superintendent of 
the Bureau of Building Inspection. 

SECTION 6. 

SEATS, AISLES AND EXITS 

(1) In any structure in whic.h seats 
are to be used by the public, aisles 
shall be so located that there will be 
not more than six seats between any 
seat and an aisle. Each aisle shall be 
not less than 36 inches wide. For each 
room or space used for seating, the 
arrangement shall be such as to pro¬ 
vide ready access by aisles or passage¬ 
ways to each exit doorway or opening. 
Any passageway leadng directly to an 
exit doorway or opening shall have a 
clear width of not less than the width 
of such doorway or opening. No aisle, 
passageway or exit shall be obstructed 
by persons, chairs, tables, turnstiles or 
objects of any kind, either permanent 
or movable, while the structure is oc¬ 
cupied by the public. 

(2) Exit doorways or openings shall 
be so located that no seat will be more 
than 100 feet distant from an exit door¬ 
way or opening, measured along the line 
of travel. There shall be not less than 
two exits for each room or enclosure. 
No exit shall be less than 42 inches 
wide. The aggregate clear width of re¬ 
quired exits shall be not less than at 
the rate of 12 inches for each 100 per- 
«ons to be accommodated. Entrances 
for animals and entrances from me¬ 


nageries shall not be considered as re¬ 
quired exits. 

(3) Exit doorways or openings, other 
than those normally used for entrances, 
shall be plainly marked by approved 
exit signs bearing the word “EXIT" in 
green or red letters on a white field or 
w.hite letters on a green or red field, 
such letters to be at least five inches 
high. Each exit sign shall be provided 
with two electric light globes on sep¬ 
arate circuits, one such circuit being 
separate from any other circuit in the 
structure. All exit signs shall be illum¬ 
inated at all times when the structure 
is occupied by the public. Directional 
signs indicating the location of exits 
shall be conspicuously displayed. 

(4) East stair or step shall have a 
rise of not more than 7% inches and a 
tread of not less than 10 Inches. 

(5) Bench or bleacher type seats 
shall be spaced not less than 26 Inches 
back to back, except that when backs 
for such seats are provided, the seats 
shall be spaced not less than 30 Inches 
back to back. In computing required 
aisles and exits for such seating, each 
18 inches of width on any bench or plat¬ 
form shall constitute one seat. The 
space under seats shall not be used for 
any purpose while the structure Is oc¬ 
cupied by the public. 

(6) All seats shall be securely fast¬ 
ened to the floor or ground, except that 
in railed in enclosures, boxes or loges 
with level floors, each having not more 
than 14 seats, the seats need not be 
fastened. 

(7) All bench or bleacher type seats 
shall be constructed of clear, sound, first 
grade Douglas fir lumber or equivalent. 
They shall be designed and assembled 
in a manner that will not exceed the 
maximum stress of the various members, 
as provided in ordinances of the Build¬ 
ing Code of the City of Pittsburgh. All 
chairs and folding chairs shall be in 
sound condition. 

(8) The live load requirement for 
bench or bleacher type seats shall be not 
less than 80 pounds per square foot and 
for platforms, steps, aisles and passage¬ 
ways between seats not less than 100 
pounds per square foot. 
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SECTION 7 
FIRE PREVENTION 

(1) The canvas walls and top of any 
structure regulated by this ordinance 
and all curtains, decorations and other 
articles made of fabric or other highly 
flammable materials in or about such 
structures shall be made flameproof and 
no flameprooflng substance or agent 
shall be used w.hlch when subjected to 
fire or heat will emit toxic or poisonous 
fumes or gases. Such flameproofing shall 
be subject to any tests deemed necessary 
by the Superintendent of the Bureau of 
Building Inspection or his authorized 
representative. If, in the opinion of 
said Superintendent or his representa¬ 
tive, adequacy of the flameprooflng of 
any material is in doubt, he shall have 
the authority to require certification by 
a laboratory of recognized standing that 
said material is guaranteed to remain 
flameproof throughout the period for 
which the place of public assembly has 
been licensed. 

, (2) The ground enclosed by any 

structure occupied by the public and 
the ground surrounding It for a distance 
of not less than 50 feet shall be cleared 
of all dry grass, weeds, paper or other 
flammable materials or vegetation and 
shall be kept free of such materials or 
vegetation until the structure has been 
removed. 

(3) No hay, straw, shavings, sawdust 
or similar combustible materials shall be 
permitted within any structure occupied 
by the public; except that sawdust may 
be’ used within the rings of circus tents 
and flameproof sawdust may be used at 
other locations when specifically author¬ 
ized by the Superintendent of the Bu¬ 
reau of Building Inspection. If a me¬ 
nagerie is enclosed within a structure 
occupied by the public, all hay and 
straw therein shall be maintained in 
good order and shall be kept away from 
aisles and walls. 

(4) Storage of flammable liquids on 
the premises shall be in accordance with 
the provisions of the City ordinance 
regulating explosives and combustibles. 
The storage of such liquids shall not be 
permitted within 100 feet of any struc¬ 
ture occupied by the public. Refueling 


of equipment with gasoline or other 
liquids having a flash point below lOO" 
P. shall not be permitted within 100 
feet of any such structure. Forges, 
kitchens and other equipment using 
fuel of any kind shall be permitted only 
in structures which are not less than 50 
feet distant from any structure occupied 
by the public. 

(5) Smoking shall not be permitted 
in any structure occupied by the public 
or within 20 feet thereof. “NO SMOK¬ 
ING” signs shall be conspicuously posted 
in any such structure. Frequent an¬ 
nouncements that smoking is not per¬ 
mitted shall be made w.hile the struc¬ 
ture is occupied by the public. 

(6) Open flames shall not be per¬ 
mitted in any structure occupied by 
the public or within 50 feet thereof, 
except that the Chief Engineer of the 
Bureau of Fire shall have authority to 
waive this requirement for an open 
flame to be used in a performance when, 
in his opinion, proper safeguards are 
provided to prevent a hazard of any 
kind. 

(7) The storage or use of fireworks 
shall not be permitted in any structure 
occupied by the public or wltjiln 100 
feet thereof. 

(8) Fire extinguishing equipment in 
such quantity and of such types as 
may be specified by the Chief Engineer 
of the Bureau of Fire shall be installed 
in each structure regulated by this ordi¬ 
nance or elsewhere on the premises. 

(9) If, in the opinion of the Chief 
Engineer of the Bureau of Fire, it is 
deemed advisable in the interest of 
public safety to place any City owned 
fire extinguishing equipment on or near 
the premi.ses and to assign firemen to 
operate said equipment, .he shall hare 
authority to do so. The wages of any 
firemen so assigned shall be paid by the 
operator of the place of public assembly. 

A cash deposit in an amount estimated 
to be the current value of said equip¬ 
ment shall be made by the operator to 
the City Treasurer, the amount of said 
deposit to be returned to the operator 
after the final assemblage if the equip¬ 
ment is returned in good condition to 
the Bureau of Fire. Any damage to or 
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loss of equipment shall be paid for by 
the operator. 

SECTION 8 

ELECTRICAL INSTALLATION AND 
OPERATION 

[ (1) All electrical installations shall 

! be in compliance with the provisions of 
the Electrical Regulations of the City 
of Pittsburgh. 

(2) The electrical system shall be 
adequately grounded. All equipment 
ahall be protected against over current. 
Loads for feed and branch lines shall be 
limited in accordance with the carrying 
capacities as required by the Electrical 

I Regulations. All conductors shall be of 
i an approved moisture resistant type and 
shall have an abrasive sheave for heavy 
usage. 

(3) When deemed necessary by the 
\ Superintendent of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection, there shall be an op¬ 
erator for the electrical system who shall 
be a qualified electrician. Quallfiications 
shall be presented to and approved by 
the Chief Electric Wiring Inspector of 
the Bureau of Building Inspection before 
the electrical plant or system is placed 
In operation. The system shall be main- 

1 talned and operated In a safe and work¬ 
manlike manner and all wiring shall 
be thoroughly Inspected before each per¬ 
formance, exhibition or assemblage by 
the electrical operator or a qualified as¬ 
sistant. Any defects found upon such 
Inspection shall be corrected immediately. 

I SECTION 9 

SANITATION 

The preparation, serving and sale of 
food, the erection and maintenance of 
toilet facilities and the storage, removal 
and disposal of garbage, manure and 
other waste materials shall comply with 
j the requirements of City ordinances and 
• shall be under the supervision of the 
Bureau of Inspection of the Department 
of Public Health. The operator of any 
place of public assembly regulated by 
this ordinance shall apply to said Bu¬ 
reau for any necessary permits. 

SECTION 10 
OCCUPANCY 


(1) Any premises licensed under this 
ordinance as a place of public assembly 
shall not be occupied by the public after 
any structures or amusement devices 
which have been erected or installed 
have been approved by the Superin¬ 
tendent of the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection or his authorized representative 
as being in compliance with the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance. 

(2) In any structure in which seats 
are provided for use by the public, per¬ 
sons in excess of the number of seats 
shall not be admitted. In any structure 
in which seats are not provided, attend¬ 
ance shall be limited to one person for 
each 10 square feet of area of the por¬ 
tion of the structure used by the public. 

(3) The owner, operator or an au¬ 
thorized representative of the owner or 
operator shall be present prior to, dur¬ 
ing and immediately after each perform¬ 
ance, exhibition 'or assemblage to ascer¬ 
tain whether all provisions of this ordi¬ 
nance are being complied with. If any 
violation of this ordinance is found to 
exist during the course of a performance, 
exhibition or assemblage, the Director 
of the Department of Public Safety, the 
Superintendent of the Bureau of Build¬ 
ing Inspection, the Chief Engineer of 
the Bureau of Fire or an authorized 
representative or any of these officials 
shall have authority to halt said per¬ 
formance or cKhlbitlon or order discon¬ 
tinuance of the assemblage until after 
said violation has been abated. 

(4) The Director of the Department 
of Public Safety shall have authority to 
require the attendance during any per¬ 
formance, exhibition or assemblage of 
as many regular or special policemen 
and firemen as may be deemed neces¬ 
sary by the Chief Engineer of the Bu¬ 
reau of Fire to prevent overcrowding 
and obstruction of aisles and exits and 
to perform all other necessary duties In 
the interest of public safety. The wages 
of said policemen and firemen shall be 
paid by the owner or operator. 

SECTION 11 
REMOVAL 

Not more than 48 hours after the final 
assemblage authorized in the license, all 
structures, devices, equipment, materials 
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and debris shall be removed and the 
property left In a clean and sanitary 
condition. 

SECTION 12 

LIABILITY INSURANCE 

The owner or operator! of any place 
of public assembly regulated by this 
ordinance shall carry public liability in¬ 
surance based on the maximum per¬ 
mitted attendance in structures and the 
carrying capacity of amusement devices, 
according to the following schedule:

SECTION 13 
PEES 

(1) Pees for licenses for places of 
public assembly regulated by this ordi¬ 
nance shall be based on the number of 
structures and amusement devices to 
be erected, the maximum permitted at¬ 
tendance ‘in structures occupied by the 
public and the carrying capacity of 
amiisement devices, according to the 
following schedule:

(2) No fee shall be charged for a 
license for any place of public assembly 
regulated by this ordinance if the as¬ 
semblage is to be of a religious or edu¬ 
cational character and no admission fee 
is to be charged.

Any person, firm or corporation vio¬ 
lating any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall upon conviction thereof 
be fined not to exceed $100.00 for any 
one offense recoverable with costs, to¬ 
gether with Judgment or imprisonment 
not exceeding thirty days, if the amount 
of said judgment and said costs shall 
not be paid. Each day that a violation 
is permitted to exist shall constitute s 
separate offense. 

SECTION 15 
VALIDITY 

Should any section or provision of 
this ordinance be declared by the courts 
to be invalid, the same shall not affect 
the validity of the ordinance as a whole 
or any part thereof other than the part 
so declared to be Invalid.

commodations for such lay-over or load¬ 
ing and unloading; imposing certain re¬ 
quirements for the design and construc¬ 
tion of such off-street accommodations 
and subjecting the location, design, con¬ 
struction and maintenance thereof to 
the approval of the Director of the De- 
partnient of Public Safety, and providing 
the procedure and penalties for and in 
connection with violations thereof. 

Section l. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same, That 
it shall be unlawful, on and after the 
date designated in Section 6 of this 
ordinance, for the owner or operator of 
any bus operating in the central busi¬ 
ness district of the City of Pittsburgh. 
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as such district Is defined In Ordinance 
No. 106, approved April 8, 1932, to load 
or unload passengers at any point on 
the streets or sidewalks of said district, 
other than at official stops approved 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety. It shall also be unlawful, 
on and after such date, for any such 
owner or operator to permit such bus 
to remain stopped for loading and un¬ 
loading at any such approved official 
stop in said district for a period of time 
greater than five (5) minutes. Permis¬ 
sible stops requiring five (5) minutes 
or less shall be made only for the pur¬ 
pose of discharging passengers wishing 
to alight and of loading passengers al¬ 
ready waiting at such stop. Unloading 
and loading shall be done expeditiously 
and the operator shall proceed as 
quickly as traffic permits. It shall be 
unlawful to remain stopped either for 
the purpose of waiting for additional 
passengers or for the purpose of a lay¬ 
over. 

Every person who violates, or fails to 
comply with any of the provisions of 
this section, shall be considered as 
violating the parking regulations of 
the City of Pittsburgh and shall, upon 
conviction before a magistrate of Traf¬ 
fic Court, pay a fine of ten dollars 
(910.00), or in default of such payment, 
shall undergo imprisonment in the 
County Jail for a period of not more 
than ten (10) days. The Department of 
Public Safety is also hereby authori25ed 
to enforce the provisions of this sec¬ 
tion by towing or otherwise removing 
from the streets of the central business 
district any bus which is found stopping 
thereon for a* period in excess of five 
(5) minutes. 

Section 2. On and after the date 
designated in Section 6 of this ordi¬ 
nance, the owner or operator of every 
bus requiring a lay-over within said 
central business district shall provide 
and use off-street accommodations foi 
Euchi lay-over. 

Section 3. On and after the date 
designated in Section 6 of this ordi¬ 
nance, the owner or operator of every 
bus requrlng a total stopping time in 
excess of five (5) minutes at any ap¬ 
proved sitop within the central business 


district for the purpose of expeditiously 
loading and unloading, shall not be per¬ 
mitted to continue to use such 
proved stop and shall be required to 
provide off-street accommodations for 
the purpose of loading and unloading. 

Section 4. The location, design, con¬ 
struction and maintenance of the off- 
street accommodations required by this 
ordinance shall be subject to the ap¬ 
proval of the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety; and no owner or 
operator shall begin the construction, 
alteration or remodeling of off-street 
accommodations until the plans there¬ 
for have first been approved by » the 
Director of the Department of Public 
Safety, which approval shall be in con¬ 
formity with the regulations and re¬ 
quirements of the Pennsylvania Public 
Utility Commission and shall be in ad¬ 
dition to the requirements of the Bu¬ 
reau of Building Inspection and of any 
other state or municipal agency. The 
plans for such off-street accommodations 
shall provide for surfacing with at least 
a semi-hard material, necessary catch 
basins or other means of providing 
adequate drainage to a public sewer, 
and an outer fence, wall or landscape 
treatment, and if such accommodations’ 
are to be used for passenger loading 
or unloading, shall show the means of 
ingress and egress of buses and the 
pathways for the loading and unloading 
of passengers. 

Section 5. After any off-street ac¬ 
commodations are constructed, the owner 
or operator thereof, and his or its man¬ 
ager or supervisor, shall keep the entire 
premises clean and in good repair, as 
directed by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety. Failure to clean 
or repair the premises within five (5) 
days, after receiving written notice 
from the Director of the Department of 
Public Safety to do so, shall constitute 
a misdemeanor punishable, upon con¬ 
viction thereof before an alderman ot 
police magistrate, by a fine or penalty 
of not less than ten dollars ($10.00) nor 
more than one hundred dollars ($100.00) 
for each and every violation, and each 
day’s violation shall constitute a separ¬ 
ate offense; or imprisonment in the 
County Jail for not less than five (5) 
days nor more than thirty (30) days.

BECK WAY PROJECTIONS 

Beginning at a point on the westerly 
line of Argo way and tiie northerly line 
of Beck way, at an elevation of 351.50 
feet; thence continuing westwardly along 
the northerly line of Beck way 16.0 
feet to a point, at an elevation of 
351.50 feet, having a projection of 2 feet 
6 inches; thence continuing westwardlv 
along the northerly line of Beck way 15 
feet 6 Inches to a point, to an eleva- 
ton of 350.25 feet, having a projection of 
2 feet 6 Inches; thence continuing west¬ 
wardly along the northerly line of Beck 
way 61 feet 6 inches to a point, at 
an elevation of 349.0 feet, having a 
projection of 3 feet 6 inches beyond 
the northerly line of Beck way.

The said footer projections shall be 
constructed according to the provisions 
of this Ordinance and in accord with 
the plan identified as “Proposed New 
Reinforced Concrete Retaining Wall" for 
Thomas Wightman School property, 
showing location of Footer Projections 
beyond the northerly line on Beck way, 
and filed in the office of the Division of

Section 2. The said Board of Public 
Education, its successors or assigns, prior 
to the beginning of the construction of 
the footer projections, shall submit to 


the Director of the Department of Public 
Works of the City of Pittsburgh, a com¬ 
plete set of plans, in triplicate, show¬ 
ing the location and all details for the 
construction of the said footer projec¬ 
tions; said plans and the construction 
of the footer projections shall be sub¬ 
ject to the approval and supervision of 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works. 

Section 3. The rights and privileges 
herein granted shall be subject and sub¬ 
ordinate to the rights of the City of 
Pittsburgh, and its power over City 
streets, and to the ordinances of the 
City of Pittsburgh relating thereto and 
to the provisions of any general ordi¬ 
nances which may hereafter be passed 
relating to the same. 

Section 4. The said grantee shall bear 
the full cost and expense for the repav¬ 
ing and repair of the streets or side¬ 
walks above affected by this improve¬ 
ment; or the repair of any structure 
which may be in any way damaged or 
disturbed by reason of the construction, 
maintenance and use of said footer pro¬ 
jections; all of said work. Including re¬ 
pairs of street or sidewalk, shall be 
done in a manner and at such times as 
said Director may order, and shall be 
subject to his approval and super¬ 
vision. 

The rights and privileges 
granted by this Ordinance are granted 
upon the express condition that the

(6) months’ notice from the proper offi¬ 
cers of the City pursuant to a resolu¬ 
tion or ordinance of Council; and the 
said Board of Public Education, its suc¬ 
cessors or assigns, when so notified, 
shall at or before the expiration of the 
said six (6) months, remove the said 
footer projections and restore the street 
to proper .condition at their own cost 
and expense, and to the satisfaction of 
the Director of the Department of Pub¬ 
lic Works. 

Section 6. The said Board of Public 
Education, its successors or assigns, shall 
assume any and all liability and shall 
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save the City of Pittsburgh harmless 
from and against all damages to per¬ 
sons or property, including the street 
and sub-surface structures therein, 
caused by or arising out of the con¬ 
struction, maintenance, use and oper¬ 
ation of said footer projections, and it 
is a condition of this grant that the 
City of Pittsburgh assumes no liability 
to either persons or property on ac¬ 
count of this grant.

Section l. Be it ordained and enacted

RUBBISH: 

All paper, pasteboard, rags, mattresses, 
womout furniture, old clothes, old shoes, 
old rubbers, leather, carpets, broken 
glass, crockery, bottles, straw, excelsior. 





floor sweepings, old metal, packing boxes, 
barrels and broken parts thereof, tin 
cans, Christmas trees leaves, grass-cut¬ 
tings, and household refuse generally, 
exclusive of garbage and ashes. 

Section 3. Any person, persons, firm 
or corporation not being employed by 
the City or imder contract with the 
City, wishing to collect garbage or rub¬ 
bish from any premises within the City 
of Pittsburgh shall apply to the Direc¬ 
tor of the Department of Public Works 
for license so to do, and shall furnish 
on such application the following in¬ 
formation : 

(a) The name, address and place of 
business of the applicant. 

(b) The place or places from which 
collections will be made. 

(c) The time or times at or during 
which collections will be made. 

{d)The place or places to which col¬ 
lections will be taken for dis¬ 
posal. 

(e) Such other relevant information 
as the Director shall require. 

Section 4. Any person, persons, firm 
or corporation applying for a license 
under the provisions of this Ordinance, 
shall pay to the City Treasurer a li¬ 
cense fee of Ten Dollars ($10.00). 

Section 5. A license may be issued 
by the Director of the Department of 
Public Works if the application, in 
proper form, has been on file at least 
five days, if the required license fee 
has been paid to the City Treasurer, 
and if the said Director is satisfied 
that the applicant is capable of making 
collections according to the requirements 
of this Ordinance. Said license shall 
be valid for a period of one year from 
date of issue, unless sooner revoked for 
cause by the Director of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Works. 

Section 6. Any person, persons, firm 
or corporation licensed to make collec¬ 
tions of garbage or rubbish under the 
terms of this Ordinance shall. 

(a) Make such collections in an 
orderly manner, complying with all the 
health and safety laws and Ordinances; 


(ta) See that no garbage or rub¬ 
bish is dropped or scattered on the 
premises from which collections are 
made, or on the streets or sidewalks; 

(c) Keep the collection receptacles, 
wagons and trucks in good repair and 
properly covered at all times, as air 
and water tight as is reasonably pos¬ 
sible; 

(d) Make collections in business or 
commercial districts only at such times 
and in such places as will not inter¬ 
fere with the movement of traffic 
through or on the streets of such dis¬ 
tricts; 

(e) Take collections for incineration 
or other disposal only to such places 
as may not be prohibited for such use 
by law or Ordinance and as may be 
approved by the Director of the De¬ 
partment of Public Works. 

Section 7. The provisions of this 
ordinance shall not apply to farmers or 
hog raisers collecting garbage for feed¬ 
ing purposes. 

Section 8. Any person, persons, firm 
or corporation violating any of the 
provisions of this Ordinance shall, upon 
conviction thereof before a police mag¬ 
istrate or alderman, be subject to a 
fine not exceeding $100.00 and costs, 
and In default of payment thereof, to 
imprisonment for a period of not ex¬ 
ceeding 30 days. Upon conviction for 
any violation of this Ordinance, a li¬ 
censee shall be subject to immediate 
revocation of his or its license.

That 
the May-Stern Company of Pittsburgh,

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted 
by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and 
enacted by the authority of the same. That 
no tree, shrub or hedge shall be planted 
in or on, or removed from, any high¬ 
way, park or other public property in 
the City of Pittsburgh, nor shall any 
tree, shrub or hedge so situate be 
pruned, sprayed or its growth in any 
way interfered with, except by the 
Forestry Division of the Bureau of 
Parks of the Department of Public 


Works, hereinafter referred to as the 
Forestry Division, or with the written 
permission of said Forestry Division. 

Section 2. No tree shall be planted 
in or on any highway in the City of 
Pittsburgh which is of the Carolina 
Poplar, Silver Maple, Willow or other 
incongruous species. Any tree of such 
species already planted in or on any 
highway of said City shall be removed 
by the Forestry Division and shall be 
replaced in accordance with the pro¬ 
visions of this ordinance. 

Section 3. Branches of trees project¬ 
ing over highways shall be kept at 
least eleven feet above the street-level 
and at least eight feet above the side- 
walk-level, in dry weather, except on 
newly planted young trees. 

Section 4. No chemicals, salt water, 
oil, gasoline, or ot.her liquid injurious 
to plant life, shall be poured upon 
or allowed to fall upon any highway 
in such a way as to injure any tree 
planted or growing thereon. 

Section 5. No stone, cement or other 
substance which will impede the pass¬ 
age of water and air to the roots of 
a tree in or on any highway, park or 
other public property, shall be placed 
or maintained unless an open space 
of at least twelve square feet is left 
outside and around the trunk of the 
tree, except with the written permis¬ 
sion of the Forestry Division. 

Section 6. In the course of the erec¬ 
tion or repair of any building and in 
the grading, paving, curbing, regrad¬ 
ing, repaving and recurbing of streets, 
or in the doing of any work on the 
surfacq or above or below the surface 
of the street, suitable guards shall 
be placed around all nearby trees in 
or on any highway, park or other 
public property so as to prevent injury 
to such trees, and such further pre¬ 
caution as may be required shall be 
taken to prevent damage to said trees 
by breaking, barking, scratching, burn¬ 
ing or in any other manner. 

Section 7. No cables, ropes,, signs, 
posters or other advertisements, with 
the exception of temporary official 
signs and notices, approved by the 
Forestry Division, shall be placed on 
any tree or tree guard in or on any 
highway, park or other public property. 
















































Section. 8. In case of imminent 
danger to life or property, a tree in 
or on any highway, park or other pub¬ 
lic property may be cut or removed 
without the permission of the Forestry 
Division, provided that such action 
must be reported to the Forestry Di¬ 
vision within forty-eight hours after 
its occurrence: otherwdse it shall be 
deemed to be in violation of this ordi¬ 
nance. 

Section 9. If any tree in or on a 
highway, park or otiier public property 
is being Injuriously affected or is likely 
to be so affected, or if the public 
safety is being endangered, by a tree 
on private property, the Forestry Di¬ 
vision may at the request of the owner 
of the private property, prune, spray, 
cut or remove the tree on his prop¬ 
erty at his expense. The Forestry Di¬ 
vision shall also, if the owner of the 
private property does not request that 
the tree be pruned, sprayed, cut or 
removed at his expense, notify him to 
take the required action within ten 
(10) days; and, if he fails toi comply, 
shall then do the work at his expense. 

Section 10. In the event of acci¬ 
dental damage to or destruction of a 
tree in or on any highway, park or 
other public property, report thereof 
shall be made within forty-eight hours 
to the Forestry Division. Repair or 
replanting necessitated by such dam¬ 
age or destruction shall be done by 
the Forestry Division. The Forestry 
Division shall coHect the expense of 
such repairs or replanting from the per¬ 
son or persons responsible for the 
damage. 

Section 11. When street plans are 
submitted to the Department of City 
Planning, showing trees or hedges or 
proposed tree or hedge plantings, the 
Forestry Division shall be requested by 
the said Department to check the plans 
in order to make sure that the pro¬ 
posed tree planting is in accordance 
with the terms of this ordinance, and 
no such street plan shall be approved 
by the Department of City Planning 
unless the Forestry Division has been 
so consulted and has given its ap¬ 
proval. 

Section 12. The cost of planting, 
transplanting or removing any trees 
in any highway, and of suitable guards, 


curbing or grading for the protection 
thereof, when necessary, and of the 
proper replacing of any pavement or 
sidewalk necessarily disturbed in the 
doing of such work shall be borne by 
the owner of the real estate in front 
of which such trees are planted, set 
out or removed; and the cost thereof 
as to each tract of real estate shall be 
certified to the President of Council 
and also to the person having charge 
of the collection of taxes for the City; 
and upon filing of said certificates the 
amount of the cost of such improve¬ 
ment, of which notice shall be given 
to each property owner involved ac¬ 
companied with a copy of the afore¬ 
said certificate, together with a notice 
of the time and place for payment, 
shall be and become a lien upon said 
real estate in front of which said trees 
have been planted, set out or removed; 
said lien to be collectible if not paid 
in accordance with notice as herein 
provided, in the same manner as other 
liens for taxes are now collectible 
against the property Involved in ac¬

A N ORDINANCE—^Making appropriations to pay the expenses of conducting the 
public business of the City of Pittsburgh and for meeting the debt charges 
thereof for' the fiscal year, beginning January 1, 1946. 

Section 1. Be it ordained and enacted by the City of Pittsburgh, in Council 
assembled, and it is hereby ordained and enacted by the authority of the same, Tliat 
the revenues of said City derived from taxes and other sources for the fiscal year 
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beginning January 1, 1946, and ending December 31, 1946, including therein cash 
surplus on hand at the close of-business on December 31, 1945, are hereby ap¬ 
propriated in the sum of $26*202,778.99 to pay the expenses of conducting the public 
brisiness of the City of Pittsburgh and meeting the debt charges thereof during the 
said period beginning January 1, 1946, and ending December 31, 1946, as well as all 
encumbrances incurred prior to January 1, 1946, for which services have not actually 
been rendered, or supplies, materials or equipment actually delivered prior to De¬ 
cember 31, 1945, and so reported to the City Controller. Said encumbrances shall be 
charged to the proper appropriation accounts for the fiscal year 1946 and cancelled 
in the 1945 appropriation accounts against which encumbrances had been originally 
charged, and all unexpended balances of appropriations remaining open upon the 
books of the City Controller at the close of the fiscal year 1945, shall be and the 
same are hereby ordered to toe cancelled, except such amounts as shall toe required 
for payment for services actually rendered, or supplies, materials or equipment actually 
delivered prior to December 31, 1945, and so reported to the City Controller, or 
such amounts as shall be directed to be carried over to the fiscal year 1946, by reso¬ 
lution or ordinance of Council. 

Section 2. No liability shall be inciirred against any appropriation item in ex¬ 
cess of the unencumbered balance thereof, and said appropriation items shall be ad¬ 
ministered subject to and in conformity with the following terms and conditions: 

(a) Data required for preparation of payrolls shall be submitted to the City Con¬ 
troller in such form, and at such times, as he may prescribe, 1;his data to in¬ 
clude records of employment, time worked, whether compensation is based upon 
hours or days worked, quantity of work performed, or upon a monthly or annual 
salary basis, and such other records or reports with reference to personal service 
as may be required. 

(b) Payrolls shall be prepared by the City Controller upon the basis of such records 
or reports, and submitted by him to the respective directors or head of depart¬ 
ments or offices for approval and certification in such form as he may prescribe. 

(c) No transfer shall be made from one appropriation item to another except by 
resolution or ordinance of council, and such resolution or ordinance shall in each 
case set forth the reasons for such request, and be accompanied by a certification 
from the Controller stating that there is a sufficient balance unencumbered and 
available in the appropriation item from which the transfer is to be made. 

Section 3. No obligation shall be incurred by any department of the City gov¬ 
ernment other than for salaries or wages, or for necessary expenses of employees 
when engaged upon city business, except through the issue of an order, stating the 
service to be rendered, work performed, or supplies, materials or equipment to be 
furnished together with! the estimated cost of the same. The Director of the De¬ 
partment of Supplies is hereby authorizd and directed to provide upon requisition 
by the head of any department all necessary supplies, materials, equipment and 
machinery for such department; provided, however, that no requisition of any de¬ 
partment shall be filled by the Director of the Department of Supplies in excess of 
the unencumbered balance of the appropriation properly chargeable, and that no 
order shall be issued by the Director of the Department of Supplies, or by the head 
of any other department of the City government, until it has been approved by the 
City Controller. Payments on account of direct purchase shall be made from the 
amoimts hereinafter appropriated therefor respectively. Purchases made by the Di¬ 
rector of the Department of Supplies to go into stores shall be paid for from the fund 
provided for such purposes, and when as directed by the City Controller; said fimd 
shall be reimbursed from other appropriations to <the extent of deliveries made from 
stores. 


Section 4. Council may, by resolution of the Finance Committee, from time to 
time, restrict expenditures from the appropriations made hereby, both as to amounts 
of expenditure and the periods within which such expenditures may be made, and 
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may also, by resolution of the Finance Committee at any time cancel In whole or 
in part any unencumbered balance of any of said appropriations. 

Section 5. For purposes of administration and accounting control, the code 
symbols indicated herein shall be considered as part of the appropriation titles.

Before his entrance into public of¬ 
fice he vigorously advocated the enact¬ 
ment of the graded tax law for this 
City and, after Its enactment, he as 
vigorously defended it against attack 
by its opponents. 

In 1934 he was appointed Superin¬ 
tendent of the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection and, in this office, he gave 
expression to his hatred of slums by 
standard dwellings in many parts of 
directing the razing of many sub- 
the City. With the enactment of Fed- 
eral and State laws providing for the 
eradication of this evil, he zealously 
fought for the creation o» a Housing 
Authority for the City of Pittsburgh 
and, upon its establishment, became a 
member of the Board, upon which he 
was serving as Chairman at the time of 
his death. The extensive public hous- 
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ing in various sections of this City 
stand as a memorial to his deep sense 
of social jiistice and his sympathy for 
the underprivileged. 

He was elected to Council of the City 
of Pittsburgh to 'fill a vacancy; took 
office on April 17, 1935, and continued 
in this office, by virtue of his re-elec¬ 
tion by the people, until Jris death. 

As Chairman of the Committee on 
Public Works, he devoted much of his 
attention and effort to the betterment 
of the City. Many of the improve¬ 
ments bear witness to his far-sighted 
vision. Therefore, be it

press our grievous sense of loss upon 
the death of our late colleague and that 
we acknowledge our debt to him for his 
untiring efforts, his keen judgment and 
his hearty co-operation in the dis¬ 
charge of the functions of Council, and 
that we give our grateful recognition to 
the lasting contributions made by him 
to the enrichment of our civic life.
